■  Jared  Blumenfeld,  Director  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  reported  that  the  public  hearing  to  discuss  the 
structure  of  public  participation  included  in  the  language  of  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance  on  September  15, 
2003  went  very  well.  He  briefly  discussed  the  outstanding  challenges  specifically,  how  to  implement  the  process 
without  creating  more  bureaucracy.  He  then  reviewed  the  process  for  developing  product  categories,  product  criteria 
determination,  creation  of  approved  list  of  products  and  product  reviews.  According  to  staff,  if  is  likely  that  two 
Technical  Advisory  Committees  (TAC)  comprised  of  various  specialist,  community  members,  and  relevant  staff,  and  a 
Commissioner  would  be  established.  The  Priority  TAC  will  be  charged  with  developing  a  set  of  criteria  to  screen  and 
prioritize  the  200  purchasing  contracts.  The  Criteria  TAC  will  examine  specific  products  categories  to  determine  the 
relevant  criteria  used  to  select  products  that  minimize  harm  to  human  health  and  the  environment. 

■  Janet  Nudelman  and  Joan  Reiss  of  the  Bay  Area  Working  Group  (BAWG)  reviewed  the  characteristics,  outcomes,  and 
values  they  would  like  to  see  incorporated  into  a  public  participation  process  as  it  relates  to  the  implementation  of  the 
Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance.  BAWG  supported  the  creation  of  TACs  to  help  implement  the  Ordinance. 

■  Discussions  ensued.  The  Committee  encouraged  the  community  to  begin  identifying  items  and  products  that  should  be 
reviewed.

Emily  Utter,  City  Government  Recycling  Associate  for  the 
Department,  briefly  reviewed  bag  reduction  programs  around  the  world.  The  State  of  Alaska  has  several 
jurisdictions  that  have  implemented  bag  policies.  They  are  the  only  examples  in  the  United  States.  There 
are  however,  many  successful  examples  of  such  legislative  controls  around  the  world. 

The  Committee  engaged  in  a  discussion  regarding  the  implementing  a  bag  policy  in  San  Francisco.  Mr. 
Haley,  indicated  that  the  initial  concept  would  restrict  the  use  of  both  plastic  and  paper  bags  in  retail 
supermarkets  with  more  than  2  million  dollars  in  annual  sales  and  for  now  only  apply  to  the  check-out  bag. 
A  fee  would  be  charged  to  customers  requiring  a  plastic  or  paper  bag.  This  fee  would  likely  be  split 
between  the  store  and  the  city.  Staff  is  currently  working  with  the  attorney  to  determine  the  appropriate 
fee.  There  must  be  a  nexus  in  proportionality.  Stores  would  be  required  to  use  the  monies  to  implement  the 
program.

Discussion  ensued.  The  committee  noted  a  number  of  issues  that  would  need  to  be  worked  out.  For 
example:  this  new  fee  will  likely  cause  some  sort  of  an  accounting  issue  for  the  affected  stores.  The 
program  must  have  a  clear  timeline  with  measurable  goals  and  objectives  for  evaluation.  A  big  public 
education  program/effort  should  be  launched  before  the  program  goes  into  effect.  There  are  other  barriers 
and  resistance  issues  that  will  need  to  be  resolved.  The  committee  would  like  staff  to  return  to  the 
committee  with  a  draft  resolution  for  their  considerations.  They  also  instructed  staff  to  begin  planning 
stakeholder  meetings.

Resolution  Supporting  Implementation  of  the  Marine  Life  Protection  Act 

WHEREAS,  The  people  of  San  Francisco  have  a  long  history  of  leadership  in 
protecting  the  oceans  through  actions  such  as  monitoring  the  water  quality  at  all  beaches, 
supporting  protection  of  Chilean  Sea  Bass,  supporting  the  California  Ocean  Protection  Act, 
and  supporting  the  Gulf  of  the  Farallones,  Cordell  Bank  and  Monterey  Bay  National  Marine 
Sanctuaries; 

WHEREAS,  The  health  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  is  directly  tied  to  San  Francisco's 
economy,  public  health,  and  environment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  increasing  scientific  evidence  that  human  activities  are 
irreparably  harming  our  marine  ecosystems  and  ocean  life;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  strong  scientific  evidence  that  marine  protected  areas,  including 
marine  reserves  and  water  quality  protection  areas,  restore  and  protect  the  natural  diversity 
and  abundance  of  marine  life,  and  the  structure,  function  and  integrity  of  marine  ecosystems; 
and 

WHEREAS,  In  1999,  California  adopted  the  Marine  Life  Protection  Act  to  provide 
improved  protection  for  the  diversity  and  abundance  of  California's  ocean  habitats  through  a 
network  of  marine  protected  areas  with  six  goals: 

1 .  To  protect  the  natural  diversity  and  abundance  of  marine  life,  and  the  structure,  function,  and 
integrity  of  marine  ecosystems. 

2.  To  help  sustain,  conserve,  and  protect  marine  life  populations,  including  those  of  economic  value, 
and  rebuild  those  that  are  depleted. 

3.  To  improve  recreational,  educational,  and  study  opportunities  provided  by  marine  ecosystems  that 
are  subject  to  minimal  human  disturbance,  and  to  manage  these  uses  in  a  manner  consistent  with 
protecting  biodiversity. 

4.  To  protect  marine  natural  heritage,  including  protection  of  representative  and  unique  marine  life 
habitats  in  California  waters  for  their  intrinsic  value. 

5.  To  ensure  that  California's  Marine  Protected  Areas  have  clearly  defined  objectives,  effective 
management  measures,  and  adequate  enforcement,  and  are  based  on  sound  scientific  guidelines. 

6.  To  ensure  that  the  state's  Marine  Protected  Areas  are  designed  and  managed,  to  the  extent 
possible,  as  a  network;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  State's  recently  released  ocean  action  plan,  "Protecting  Our  Ocean: 
California's  Action  Strategy,"  identifies  implementing  the  Marine  Life  Protection  Act  as  a  key 
action  California  should  take  to  maintain  its  nationally  recognized  leadership  role  in  managing 
and  protecting  ocean  and  coastal  resources; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT: 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  hereby  supports 
the  goals  and  implementation  of  the  Marine  Life  Protection  Act  to  establish  a  network  of 
marine  protected  areas  in  California  waters  to  protect  the  State's  marine  life,  habitat  and 
ocean  ecosystems. 


I  am  sending  the  following  proposal  to  you  as  an  individual,  not  as  a  member  of  the  Sierra 
Club,  or  a  member  of  the  steering  committee  of  the  Phillip  and  Sala  Burton  Center  for 
Human  Rights. 

I  suggest  that  we  propose  that  a  second  document  be  drafted  for  the  signatures  of  the 
mayors  for  WED2005  -  the  Declaration  of  San  Francisco,  and  build  community  support 
for  it  in  San  Francisco  so  that  Mayor  Newsom  agrees  to  the  proposal.  Perhaps  we  should 
suggest  28  actions  that  in  addition  to  the  21  actions  now  in  the  draft  San  Francisco 
Environmental  Accords  for  a  total  49  (7x7)  a  number  that  is  identified  with  San  Francisco 
around  the  world. 

I  have  prepared  this  draft  for  your  consideration. 

We  the  mayors  of  the  cities  of  the  world,  where  the  of  concept  of  citizenship  began, 
meeting  in  San  Francisco,  the  city  of  Saint  Francis  of  Assisi,  birth  site  of  the  Sierra  Club 
and  the  United  Nations  to  honor  World  Environment  Day  2005  adopt  the  following 
principles. 

Principe  1 : 

We  endorse  adding  the  basic  human  right  to  a  clean  and  safe  environment  to  Chapter  1 , 
Purposes  and  Principles,  Article  1  of  the  Charter  of  the  United  Nations  and  forward  this 
endorsement  to  the  United  Nations  and  the  representative  of  our  nation  to  the  United 
Nations* 

*  The  recent  Report  of  the  Secretary-General's  High  Level  Panel  on  Threats,  Challenges 
and  Change  has  recommend  5  changes  to  the  Charter  that  are  now  being  considered  by 
the  General  Assembly,  it  is  timely  to  propose  and  promote  an  additional  change. 

Principle  2. 

We  raise  up  the  challenge  of  the  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt's,  January  7,  1941  State 
of  the  Union  Speech  for  a  new  generation,  when  he  described  the  four  freedoms  that  he 
believed  were  essential  to  human  beings  around  the  world  that  became  the  basic  of  the 
United  Nations  Charter  and  the  Universal  Declaration  of  Human  Rights. 

In  the  future  days,  which  we  seek  to  make  secure,  we  look  forward  to  a  world 
founded  on  four  essential  freedoms.  The  first  is  the  freedom  of  speech  and 
expression  6  everywhere  in  the  world.  The  second  is  freedom  of  every  person  to 
worship  God  in  his  own  way  6  everywhere  in  the  world.  The  third  is  freedom  from 
want  6  which  translated  into  world  terms,  means  economic  understanding  which 
will  secure  to  every  nation  a  healthy,  peacetime  life  for  its  inhabitants  6 
everywhere  in  the  world.  The  fourth  is  the  freedom  from  fear  6  which,  translated 
into  world  terms,  means  a  worldwide  reduction  of  armaments  to  such  a  point  and 


in  such  a  thorough  fashion  that  no  nation  will  be  in  a  position  to  commit  an  act  of 
physical  aggression  against  any  neighbor  6  anywhere  in  the  world. 

Principle  3. 

We  applaud  the  decision  of  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize  Committee  to  give  the  2004  prize  to 
Wangari  Maathai  for  her  "holistic  approach  to  sustainable  development  that  embraces 
democracy,  human  rights  and  women's  rights  in  particular",  and  for  its  statement:  "Peace 
on  earth  depends  on  our  ability  to  secure  our  living  environment." 

Principle  4. 

We  reaffirm  Principle  26  of  the  Stockholm  Declaration  on  the  Human  Environment  that 
states: 

Man  and  his  environment  must  be  spared  the  effects  of  nuclear  weapons  and  all 
other  means  of  mass  destruction.  States  must  strive  to  reach  prompt  agreement,  in 
the  relevant  international  organs,  on  the  elimination  and  complete  destruction  of 
such  weapons. 

and  Principle  25  of  the  Rio  Declaration  on  Environment  and  Development  that  states: 

Peace,  development  and  environmental  protection  are  interdependent  and 
indivisible. 

Principle  5. 

We  condemn  continued  research  and  production  of  weapons  of  mass  destruction  and 
demand  that  research  for  antimatter  weapons  be  ended  immediately.  We  will  write  op-ed 
articles  in  our  city's  newspapers,  place  this  demand  We  will  place  this  demand  on  the 
home  page  of  our  city's  official  website  translated  into  the  official  language  (languages) 
of  our  city,  contact  our  governmental  officials  and  do  everything  in  our  power  to  end  this 
most  hideous  human  activity,  (see  attachment) 

Principle  6. 

We  will  defend  the  human  rights  of  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual  and  transsexual  peoples  in  our 
cities. 

Principle  7. 

We,  urge  all  developed  nations  to  increase  their  official  development  assistance  (ODA) 
immediately  to  0.2%  of  GDP  to  achieve  the  UN  Millennium  Goals  and  we  will  place  the 
percentage  of  ODA  by  the  richest  2 1  nations  in  a  prominent  place  on  our  cities  official 
website. 

Principle  8. 

We  reaffirm  Principle  19  of  the  Stockholm  Declaration  that  states: 


Education  in  environmental  matters,  for  the  younger  generation  as  well  as  adults, 
giving  due  consideration  to  the  underprivileged,  is  essential  in  order  to  broaden 
the  basis  for  an  enlightened  opinion  and  responsible  conduct  by  individuals, 
enterprises  and  communities  in  protecting  and  improving  the  environment  in  its 
full  human  dimension.  It  is  also  essential  that  mass  media  of  communications 
avoid  contributing  to  the  deterioration  of  the  environment,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
disseminates  information  of  an  educational  nature  on  the  need  to  project  and 
improve  the  environment  in  order  to  enable  man  to  develop  in  every  respect. 

and  Principle  2  of  the  Johannesburg  Declaration  on  Sustainable  Development  that  states: 

We  commit  ourselves  to  building  a  humane,  equitable  and  caring  global  society, 
cognizant  of  the  need  for  human  dignity  for  all 

and  agree  to  work  with  the  United  Nations  Environment  Programme,  International  Labor 
Organization  and  the  United  Nations  Educational,  Social  and  Cultural  Organization  to 
establish  centers  of  excellence  for  education  for  global  citizenship  in  our  cities.  The  four 
essential  elements  of  education  for  global  citizenship  are  tolerance,  international  human 
rights,  labor  and  environment  norms  and  the  institutions  created  to  promote  and  defend 
them,  and  participation  in  international  non-governmental  organizations. 

Principle  9. 

We  affirm  Article  71  of  the  United  Nations  Charter  that  provides  individuals  to 
participate  in  global  institutions  though  their  membership  in  non-governmental 
organizations,  and  we  support  creative  ways  to  increase  the  capacity  of  interaction 
between  non-governmental  organizations  and  the  Economic  and  Social  Council. 

Principle  10. 

We  reaffirm  Principle  2 1  of  the  Rio  Declaration  on  Environment  and  Development  that 
states: 

Woman  have  a  vital  role  in  environmental  management  and  development.  Their 
full  participation  is  therefore  essential  to  achieve  sustainable  development. 

and  reaffirm  Principle  20  of  the  Johannesburg  Declaration  on  Sustainable  Development 
that  states: 

We  are  committed  to  ensuring  that  women 's  empowerment,  emancipation  and 
gender  equality  are  integrated  in  all  activities  encompassed  within  Agenda  21,  the 
Millennium  development  goals  and  the  Plan  of  Implementation  of  the  Summit. 

and  agree  to  codify  the  Convention  on  the  Elimination  of  All  Forms  of  Discrimination 
Against  Women  in  the  laws  and  regulations  of  our  cities. 


Principle  1 1 . 


We  applaud  the  Secretary-General's  Global  Compact  Initiative  ,  and  will  support  local, 
national  and  international  efforts  to  strengthen  the  Compact  by  supporting  new 
international  modalities  to  enforce  the  international  human  rights,  labor  and 
environmental  norms  that  are  listed  in  the  Compact. 

Principle  12. 

We  applaud  the  work  of  the  Maurice  Strong,  the  first  Director-General  of  the  United 
Nations  Environment  Programme,  and  his  colleagues  that  drafted  the  Earth  Charter  and 
agree  to  place  the  Charter  on  our  city's  official  website  and  take  other  appropriate  actions 
to  promote  the  Earth  Charter. 

Principle  13. 

We  reaffirm  Principle  12  of  the  Rio  Declaration  that  states: 

States  should  cooperate  to  promote  a  supportive  and  open  international  economic 
system  that  would  lead  to  economic  growth  and  sustainable  development  in  all 
countries.,  to  better  address  the  problem  of  environmental  degradation.  Trade 
policy  measures  for  environmental  purposes  should  not  constitute  a  means  of 
arbitrary  or  unjustifiable  discrimination  or  a  disguised  restriction  on 
international  trade. 

Unilateral  actions  to  deal  with  environmental  challenges  outside  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  importing  country  should  be  avoided.  Environmental  measures  addressing 
transboundary  or  global  environmental  problems  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be 
based  on  an  international  consensus. 

Principle  15. 

By  signing  the  Declaration  of  San  Francisco  we  commit  our  cities  to  these  principles  and 
will  work  with  mayoral  organizations  within  our  nations  to  have  these  principles  adopted 
by  our  national  governments.  We  will  place  this  statement  on  the  home  page  of  our  city's 
official  website,  translated  into  the  official  language  (languages)  of  our  city.

Introduction 

"Rock  walls  composed  of 287, 000  tons  of  quarried  rock  were  sunk  in  the  shoals.  Twenty  million 
cubic  yards  of  sea  bottom  were  dredged  up  and  piled  within  the  walls.  When  the  sand  was  13  feet 
above  sea  level,  engineers  "unsalted"  it  by  a  leaching  process.  Barges  brought  50,000  cubic 
yards  of  loam  from  the  mainland  to  enrich  it.  When  the  engineers  finished,  a  400-acre  island,  a 
mile  long  and  two-thirds  of  a  mile  wide,  had  appeared  in  the  Bay.  The  world's  largest  man-made 
island  now  has  risen  from  the  waves.  " 

1939  World's  Fair  statement  on  the  creation  of  Treasure  Island 

We  now  have  a  unique  and  historic  opportunity  to  transform  Treasure  and  portions  of  Yerba 
Buena  Islands  (referred  to  hereafter  as  Treasure  Island  or  TI,  except  when  otherwise  specified) 
into  an  environmentally  sustainable  urban  community.  The  process  of  designing  and  building  a 
sustainable  Treasure  Island  is  an  overarching  core  principle  that  will  be  integrated  into  all  other 
aspects  of  this  project.  The  entire  project  should  have  the  goal  of  becoming  a  model  by 
exhibiting  the  concepts  and  practices  of  sustainable  community  development. 

The  City  and  TICD  have  expressed  strong  support  for  providing  sustainable  development 
practices  at  Treasure  Island.  This  draft  Sustainability  Plan  specifies  that  environmentally 
sustainable  practices  will  be  integrated  as  part  of  the  infrastructure  and  construction  throughout 
the  project. 

The  provisions  for  sustainable  development  will  be  articulated  in  more  detail  as  this  document, 
and  other  documents  are  negotiated  by  the  stakeholders.  For  example,  the  Design  for 
Development  Agreement  will  call  for  certain  land  use  and  building  requirements  that  will  require 
the  use  of  sustainable  design  practices  in  both  the  horizontal  and  vertical  components  of  the 
project  and  the  Design,  Review  and  Document  Approval  Procedure  for  Vertical  Improvements 
(Vertical  DRDAP),  will  call  for  the  use  of  green  building  measures  and  energy  efficient  utilities 
by  vertical  developers. 

As  the  transaction  and  entitlement  process  continues,  sustainable  development  practices  will  be 
highlighted.  Two  general  areas  of  development  will  be  considered  through  the  lens  of  sustainable 
design  practices.  First  is  the  horizontal  or  infrastructure  development  and  land  preparation.  This 
part  of  the  development  process  focuses  on  land  development:  deconstructing  the  old 
infrastructure  systems  on  Treasure  Island  (roads,  sewers,  buildings,  etc.),  constructing  an  entirely 
new  infrastructure  system  and  preparing  pads  for  vertical  development.  Specific  implementation 
for  sustainable  development  on  the  horizontal  development  on  Treasure  Island  will  have  to  be 
compatible  with,  and  contingent  upon,  environmental  regulatory  direction,  established  land  use 
covenants  and  specific  geotechnical  conditions.  The  second  area  of  development  is  the  vertical 
construction:  building  the  new  residences,  commercial  space  and  other  amenities.  Each  of  these 
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areas  of  development  will  have  their  own  unique  features.  At  this  juncture,  key  concepts  which 
have  been  discussed  include:  deconstruction  and  demolition  techniques;  hazardous  materials 
remediation;  storm  water  management;  decentralized  sewage  treatment;  recycling  and 
composting;  energy  conservation;  provision  of  renewable  energy;  land  use  policies  that 
emphasize  strong  neighborhoods;  walkability  and  a  network  of  attractive  public  places; 
sustainable  design  practices;  creating  effective  nodes  for  alternative  transportation;  and  open 
space  planning  that  minimizes  energy  and  water  consumption,  encourages  native  plant  usage  and 
promotes  biodiversity.  Each  of  these  policy  issues  is  discussed  below. 

This  draft  Sustainability  Plan  represents  City  staffs  current  analysis  of  the  sustainable  design 
issues  that  will  be  part  of  the  future  redevelopment  of  Treasure  Island.  These  issues,  and  the 
goals  and  objectives  for  responding  to  them,  are  subject  to  change  and  modification  during  the 
negotiations  with  TICD,  and  the  measures  discussed  are  part  of  the  iterative  work  of  the 
negotiations  with  TICD  that  will  require  serious  analysis  of  each  measure's  benefits,  feasibility, 
viability  and  practicality.  As  the  project  is  developed  in  further  detail  and  the  project  economics 
become  less  uncertain,  subsequent  versions  of  this  Sustainability  Plan  will  incorporate 
refinements  and  more  specific  measures  for  meeting  the  goals  and  objectives  outlined  herein. 

Resource  Efficient  Infrastructure 
Building  Statistics 

In  the  United  States  buildings  consume  more  than  30%  of  our  nation's  total  energy  and  60%  of 
its  electricity  every  year.  According  the  US  Department  of  Energy,  buildings  generate  49%  of 
sulfur  dioxide  emissions,  25%  of  nitrous  oxide  emissions  and  10%  of  particulate  emissions  - 
these  numbers  are  based  on  conventional  building  practices  that  are  typically  fragmented, 
oversized,  inefficient  and  unhealthy.  . 

Development  of  Green  Building 

Green  building,  or  sustainable  building,  is  changing  the  way  that  buildings  are  designed,  built 
and  operated.  Green  building  promotes  an  integrated  approach  to  design  that  engages  all  team 
members  early  in  the  process  to  create  a  building  that  is  comprehensive,  efficient,  and  healthy. 

In  2000  the  US  Green  Building  Council  (USGBC)  published  the  LEED  (Leadership  in  Energy 
and  Environmental  Design)  Green  Building  Rating  System*  which  is  a  voluntary,  consensus- 
based  national  standard  for  developing  sustainable  buildings.  LEED*  currently  has  rating 
systems  for  the  following  building  sectors:  new  commercial  construction  and  major  renovations 
(LEED-NC),  existing  building  operations  (LEED-EB),  commercial  interiors  (LEED-CI),  core 
and  shell  (LEED-CS)  and  is  in  the  process  of  developing  rating  systems  for  homes  (LEED-H) 
and  neighborhood  Development  (LEED-ND).  Currently  there  are  over  1,700  buildings  in  50 
states  that  are  seeking  LEED  certification  and  157  are  LEED  certified.  The  numbers  that  are 
being  reported  from  these  projects  are  very  encouraging:  the  Swiss  Re  Tower  in  London  -  50% 
less  energy  consumption  than  a  comparable  conventional  building;  the  Conde  Nast  Building  at  4 
Times  Square  in  New  York  City  -  35  to  40%  less  energy  than  a  conventional  building;  the 
Robert  Redford  Building  in  Santa  Monica,  CA  -  60%  less  water  than  a  conventional  building; 
and  the  list  goes  on.  Higher  productivity,  less  illness  and  absenteeism  and  higher  test  scores  with 
students  are  also  benefits  that  are  being  realized  from  green  building. 
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USGBC  is  truly  affecting  the  marketplace  as  seen  by  the  use  and  adoption  of  the  LEED  rating 
systems  by  Federal  Agencies,  States,  Cities,  13  other  countries  and  the  private  sector.  Rick 
Fedrizzi,  president  and  chief  executive  of  the  USGBC  says,  "The  green-building  movement 
really  is  about  understanding  the  building  as  an  organism  and  understanding  how  all  the  systems 
play  together.  We  are  living  in  a  much  different  age  than  we  did  in  the  1970s  and  '80s,  when 
everything  was  fast  and  cheap  and  quick  and  glitzy.  Now  it's  about  thoughtful  construction,  safe 
construction  and  enduring  construction.  As  green  buildings  garner  more  attention,  a  popular 
misconception  is  that  they  cost  more.  If  you  start  the  process  early,  with  an  educated  team,  you 
can  do  it  for  not  a  penny  more  than  conventional  construction". 

Green  Building  in  California 

The  State  of  California  strongly  supports  green  building  as  seen  by  its  participation  in  the 
development  of  several  of  the  LEED  Rating  Systems  and  the  Collaborative  for  High 
Performance  Schools  (CHPS)  program  and  rating  system.  In  addition,  the  State  and  Consumer 
Services  Agency  has  established  a  Sustainable  Building  Task  Force  to  develop  a  strategy  to 
achieve  the  sustainable  building  goal  found  in  former  Governor  Davis'  Executive  Order  D-16- 
00,  and  to  implement  the  resulting  1 0-point  plan  described  in  Building  Better  Buildings:  A 
Blueprint  for  Sustainable  State  Facilities.  In  December  2004,  Governor  Schwarzenegger  signed 
the  Sustainable  Buildings  Executive  Order  requiring  that  all  new  and  renovated  State  buildings 
achieve  a  LEED  Silver  or  higher  certification  and  that  all  State  buildings  be  20%  more  energy 
efficient  by  2015,  and  encouraging  the  private  sector  to  do  the  same. 

Green  Building  in  San  Francisco 

In  May  2004,  San  Francisco  adopted  Chapter  7  of  the  Environment  Code  -  Green  Building 
Standards-  requiring  all  new  municipal  construction  projects  to  achieve  a  LEED  Silver  or  higher 
certification  by  USGBC.  This  accomplishment  has  set  San  Francisco  as  a  leader  among 
municipalities.  The  San  Francisco  Department  of  the  Environment's  (SFE)  Green  Building  team 
oversees  the  environmental  design  and  performance  of  all  municipal  construction  projects,  chairs 
the  inter-departmental  Resource  Efficient  Building  Task  Force,  develops  green  building  policy, 
guidelines,  tools  and  training  for  City  design  professionals,  initiates  revisions  to  building  codes 
to  allow  for  high  performance  technologies,  supports  residential  and  commercial  green  building 
efforts,  and  collaborates  with  appropriate  City  departments  to  ensure  that  basic  infrastructures 
are  developed  to  support  green  building  in  the  City. 

Treasure  Island  As  a  Landmark  Green  Building  Development 

The  USGBC  is  in  the  process  of  developing  the  LEED  Neighborhood  Development  (LEED-ND) 
Rating  System.  By  the  first  quarter  of  2006,  USGBC  is  expecting  to  make  its  call  for  pilot 
projects  for  LEED-ND.  TIDA  staff,  SFE  staff  and  TICD  have  discussed  having  the  proposed 
project  participate  in  this  LEED-ND  pilot  project  effort.  The  pilot  project  process  involves 
working  closely  with  USGBC  and  industry  experts  to  inform  the  development  of  the  LEED-ND 
rating  system  and  providing  assistance  to  the  Treasure  Island  development  to  achieve  high  levels 
of  economic,  environmental  and  social  performance.  By  agreeing  to  participate,  TIDA,  SFE  and 
TICD  are  all  reaffirming  their  individual  and  collective  commitment  to  sustainable  design  and 
green  building  development. 
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Approach  for  a  Sustainable  Neighborhood  Development 

The  organizing  principles  and  priority  for  Sustainable  Neighborhood  Developments  should 
follow  this  sequence: 

•  Integrated  Design  Process  -  ensure  coordination,  synergy  and  cost  savings  across 
disciplines 

•  Sustainable  sites  and  hydrology  -  supporting  and  enhancing  existing  natural  features 

•  Open  Space,  landscaping,  park  lands  and  natural  areas  -  creating  a  network  of  connected 
parks  and  natural  areas 

•  Circulation  and  transportation  -  pedestrian  and  transit  oriented  development 

•  Land  Use-  compact  development  preserving  open  space  and  undeveloped  areas. 

The  following  sections  define  these  principles  and  provide  supporting  information. 

Integrated  Design  Process 

GOALS:  Initiate  an  integrated  design  process  involving  all  stakeholders  including 
owners,  project  managers,  financial  officers,  architects,  engineers, 
estimators,  contractors  (or  construction  managers),  facilities  managers  and 
end  users.  Retain  a  Project  Sustainability  Coordinator  with  responsibility 
for  achieving  agreed  upon  environmental  goals. 

OBJECTIVES:  This  early  coordination  of  efforts  enables  synergies  and  cost  savings  among 
disciplines  and  solving  certain  problems  that  cannot  be  addressed  in  a  more  linear  process.  It 
allows  for  more  advanced  technologies  to  be  considered  and  provides  a  building  or 
neighborhood  that  operates  as  a  comprehensive  interactive  system.  For  more  information

Horizontal  Development 

1.  Sustainable  Sites  and  Hydrology 

A.  Erosion  and  Sedimentation  Control 

GOALS:  Meet  LEED-NC®  Sustainable  Sites  Prerequisite  for  Erosion  and 
Sedimentation  Control 

OBJECTIVES:  Prevent  loss  of  soil  during  construction  by  storm  water  runoff  and/or  wind 
erosion,  including  protecting  topsoil  by  stockpiling  for  reuse.  Prevent  sedimentation  of  storm 
sewer  or  receiving  streams  and/or  air  pollution  with  dust  and  particulate  matter.  For  more 
information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance  Guide  for  San  Francisco  Municipal  Buildings, 
pages  37-38. 
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B.  Storm  Water  Management 


GOALS:  Minimize  or  eliminate  storm  water  runoff.  If  possible,  eliminate  curbs  and 
catch  basins.  Meet  LEED-NC*  Sustainable  Sites — Storm  Water 
Management  Credit  2 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  maintain  the  hydrologic  cycle  and  shall  protect 
water  quality  by  minimizing  disturbances,  saving  trees,  supporting  and  enhancing  natural 
landforms  and  drainages,  minimizing  consumptive  water  use,  utilizing  integrated  vegetative 
storm  water  techniques  and  pervious  paving  materials.  Where  beneficial,  the  project  should 
seek,  to  the  greatest  extent  possible,  given  the  environmental  regulatory  direction  and 
established  land  use  covenants  set  by  state  and  federal  regulators  and  Treasure  Island's 
unique  geological  makeup,  to  allow  storm  runoff  to  filter  into  the  ground  to  help  reduce 
downstream  flooding.  Carefully  planned  infiltration  swales  and  basins  and  measures  to 
reduce  impermeable  surfaces  are  generally  less  costly  than  the  conventional  practice  of 
installing  storm  sewers  and  building  large  detention  ponds.  Examples  include:  maximizing 
planted  open  space,  avoiding  contiguous  impermeable  surfaces,  minimizing  roadway  width, 
incorporating  living  roofs  on  buildings,  storing  roof  runoff  for  later  use,  and  using  porous 
paving  materials.  For  more  information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance  Guide  for  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  47-49. 

GOAL:  Reduce  or  Eliminate  Polluted  Stormwater  Runoff  to  the  Bay 

OBJECTIVES:  Construct  wetlands  for  storm  water  treatment.  Treatment  wetlands  can 
remove  a  variety  of  contaminants  (including  fertilizers,  pet  waste,  crankcase  oil,  pulverized 
brake  linings)  prior  to  discharge  into  the  Bay.  Bodies  of  water,  plants  and  microbes  naturally 
remove  water  contaminants.  Constructed  wet lands-c lose ly  mimic  natural  systems  in  their 
operation,  harboring  diverse,  complex  ecosystems.  By  constructing  artificial  wetlands,  we 
also  learn  more  about  the  value  of  natural  wetlands — and  why  we  need  to  protect  them. 
Provide  a  source  of  recycled  water  in  dry  season  to  maximize  aesthetic,  ecological  and 
pollutant  sequestering  values. 

Maximize  treatment  level  of  polluted  runoff.  While  mechanical  liquid/solid  separators  are 
considerably  better  then  nothing,  they  do  not  remove  all  pollutants. 

C.  Innovative  Wastewater  Technology 

GOAL:  Use  the  best  available  technology  for  the  reuse  of  sewage  and  residual 
stormwater,  using  these  flows  as  resources  rather  than  waste  products. 

OBJECTIVES:  Replace  the  existing  sewage  treatment  plant  with  a  decentralized,  on-site, 
state-of-the-art,  small-footprint,  odor-free  plant,  integrated  into  the  landscaping  that  can 
recycle  water  for  irrigation  purposes,  treat  sewage  for  disposal  without  unnecessary  costs  and 
can  treat  storm  water  to  levels  appropriate  for  tertiary  uses.  Carefully  consider  alternatives  to 
chlorine  and  choramine  for  disinfection,  such  as  ozone  and  ultra-violet  light. 

Identify  uses  for  recycled  water,  including  enhancement  of  the  stormwater  treatment 
wetlands,  landscaping,  etc.,  and  create  an  appropriate  storage  and  distribution  system. 
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Treasure  Island's  unique  location  in  the  Bay  provides  an  opportunity  to  both  treat  sewage  in 
an  environmentally  appropriate  manner  and  help  treat  residual  storm  water  as  part  of  the 
larger  wetlands  program.  By  constructing  an  on-site  treatment  plant  and  a  constructed  storm 
water  treatment  wetlands,  the  comprehensive  wastewater  management  program  can  function 
to  symbiotically  improve  water  quality  and  provide  a  source  of  recycled  water  while 
increasing  habitat  value  and  providing  educational  opportunities.

2.  Open  Space  and  Landscaping 

A.  Reduced  Site  Disturbance 

GOAL:  Protect  and  restore  existing  vegetation.  Meet  LEED-NC®  Sustainable 
Sites — Reduced  Site  Disturbance  Credit  5.1 

OBJECTIVES:  Costs  to  protect  vegetation  can  be  easily  recouped  through  having  to  spend 
less  on  plantings  following  construction.  Large  trees  significantly  boost  property  values. 
Protection  of  shade  trees  can  allow  downsizing  of  air  conditioning  equipment,  because 
cooling  loads  can  be  reduced.  For  more  information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance  Guide 
for  San  Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  44-47. 

B.  Water  Efficient  Landscaping 

GOAL:  Limit  or  eliminate  potable  water  use  for  landscaping.  Meet  LEED-NC® 
Water  Efficiency — Water  Efficient  Landscaping  Credit  1  (both  points) 

OBJECTIVES:  Indigenous  landscaping  supports  wildlife  and  biodiversity  far  better  than 
conventional  turf.  Native  landscaping  also  does  not  require  irrigation  and  chemical  treatments 
(fertilizer,  herbicides,  pesticides,  etc.).  In  most  cases,  it  costs  less  to  landscape  with  native 
vegetation  than  to  put  in  lawns  and  non-native  plant  species.  For  more  information  see:

C.  Integrated  Pest  Management 

GOAL:  Minimize  pesticide  use.  Meet  LEED-EB  Credits  10.4  &  10.5  -  Low 
Environmental  Impact  Pest  Management  Policy 

OBJECTIVES: 

1 .  Select  locally  adapted,  pest  resistant,  and/or  native  plant  species  for  landscape  plantings. 

2.  Use  landscape  designs  and  measures  that  exclude  weeds,  such  as  weed  cloth,  mulches, 
dense  plantings,  and  mowing  strips. 

3.  Use  landscape  designs  and  measures  that  maintain  vigorous  plant  growth  to  minimize 
landscape  pest  problems,  for  example,  by  installing  easily  maintained,  computerized 
irrigation  systems,  ensuring  proper  drainage,  and  using  compost  to  build  soil  fertility. 
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D.  Biological  Diversity 

GOAL:  Protect  and  restore  existing  natural  habitat  and  wildlife 

OBJECTIVES:  Identify  and  map  the  naturally  occurring  habitats  on  Yerba  Buena  Island 
and  assure  their  protection  from  development  and  inappropriate  uses.  Remove  or  control 
invasive  introduced  species  as  necessary  to  protect  natural  ecosystems.  Utilize  the  nursery 
proposed  for  TI  to  propagate  native  species  for  restoration  and  re-introduction,  specifically, 
Yerba  Buena  (Satureja  douglasii),  the  island's  namesake.  Manage  the  natural  areas  of  YBI  in 
cooperation  with  the  City's  Natural  Areas  Program.  Prohibit  the  use  of  invasive  exotics  in 
the  landscaped  areas.  Consult  with  the  Audubon  Society  regarding  tree  trimming  and 
removal,  trail  placement,  and  other  activities  that  could  impact  wildlife. 

GOAL:  Maximize  the  natural  values  of  the  developed  and  horticultural  portions  of 
the  islands. 

OBJECTIVES:  Use  wildlife-friendly  plants.  Restrict  night  lighting  that  could  interfere  with 
bird  migration. 

3.  Circulation  and  Transportation 

A.  Pedestrian/Bicycle  Oriented  Development 

GOAL:  Reduce  automobile  use  for  intra-island  transportation  to  the  greatest  extent 
possible  by  the  establishment  of  pedestrian  and  bicycle  friendly  land  uses  and  support 
facilities. 

OBJECTIVES:    The  project  should  seek  to  create  dense  and  cohesive  neighborhoods 
(given  the  site  constraints  and  constraints  imposed  by  other  regulatory  agencies)  that  are  in 
close  proximity  to  the  key  transit  nodes,  such  as  that  proposed  at  Pier  One.  This  will  allow 
residents  and  visitors  to  walk,  bike  or  ride  an  on-Island  alternative  fuel  shuttle  to  basic 
services,  commercial  venues,  recreational  experiences,  and  other  public  spaces.  The  project 
shall  provide  sufficient  bicycle  parking  facilities  at  commercial  and  transit  nodes,  as  well  as  a 
free  bicycle  program  for  use  by  island  residents  and  visitors. 

B.  Transit  Oriented  Development 

GOAL:  Tie  development  to  transit  nodes  and  emphasize  transit  alternatives  and 
importance  of  major  transit  node  at  Pier  One.  Meet  LEED-NC®  Sustainable  Sites — 
Alternative  Transportation  Credit  4.1 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  reduce  pollution  and  other  impacts  from 
automobile  use  by  emphasizing  transit  alternatives,  such  as  ferries,  buses,  car  share 
opportunities,  organized  car  pooling,  and  possibly  private  water  taxi  systems  and  jitneys. 
Adopt  mitigation  measures  to  minimize  any  significant  impacts  that  may  occur  to  the  traffic 
congestion  on  and  approaching  the  Bay  Bridge.  For  more  information  see:  Green  Building 
Compliance  Guide  for  San  Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  4 1  -44. 
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C.  Alternative  Fuel  Vehicles 


GOAL  One:  Require  the  use  of  zero  emission  vehicles  by  government  agencies  and 
encourage  their  use  by  businesses  and  non  profits  on  the  island,  and  provide  preferred 
parking  for  AFV's. 

GOAL  Two:  Develop  alternative  fuel  infrastructure  on  Treasure  Island  to  support  the 
use  of  clean  air  vehicles,  including  the  production  of  clean  fuels  such  as  bio-diesel 
and  hydrogen  and  use  of  electric,  bio-diesel,  natural  gas  and  hydrogen  vehicles. 

OBJECTIVES:  Reduce  pollution  and  oil  dependence  by  encouraging  the  use  of  alternative 
fuel  vehicles.  For  more  information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance  Guide  for  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  41-44. 

D.  Parking  Capacity 

GOAL  One:  Discourage  automobile  use  through  parking  capacity  controls  and 
reduced  speed  limits. 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  limit  parking  by  implementing  standards  that  are 
below  current  minimum  planning  code  requirements  for  both  on-  and  off-street  parking, 
providing  preferred  parking  for  carpools  and  vanpools,  implementing  a  CarShare  program 
with  the  necessary  car  share  pod  on  site  and,  to  the  extent  feasible,  unbundling  parking  from 
housing  units.  Consider  bundling  transit  passes  with  condo  fees  and  with  hotel  room  fees.

Buildings,  pages  4 1  -44. 

E.  Promote  The  Use  of  Public  Transportation 

GOAL:  Establish  comprehensive  public  transit  options  as  part  of  a  comprehensive 
Transportation  Demand  Management  program  established,  implemented  and 
administered  by  a  Treasure  Island  Transportation  Coordination  Committee. 

OBJECTIVES:  Offer  a  variety  of  options,  including: 

■  Ferry  service  to  San  Francisco,  and  ultimately  to  the  East  Bay 

■  Upgraded  MUNI  service  to  the  Transbay  Terminal,  with  some  runs  continuing  to 
points  beyond,  especially  the  Financial  District  and  Civic  Center 

■  New  AC  Transit  service  to  Oakland  transit  hub 

■  Organized  ridesharing 

■  Possible  water  taxi  service 

■  A  coordinated  transit  hub  at  Pier  One 

■  On-island  transit  options  making  mass  transit  more  efficient  and  less  time  consuming 

■  Minimize  the  need  for  transfers  by  placing  most  dwelling  units  within  a  half-mile 
walk  of  the  ferry  terminal 

•         Bus  and  ferry  systems  that  can  easily  accommodate  bicycles 
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4.  Land  Use 


A.  Site  Selection 

GOAL:  Avoid  development  in  areas  severely  impacted  by  hazardous  materials  or  set 
aside  for  public  spaces  by  the  State  Lands  Commission  and  the  Bay  Conservation  and 
Development  Commission  and  reduce  environmental  impacts  from  the  location  of 
buildings  on  a  site.  Meet  LEED-NC®  Sustainable  Sites — Site  Selection  Credit  1 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  avoid  development  on  portions  of  sites  that  are 
severely  impacted  by  hazardous  materials,  are  designated  as  public  spaces  by  the  State  Lands 
Commission  and  the  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission,  contain  habitat  for 
threatened  or  endangered  species,  wetlands,  or  parklands.  For  more  information  see:  Green 
Building  Compliance  Guide  for  San  Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  39. 

B.  Brownfield  Redevelopment 

GOAL:  Achieve  maximum  cleanup  of  the  toxic  substances  left  by  the  Navy,  as 
required  by  State  and  Federal  regulatory  agencies. 

OBJECTIVES:  Work  with  the  Department  of  Defense  and  Congress  to  fund  and  implement 
timely  and  thorough  remediation  of  all  toxics,  consistent  with  and  to  facilitate  the  building 
and  open  space  uses  proposed  in  the  current  development  plan. 

C.  Development  Density 

GOAL:  Density  of  developed  areas  shall  meet  LEED-NC®  Sustainable  Sites — Urban 
Redevelopment  Credit  2.0 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  cluster  development  into  identified 
neighborhoods  or  zones  and  preserve  larger  areas  of  open  space,  thereby  reducing  the  costs 
(and  environmental  impacts)  of  pavement,  sewer  lines,  utility  lines,  stormwater  system,  etc., 
and  making  a  car-free  lifestyle  a  more  viable  option  The  open  space  also  serves  to  protect 
local  ecosystems  and  biodiversity.  For  more  information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance 
Guide  for  San  Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  68-69. 

D.  Minimize  Paved  Area 

GOAL:  Reduce  costs,  increase  permeability  and  open  space. 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  minimize  the  amount  of  roads,  driveways, 
access  roads  and  parking  areas,  reduce  impervious  surfaces,  preserve  open  space,  and 
reduce  resource  consumption.  Also  keep  streets  and  driveways  as  narrow  as  is  practicable, 
and  look  for  ways  to  reduce  parking  requirements.  Offer  employee  and  visitor  incentives  to 
use  public  transit.  For  more  information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance  Guide  for  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  68-69. 
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E.  Construction  Waste  Management 

GOAL:  Divert  at  least  75%  of  construction,  demolition  and  land  clearing  debris 
from  landfill  disposal.  Meet  LEED-NC®  Materials  and  Resources — Construction 
Waste  Management  Credit  2.2 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  implement  a  construction  waste  management  plan.  For 
more  information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance  Guide  for  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Buildings,  pages  68-69. 

GOAL:  Deconstruct  all  buildings  with  substantial  recoverable  materials,  as  indicated 
by  the  survey  completed  in  1997.  Deconstruction  will  utilize  labor  from  TI  associated 
agencies,  specifically  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  and  Job 
Corps,  with  a  training  element  geared  to  preparing  workers  for  construction 
employment.  Buildings  appropriate  for  demolition  will  recover  resources  on-site  for 
use  on  island  to  the  greatest  degree  possible. 

OBJECTIVES:  This  can  include  stockpiling  and  grinding  of  inerts  and  organics  for  reuse 
and  batching  into  necessary  construction  and  landscaping  materials. 

F.  Infrastructure 

GOAL:  Select  sites  that  require  minimal  extension  of  the  area  to  be  served  by 
infrastructure. 

OBJECTIVES:  Where  roadways,  water,  sewer,  and  utility  lines  require  minimal  extension, 
the  infrastructure  costs  of  development  can  be  significantly  reduced  -  while  the 
environmental  impacts  of  development  are  reduced  and  more  pristine,  undeveloped  land  is 
preserved. 

G.  Solar  Orientation 

GOAL:  Use  appropriate  street  alignment  or  width  and  development  patterns  to 
reduce  shading  and  maximize  solar  energy  potential  for  all  buildings. 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  shall  make  every  effort  to  align  building  shape,  height  and 
orientation  to  utilize  natural  energy  flows.  Proper  street  and  lot  layout  enable  energy 
efficiency,  human  comfort  and  renewable  energy  production  in  the  built  environment.  For 
more  information  see:

Vertical  Development 

A.  Building  Reuse 

GOAL:  For  historic  buildings,  the  gym,  and  the  school,  maintain  at  least  75%  of 
existing  code-compliant  building  structures  and  shell  (exterior  skin  and  framing, 
excluding  window  assemblies  and  nonstructural  roofing  material)  subject  to 
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regulatory  constraints  such  as  the  U.S.  Department  of  interior  standards  for  historic 
structures.  Meet  LEED-NC®  Materials  and  Resources — Building  Reuse  Credit  1 . 1 

OBJECTIVES:  Extend  the  life  cycle  of  existing  building  stock,  conserve  resources,  retain 
cultural  resources,  reduce  waste  and  reduce  environmental  impacts  of  new  buildings  as  they 
relate  to  materials  manufacturing  and  transport. 

B.  New  Commercial  Buildings 

GOAL:  Require  that  all  new  commercial  buildings  achieve,  at  a  minimum,  a  LEED- 
NC*  Silver  certification  level  from  the  U.S  Green  Building  Council  (USGBC),  with  a 
stated  goal  of  achieving  LEED  NC  Gold  certification  as  more  specific  information  is 
available  regarding  the  commercial  component  of  the  project. 

OBJECTIVES:  LEED  for  New  Construction  and  Major  Renovations  (LEED-NC)  is  a 
green  building  rating  system  that  was  designed  to  guide  and  distinguish  high-performance 
commercial  and  institutional  projects.  For  more  information  see:

GOAL:  Incorporate  pest  prevention  as  a  design  and  maintenance  objective  for  new 
commercial  buildings.  Meet  LEED-EB  Credits  10.4  &  10.5  -  Low  Environmental 
Impact  Pest  Management  Policy 

OBJECTIVES: 

a.  Design  to  exclude  pests  from  new  buildings,  using  design  features  such  as  single-pour 
slabs,  sealing  of  pipe  breaks,  sand  barriers  beneath  foundations,  sealed  wall  cavities, 
injection  of  boric  acid  into  wall  voids,  installation  of  door  sweeps,  and  appropriately 
screened  foundations,  attic  vents,  and  windows. 

b.  Design  to  reduce  potential  pest  harborage  in  or  near  new  buildings,  using  features  such 
as  bird-repellent  roof  designs,  removal  of  all  cellulose-containing  materials  from  building 
sites,  use  of  wall  coverings  that  do  not  provide  insect  harborages  (i.e.,  avoid  pegboard), 
and  keeping  vegetation  (such  as  ivy)  at  least  three  feet  away  from  buildings. 

c.  Design  to  improve  moisture  management  in  new  buildings,  using  features  such  as 
moisture  barriers  beneath  foundations,  adequate  ventilation,  and  appropriate  drainage 
near  foundations. 

d.  Design  to  facilitate  inspection  and  maintenance  in  new  buildings,  for  example,  by 
designing-in  easy  access  to  foundations  and  to  pipe  breaks  in  foundations,  building-in 
access  to  areas  covered  by  suspended  ceilings,  and  by  building  for  easy  sanitation  by: 

i.  designing  floors  and  shelves  for  easy  cleaning 

ii.  elevating  dumpsters 

iii.  including  coves  at  wall/floor  junctures  to  prevent  accumulation  of  debris,  and 
sloping  kitchen  and  bathroom  floors  for  easy  drainage. 

C.  Tenant  Improvements — Commercial  Buildings 

GOAL:  Require  that  all  tenant  improvements  in  new  commercial  buildings  achieve, 
at  a  minimum,  a  LEED-CI®  Silver  certification  level  from  the  U.S  Green  Building 
Council  (USGBC),  with  a  stated  goal  of  achieving  LEED-CI  Gold  certification  as

more  specific  information  is  available  regarding  the  commercial  component  of  the 
project. 

OBJECTIVES:  LEED  for  Commercial  Interiors  (LEED-CI)  addresses  the  specifics  of 
tenant  spaces  in  office,  retail,  and  institutional  buildings.  LEED-CI  is  part  of  a 
comprehensive  suite  of  LEED  green  building  rating  tools  developed  by  USGBC  to  promote 
green  design,  construction,  and  operations  practices  in  buildings  nationwide.  For  more

Hotels  should  be  managed  as  "green  hotels"  where,  for  example,  sheets  and  towels  are 
exchanged  only  on  request,  soaps  and  toiletries  are  biodegradable,  and  lighting  is 
automatically  controlled. 

D.  Residential  Buildings 

GOAL:  Require  that  new  housing  units  and  renovated  permanent  housing  units  (units  that  have 
an  anticipated  life  span  of  more  than  10  years)  be  subject  to  a  high  level  sustainability  goal  that 
will  be  determined  at  the  time  the  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  is  completed, 
through  agreement  between  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  other  stakeholders 
involved  in  the  project.  The  priority  would  be  using  one  of  the  high  level  standards  adopted  by 
the  US  Green  Building  Council,  which  will  be  presenting  the  Leadership  in  Energy  and 
Environmental  Design  rating  system  for  homes  in  2007. 

OBJECTIVES:  The  State  of  California,  in  collaboration  with  Bay  Area  Build  it  Green,  a 
coalition  of  local  government  representatives,  environmental  groups,  homebuilders,  and 
product  manufacturers  is  developing  a  state-wide  residential  green  building  rating  system.  It 
is  expected  that  city  and  county  municipalities  will  then  adopt  these  guidelines  to  encourage 
or  require  that  residential  developers  and  homebuilders  achieve  certain  environmental 
performance  measures  in  their  residential  building  projects. 

GOAL:  Incorporate  pest  prevention  as  a  design  and  maintenance  objective  for  new 
residential  buildings.  Meet  LEED-EB  Credits  10.4  &  10.5  -  Low  Environmental 
Impact  Pest  Management  Policy 

OBJECTIVES: 

a.  Design  to  exclude  pests  from  new  buildings,  using  design  features  such  as  single-pour 
slabs,  sealing  of  pipe  breaks,  sand  barriers  beneath  foundations,  sealed  wall  cavities, 
injection  of  boric  acid  into  wall  voids,  installation  of  door  sweeps,  and  appropriately 
screened  foundations,  attic  vents,  and  windows.

iii.  including  coves  at  wall/floor  junctures  to  prevent  accumulation  of  debris,  and 
sloping  kitchen  and  bathroom  floors  for  easy  drainage. 

E.  Waste  Prevention  and  Recycling 

GOAL:  Achieve  the  City's  solid  waste  diversion  goal  of  75%  by  2010 


OBJECTIVES:  Waste  prevention,  reuse,  recycling  and  composting  are  important 
techniques  that  will  be  utilized  to  meet  the  City's  goals  of  resource  conservation  and  create  a 
sustainable,  livable  community  for  TI:  public,  private,  recreational,  commercial  and 
residential.  Waste  prevention,  recycling  and  composting  objectives  include: 

•  Placement  of  standard  trash  and  recycling  receptacles  at  strategic  locations  along 
main  thoroughfares,  at  mass  transit  stops,  and  at  parks  and  open  spaces  including 
the  marina. 

•  Creating  an  effective  recycling  program  in  all  public,  commercial  and  residential 
spaces. 

•  Establishing  a  composting  collection  program  for  public,  commercial  and 
residential  uses.  Composting  will  take  place  on-Island,  likely  in  conjunction  with 
the  Urban  Garden  planned  for  Treasure  Island. 

•  The  project  will  include  community  and  managed  garden  spaces  for  resource 
regeneration,  composting  opportunities  and  landscaping  sustainability. 

•  A  sustainability  center  will  be  developed,  to  promote  waste  reduction  and  other 
sustainable  practices,  and  facilitate  durable  item  reuse.  The  Sustainability 
Coordinator  will  provide  education,  reinforcement  and  follow-up  to  make  sure 
the  recycling  program  is  being  implemented  properly. 


F.  Energy 

GOAL:  Minimize  the  island's  electricity  demand  by  reducing  energy 
consumption  and  explore  generating  power  on-site. 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  reduce  energy  consumption  and  generate 
power  through  the  following  methods: 

•  Develop  the  electrical  distribution  system  as  a  distributed  energy  system  to 
enable  all  of  the  power  need  being  met  with  local  distributed  generation  systems. 

•  Install  one  centralized  energy  monitoring  and  reporting  system  for  the  entire 
development  at  the  building  level 

•  Exceed  California  Title  24  standards  for  all  buildings  by  at  least  20% 

•  Mandate  for  all  buildings  Energy  Star  appliances  and  equipment,  premium 
efficiency  motors,  demand  response  capability,  and  LED  for  all  lit  signage 

•  Use  high  efficiency  lighting  strategies  for  walkways,  streets,  signage,  and  other 
outdoor  lighting 

•  Design  all  outdoor  lighting  to  protect  the  darkness  of  the  night  sky

•  Perform  a  feasibility  study  of  a  district  heating  and/or  cooling  system  that  may 
utilize  cogeneration  and/or  ground  or  water  source  heat  pumps. 

•  Use  active  and  passive  solar  energy  systems  to  minimize  demand  for  electricity 
and  natural  gas  as  well  as  generate  electricity  to  the  maximum  amount  feasible 

•  Enable  and  protect  solar  access  through  the  design  of  streets,  parcels,  and 
buildings 

•  Perform  a  feasibility  study  on  the  viability  of  on-site  generation  of  energy,  with  a 
goal  of  generating  a  minimum  of  20%  of  Treasure  Island's  peak  demand  from 
on-site  renewable  energy  sources 

•  With  CCSF  (including  SF  PUC),  perform  a  feasibility  and  bird  safety  study  of  a 
wind  farm  to  provide  electric  power  for  the  development 

Innovation  LEED-ND®  Pilot  Project 

GOAL:  TICD  shall  become  a  member  of  USGBC,  help  to  influence  the 
development  of  a  national  rating  system  for  neighborhood  developments  (LEED- 
ND®),  and  make  application  for  the  Treasure  Island  Development  to  become  a 
LEED-ND  Pilot  Project.  Pilot  Project  applications  will  be  accepted  in  the  first 
quarter  of  2006,  and  a  balloted  rating  system  is  projected  for  launch  in  2007.  This  is 
an  opportunity  for  TICD  to  obtain  professional  consulting  expertise  from  leaders  in 
the  field,  learn  best  practices  from  other  pilot  project  developments  and  to  help  create 
the  new  national  rating  system.  LEED  Pilot  Projects  garner  national  and  international 
attention  as  world  leaders  with  innovative,  cutting  edge  developments. 

OBJECTIVES:  The  U.S.  Green  Building  Council  is  developing  a  national  standard  for 
neighborhood  design  that  integrates  the  principles  of  green  building  and  smart  growth.  The 
goal  of  this  partnership  is  to  engage  stakeholders  across  the  country  in  establishing 
consensus-based  standards  for  assessing  the  impacts  of  development  projects  using  the  rating 
framework  of  the  LEED  (Leadership  in  Energy  and  Environmental  Design)  Green  Building 
Rating  System™  that  has  already  become  the  national  standard  for  high  performance 
buildings. 

Whereas  other  LEED  products  focus  primarily  on  green  building  practices,  with  only  a  few 
credits  regarding  site  selection,  LEED  for  Neighborhood  Developments  (LEED-ND)  would 
emphasize  smart  growth  aspects  of  development  while  still  incorporating  a  selection  of  the 
most  important  green  building  practices.  The  scope  of  what  would  be  considered  smart 
growth  design  would  be  guided  by  the  Smart  Growth  Network's  ten  principles  of  smart 
growth,  and  would  include  density,  proximity  to  transit,  mixed  use,  mixed  housing  type,  and 
pedestrian-  and  bicycle-  friendly  design.  LEED-ND  would  then  provide  an  objective  basis  on 
which  to  certify  developments  as  smart  growth.  In  short,  LEED-ND  would  create  a  label,  as 
well  as  a  set  of  guidelines  for  decision-making,  which  could  serve  as  a  concrete  signal  of,  and 
incentive  for,  better  location,  design,  and  construction  of  neighborhoods  and  buildings. 
Equally  important,  it  will  be  a  product  that  can  be  readily  folded  into  USGBC's  existing  and 
successful  efforts  to  market  LEED  to  developers,  consumers,  and  policymakers. 

The  existing  LEED  Rating  System  for  New  Commercial  Construction  (LEED-NC)  has  a 
proven  track  record  of  encouraging  builders  to  utilize  green  building  practices  such  as 
increasing  energy  and  water  efficiency  and  improving  indoor  air  quality  in  buildings.  LEED- 
ND  can  have  a  similarly  positive  effect  on  development  trends  to  revitalize  existing  urban 
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areas,  decrease  land  consumption,  decrease  vehicle  miles  traveled,  improve  air  quality, 
decrease  polluted  stormwater  runoff,  and  build  communities  where  people  of  a  variety  of 
income  levels  can  coexist,  and  where  jobs  and  services  are  accessible  by  foot  or  transit.  The 
continued  use  of  certain  green  building  standards  in  LEED-ND  will  ensure  that  indoor  air 
quality  is  healthier,  that  energy  and  water  consumption  decrease,  and  that  the  corresponding 
utility  bills  of  tenants  and  residents  decrease  as  well. 

In  addition  to  direct  economic  and  quality-of-life  benefits  for  consumers,  the  implementation 
of  water  and  energy  efficient  technologies  will  ensure  a  more  efficient  use  of  infrastructure  in 
urban  areas,  where  water,  sewer,  and  electric  grid  systems  are  likely  to  be  overtaxed.  For

Costs  and  Benefits  of  Green  Building  and  Sustainable  Community 
Design 

Some  cost  and  benefit  data  is  included  in  the  above  sections  that  refer  to  individual  green 
building  and  sustainable  community  design  strategies.  However,  true  sustainable  design  is  not 
so  much  a  collection  of  technologies,  as  an  integration  of  human  development  into  natural 
ecosystems.  This  integration  is  most  easily  achieved  through  an  integrated  design  process  where 
all  design  professionals  and  project  stakeholders  set  environmental  goals  and  collaborate  from 
the  very  beginning  of  the  design.  While  there  may  indeed  be  some  additional  "soft  costs" 
(upfront  design  costs)  associated  with  this  alternative  to  traditional  design  procedures,  most  truly 
integrated  designs  do  not  require  additional  capital  costs  to  achieve  high  levels  of  enviromnental 
performance.  These  advanced  designs  result  in  large  life-cycle  savings  in  faster  rent-up  and 
sales,  less  turnover,  happier  and  healthier  tenants  and  more  profitable  owners  with  reduced 
operating  costs  and  maintenance.  The  integrated  design  process  allows  for  synergies  and 
opportunities  for  cost  savings  among  disciplines  that  cannot  be  achieved  in  a  more  linear 
process.

Introduction 

"Rock  walls  composed  of 287, 000  tons  of  quarried  rock  were  sunk  in  the  shoals.  Twenty  million 
cubic  yards  of  sea  bottom  were  dredged  up  and  piled  within  the  walls.  When  the  sand  was  13  feet 
above  sea  level,  engineers  "unsalted"  it  by  a  leaching  process.  Barges  brought  50,000  cubic 
yards  of  loam  from  the  mainland  to  enrich  it.  When  the  engineers  finished,  a  400-acre  island,  a 
mile  long  and  two-thirds  of  a  mile  wide,  had  appeared  in  the  Bay.  The  world's  largest  man-made 
island  now  has  risen  from  the  waves.  " 

1939  World's  Fair  statement  on  the  creation  of  Treasure  Island 

We  now  have  a  unique  and  historic  opportunity  to  transform  Treasure  and  portions  of  Yerba 
Buena  Islands  (referred  to  hereafter  as  Treasure  Island  or  TI,  except  when  otherwise  specified) 
into  an  environmentally  sustainable  urban  community.  The  process  of  designing  and  building  a 
sustainable  Treasure  Island  is  an  overarching  core  principle  that  will  be  integrated  into  all  other 
aspects  of  this  project.  The  entire  project  should  have  the  goal  of  becoming  a  model  by 
exhibiting  the  concepts  and  practices  of  sustainable  community  development. 

The  City  and  TICD  have  expressed  strong  support  for  providing  sustainable  development 
practices  at  Treasure  Island.  This  draft  Sustainability  Plan  specifies  that  environmentally 
sustainable  practices  will  be  integrated  as  part  of  the  infrastructure  and  construction  throughout 
the  project. 

The  provisions  for  sustainable  development  will  be  articulated  in  more  detail  as  this  document, 
and  other  documents  are  negotiated  by  the  stakeholders.  For  example,  the  Design  for 
Development  Agreement  will  call  for  certain  land  use  and  building  requirements  that  will  require 
the  use  of  sustainable  design  practices  in  both  the  horizontal  and  vertical  components  of  the 
project  and  the  Design,  Review  and  Document  Approval  Procedure  for  Vertical  Improvements 
(Vertical  DRDAP),  will  call  for  the  use  of  green  building  measures  and  energy  efficient  utilities 
by  vertical  developers. 

As  the  transaction  and  entitlement  process  continues,  sustainable  development  practices  will  be 
highlighted.  Two  general  areas  of  development  will  be  considered  through  the  lens  of  sustainable 
design  practices.  First  is  the  horizontal  or  infrastructure  development  and  land  preparation.  This 
part  of  the  development  process  focuses  on  land  development:  deconstructing  the  old 
infrastructure  systems  on  Treasure  Island  (roads,  sewers,  buildings,  etc.),  constructing  an  entirely 
new  infrastructure  system  and  preparing  pads  for  vertical  development.  Specific  implementation 
for  sustainable  development  on  the  horizontal  development  on  Treasure  Island  will  have  to  be 
compatible  with,  and  contingent  upon,  environmental  regulatory  direction,  established  land  use 
covenants  and  specific  geotechnical  conditions.  The  second  area  of  development  is  the  vertical 
construction:  building  the  new  residences,  commercial  space  and  other  amenities.  Each  of  these 
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areas  of  development  will  have  their  own  unique  features.  At  this  juncture,  key  concepts  which 
have  been  discussed  include:  deconstruction  and  demolition  techniques;  hazardous  materials, 
remediation;  storm  water  management;  decentralized  sewage  treatment;  recycling  and 
composting;  energy  conservation;  provision  of  renewable  energy;  land  use  policies  that 
emphasize  strong  neighborhoods;  walkability  and  a  network  of  attractive  public  places; 
sustainable  design  practices;  creating  effective  nodes  for  alternative  transportation;  and  open 
space  planning  that  minimizes  energy  and  water  consumption,  encourages  native  plant  usage  and 
promotes  biodiversity.  Each  of  these  policy  issues  is  discussed  below. 

This  draft  Sustainability  Plan  represents  City  staffs  current  analysis  of  the  sustainable  design 
issues  that  will  be  part  of  the  future  redevelopment  of  Treasure  Island.  These  issues,  and  the 
goals  and  objectives  for  responding  to  them,  are  subject  to  change  and  modification  during  the 
negotiations  with  TICD,  and  the  measures  discussed  are  part  of  the  iterative  work  of  the 
negotiations  with  TICD  that  will  require  serious  analysis  of  each  measure's  benefits,  feasibility, 
viability  and  practicality.  As  the  project  is  developed  in  further  detail  and  the  project  economics 
become  less  uncertain,  subsequent  versions  of  this  Sustainability  Plan  will  incorporate 
refinements  and  more  specific  measures  for  meeting  the  goals  and  objectives  outlined  herein. 

Resource  Efficient  Infrastructure 
Building  Statistics 

In  the  United  States  buildings  consume  more  than  30%  of  our  nation's  total  energy  and  60%  of 
its  electricity  every  year.  According  the  US  Department  of  Energy,  buildings  generate  49%  of 
sulfur  dioxide  emissions,  25%  of  nitrous  oxide  emissions  and  10%  of  particulate  emissions  - 
these  numbers  are  based  on  conventional  building  practices  that  are  typically  fragmented, 
oversized,  inefficient  and  unhealthy. 

Development  of  Green  Building 

Green  building,  or  sustainable  building,  is  changing  the  way  that  buildings  are  designed,  built 
and  operated.  Green  building  promotes  an  integrated  approach  to  design  that  engages  all  team 
members  early  in  the  process  to  create  a  building  that  is  comprehensive,  efficient,  and  healthy. 

In  2000  the  US  Green  Building  Council  (USGBC)  published  the  LEED  (Leadership  in  Energy 
and  Environmental  Design)  Green  Building  Rating  System®  which  is  a  voluntary,  consensus- 
based  national  standard  for  developing  sustainable  buildings.  LEED*  currently  has  rating 
systems  for  the  following  building  sectors:  new  commercial  construction  and  major  renovations 
(LEED-NC),  existing  building  operations  (LEED-EB),  commercial  interiors  (LEED-CI),  core 
and  shell  (LEED-CS)  and  is  in  the  process  of  developing  rating  systems  for  homes  (LEED-H) 
and  neighborhood  Development  (LEED-ND).  Currently  there  are  over  1,700  buildings  in  50 
states  that  are  seeking  LEED  certification  and  157  are  LEED  certified.  The  numbers  that  are 
being  reported  from  these  projects  are  very  encouraging:  the  Swiss  Re  Tower  in  London  -  50% 
less  energy  consumption  than  a  comparable  conventional  building;  the  Conde  Nast  Building  at  4 
Times  Square  in  New  York  City  -  35  to  40%  less  energy  than  a  conventional  building;  the 
Robert  Redford  Building  in  Santa  Monica,  CA  -  60%  less  water  than  a  conventional  building; 
and  the  list  goes  on.  Higher  productivity,  less  illness  and  absenteeism  and  higher  test  scores  with 
students  are  also  benefits  that  are  being  realized  from  green  building. 
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USGBC  is  truly  affecting  the  marketplace  as  seen  by  the  use  and  adoption  of  the  LEED  rating 
systems  by  Federal  Agencies,  States,  Cities.  1 3  other  countries  and  the  private  sector.  Rick 
Fedrizzi,  president  and  chief  executive  of  the  USGBC  says,  "The  green-building  movement 
really  is  about  understanding  the  building  as  an  organism  and  understanding  how  all  the  systems 
play  together.  We  are  living  in  a  much  different  age  than  we  did  in  the  1970s  and  '80s,  when 
everything  was  fast  and  cheap  and  quick  and  glitzy.  Now  it's  about  thoughtful  construction,  safe 
construction  and  enduring  construction.  As  green  buildings  garner  more  attention,  a  popular 
misconception  is  that  they  cost  more.  If  you  start  the  process  early,  with  an  educated  team,  you 
can  do  it  for  not  a  penny  more  than  conventional  construction". 

Green  Building  in  California 

The  State  of  California  strongly  supports  green  building  as  seen  by  its  participation  in  the 
development  of  several  of  the  LEED  Rating  Systems  and  the  Collaborative  for  High 
Performance  Schools  (CHPS)  program  and  rating  system.  In  addition,  the  State  and  Consumer 
Services  Agency  has  established  a  Sustainable  Building  Task  Force  to  develop  a  strategy  to 
achieve  the  sustainable  building  goal  found  in  former  Governor  Davis'  Executive  Order  D-16- 
00,  and  to  implement  the  resulting  10-point  plan  described  in  Building  Better  Buildings:  A 
Blueprint  for  Sustainable  State  Facilities.  In  December  2004,  Governor  Schwarzenegger  signed 
the  Sustainable  Buildings  Executive  Order  requiring  that  all  new  and  renovated  State  buildings 
achieve  a  LEED  Silver  or  higher  certification  and  that  all  State  buildings  be  20%  more  energy 
efficient  by  2015,  and  encouraging  the  private  sector  to  do  the  same. 

Green  Building  in  San  Francisco 

In  May  2004,  San  Francisco  adopted  Chapter  7  of  the  Environment  Code  -  Green  Building 
Standards-  requiring  all  new  municipal  construction  projects  to  achieve  a  LEED  Silver  or  higher 
certification  by  USGBC.  This  accomplishment  has  set  San  Francisco  as  a  leader  among 
municipalities.  The  San  Francisco  Department  of  the  Environment's  (SFE)  Green  Building  team 
oversees  the  environmental  design  and  performance  of  all  municipal  construction  projects,  chairs 
the  inter-departmental  Resource  Efficient  Building  Task  Force,  develops  green  building  policy, 
guidelines,  tools  and  training  for  City  design  professionals,  initiates  revisions  to  building  codes 
to  allow  for  high  performance  technologies,  supports  residential  and  commercial  green  building 
efforts,  and  collaborates  with  appropriate  City  departments  to  ensure  that  basic  infrastructures 
are  developed  to  support  green  building  in  the  City. 

Treasure  Island  As  a  Landmark  Green  Building  Development 

The  USGBC  is  in  the  process  of  developing  the  LEED  Neighborhood  Development  (LEED-ND) 
Rating  System.  By  the  first  quarter  of  2006,  USGBC  is  expecting  to  make  its  call  for  pilot 
projects  for  LEED-ND.  TIDA  staff,  SFE  staff  and  TICD  have  discussed  having  the  proposed 
project  participate  in  this  LEED-ND  pilot  project  effort.  The  pilot  project  process  involves 
working  closely  with  USGBC  and  industry  experts  to  inform  the  development  of  the  LEED-ND 
rating  system  and  providing  assistance  to  the  Treasure  Island  development  to  achieve  high  levels 
of  economic,  environmental  and  social  performance.  By  agreeing  to  participate,  TIDA,  SFE  and 
TICD  are  all  reaffirming  their  individual  and  collective  commitment  to  sustainable  design  and 
green  building  development. 
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Approach  for  a  Sustainable  Neighborhood  Development 

The  organizing  principles  and  priority  for  Sustainable  Neighborhood  Developments  should 
follow  this  sequence: 

•  Integrated  Design  Process  -  ensure  coordination,  synergy  and  cost  savings  across 
disciplines 

•  Sustainable  sites  and  hydrology  -  supporting  and  enhancing  existing  natural  features 

•  Open  Space,  landscaping,  park  lands  and  natural  areas  -  creating  a  network  of  connected 
parks  and  natural  areas 

•  Circulation  and  transportation  -  pedestrian  and  transit  oriented  development 

•  Land  Use-  compact  development  preserving  open  space  and  undeveloped  areas. 

The  following  sections  define  these  principles  and  provide  supporting  information. 

Integrated  Design  Process 

GOALS:  Initiate  an  integrated  design  process  involving  all  stakeholders  including 
owners,  project  managers,  financial  officers,  architects,  engineers, 
estimators,  contractors  (or  construction  managers),  facilities  managers  and 
end  users.  Retain  a  Project  Sustainability  Coordinator  with  responsibility 
for  achieving  agreed  upon  environmental  goals. 

OBJECTIVES:  This  early  coordination  of  efforts  enables  synergies  and  cost  savings  among 
disciplines  and  solving  certain  problems  that  cannot  be  addressed  in  a  more  linear  process.  It 
allows  for  more  advanced  technologies  to  be  considered  and  provides  a  building  or 
neighborhood  that  operates  as  a  comprehensive  interactive  system.  For  more  information

Horizontal  Development 

1.  Sustainable  Sites  and  Hydrology 

A.  Erosion  and  Sedimentation  Control 

GOALS:  Meet  LEED-NC®  Sustainable  Sites  Prerequisite  for  Erosion  and 
Sedimentation  Control 

OBJECTIVES:  Prevent  loss  of  soil  during  construction  by  storm  water  runoff  and/or  wind 
erosion,  including  protecting  topsoil  by  stockpiling  for  reuse.  Prevent  sedimentation  of  storm 
sewer  or  receiving  streams  and/or  air  pollution  with  dust  and  particulate  matter.  For  more

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B.  Storm  Water  Management 


GOALS:  Minimize  or  eliminate  storm  water  runoff.  If  possible,  eliminate  curbs  and 
catch  basins.  Meet  LEED-NC®  Sustainable  Sites — Storm  Water 
Management  Credit  2 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  maintain  the  hydrologic  cycle  and  shall  protect 
water  quality  by  minimizing  disturbances,  saving  trees,  supporting  and  enhancing  natural 
landforms  and  drainages,  minimizing  consumptive  water  use,  utilizing  integrated  vegetative 
storm  water  techniques  and  pervious  paving  materials.  Where  beneficial,  the  project  should 
seek,  to  the  greatest  extent  possible,  given  the  environmental  regulatory  direction  and 
established  land  use  covenants  set  by  state  and  federal  regulators  and  Treasure  Island's 
unique  geological  makeup,  to  allow  storm  runoff  to  filter  into  the  ground  to  help  reduce 
downstream  flooding.  Carefully  planned  infiltration  swales  and  basins  and  measures  to 
reduce  impermeable  surfaces  are  generally  less  costly  than  the  conventional  practice  of 
installing  storm  sewers  and  building  large  detention  ponds.  Examples  include:  maximizing 
planted  open  space,  avoiding  contiguous  impermeable  surfaces,  minimizing  roadway  width, 
incorporating  living  roofs  on  buildings,  storing  roof  runoff  for  later  use,  and  using  porous 
paving  materials.  For  more  information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance  Guide  for  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  47-49. 

GOAL:  Reduce  or  Eliminate  Polluted  Storm  water  Runoff  to  the  Bay 

OBJECTIVES:  Construct  wetlands  for  storm  water  treatment.  Treatment  wetlands  can 
remove  a  variety  of  contaminants  (including  fertilizers,  pet  waste,  crankcase  oil,  pulverized 
brake  linings)  prior  to  discharge  into  the  Bay.  Bodies  of  water,  plants  and  microbes  naturally 
remove  water  contaminants.  Constructed  wetlands-closely  mimic  natural  systems  in  their 
operation,  harboring  diverse,  complex  ecosystems.  By  constructing  artificial  wetlands,  we 
also  learn  more  about  the  value  of  natural  wetlands — and  why  we  need  to  protect  them. 
.Provide  a  source  of  recycled  water  in  dry  season  to  maximize  aesthetic,  ecological  and 
pollutant  sequestering  values. 

Maximize  treatment  level  of  polluted  runoff.  While  mechanical  liquid/solid  separators  are 
considerably  better  then  nothing,  they  do  not  remove  all  pollutants. 

C.  Innovative  Wastewater  Technology 

GOAL:  Use  the  best  available  technology  for  the  reuse  of  sewage  and  residual 
stormwater,  using  these  flows  as  resources  rather  than  waste  products. 

OBJECTIVES:  Replace  the  existing  sewage  treatment  plant  with  a  decentralized,  on-site, 
state-of-the-art,  small-footprint,  odor-free  plant,  integrated  into  the  landscaping  that  can 
recycle  water  for  irrigation  purposes,  treat  sewage  for  disposal  without  unnecessary  costs  and 
can  treat  storm  water  to  levels  appropriate  for  tertiary  uses.  Carefully  consider  alternatives  to 
chlorine  and  choramine  for  disinfection,  such  as  ozone  and  ultra-violet  light. 

Identify  uses  for  recycled  water,  including  enhancement  of  the  stormwater  treatment 
wetlands,  landscaping,  etc.,  and  create  an  appropriate  storage  and  distribution  system. 
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Treasure  Island's  unique  location  in  the  Bay  provides  an  opportunity  to  both  treat  sewage  in 
an  environmentally  appropriate  manner  and  help  treat  residual  storm  water  as  part  of  the 
larger  wetlands  program.  By  constructing  an  on-site  treatment  plant  and  a  constructed  storm 
water  treatment  wetlands,  the  comprehensive  wastewater  management  program  can  function 
to  symbiotically  improve  water  quality  and  provide  a  source  of  recycled  water  while 
increasing  habitat  value  and  providing  educational  opportunities.

2.  Open  Space  and  Landscaping 

A.  Reduced  Site  Disturbance 

GOAL:  Protect  and  restore  existing  vegetation.  Meet  LEED-NC®  Sustainable 
Sites — Reduced  Site  Disturbance  Credit  5.1 

OBJECTIVES:  Costs  to  protect  vegetation  can  be  easily  recouped  through  having  to  spend 
less  on  plantings  following  construction.  Large  trees  significantly  boost  property  values. 
Protection  of  shade  trees  can  allow  downsizing  of  air  conditioning  equipment,  because 
cooling  loads  can  be  reduced.  For  more  information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance  Guide 
for  San  Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  44-47. 

B.  Water  Efficient  Landscaping 

GOAL:  Limit  or  eliminate  potable  water  use  for  landscaping.  Meet  LEED-NC* 
Water  Efficiency — Water  Efficient  Landscaping  Credit  1  (both  points) 

OBJECTIVES:  Indigenous  landscaping  supports  wildlife  and  biodiversity  far  better  than 
conventional  turf.  Native  landscaping  also  does  not  require  irrigation  and  chemical  treatments 
(fertilizer,  herbicides,  pesticides,  etc.).  In  most  cases,  it  costs  less  to  landscape  with  native 
vegetation  than  to  put  in  lawns  and  non-native  plant  species.  For  more  information  see:

C.  Integrated  Pest  Management 

GOAL:  Minimize  pesticide  use.  Meet  LEED-EB  Credits  10.4  &  10.5  -  Low 
Environmental  Impact  Pest  Management  Policy 

OBJECTIVES: 

1 .  Select  locally  adapted,  pest  resistant,  and/or  native  plant  species  for  landscape  plantings. 

2.  Use  landscape  designs  and  measures  that  exclude  weeds,  such  as  weed  cloth,  mulches, 
dense  plantings,  and  mowing  strips. 

3.  Use  landscape  designs  and  measures  that  maintain  vigorous  plant  growth  to  minimize 
landscape  pest  problems,  for  example,  by  installing  easily  maintained,  computerized 
irrigation  systems,  ensuring  proper  drainage,  and  using  compost  to  build  soil  fertility. 
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D.  Biological  Diversity 


GOAL:  Protect  and  restore  existing  natural  habitat  and  wildlife 

OBJECTIVES:  Identify  and  map  the  naturally  occurring  habitats  on  Yerba  Buena  Island 
and  assure  their  protection  from  development  and  inappropriate  uses.  Remove  or  control 
invasive  introduced  species  as  necessary  to  protect  natural  ecosystems.  Utilize  the  nursery 
proposed  for  TI  to  propagate  native  species  for  restoration  and  re-introduction,  specifically, 
Yerba  Buena  (Satureia  douglasii"),  the  island's  namesake.  Manage  the  natural  areas  of  YBI  in 
cooperation  with  the  City's  Natural  Areas  Program.  Prohibit  the  use  of  invasive  exotics  in 
the  landscaped  areas.  Consult  with  the  Audubon  Society  regarding  tree  trimming  and 
removal,  trail  placement,  and  other  activities  that  could  impact  wildlife. 

GOAL:  Maximize  the  natural  values  of  the  developed  and  horticultural  portions  of 
the  islands. 

OBJECTIVES:  Use  wildlife-friendly  plants.  Restrict  night  lighting  that  could  interfere  with 
bird  migration. 

3.  Circulation  and  Transportation 

A.  Pedestrian/Bicycle  Oriented  Development 

GOAL:  Reduce  automobile  use  for  intra-island  transportation  to  the  greatest  extent 
possible  by  the  establishment  of  pedestrian  and  bicycle  friendly  land  uses  and  support 
facilities. 

OBJECTIVES:    The  project  should  seek  to  create  dense  and  cohesive  neighborhoods 
(given  the  site  constraints  and  constraints  imposed  by  other  regulatory  agencies)  that  are  in 
close  proximity  to  the  key  transit  nodes,  such  as  that  proposed  at  Pier  One.  This  will  allow 
residents  and  visitors  to  walk,  bike  or  ride  an  on-Island  alternative  fuel  shuttle  to  basic 
services,  commercial  venues,  recreational  experiences,  and  other  public  spaces.  The  project 
shall  provide  sufficient  bicycle  parking  facilities  at  commercial  and  transit  nodes,  as  well  as  a 
free  bicycle  program  for  use  by  island  residents  and  visitors. 

B.  Transit  Oriented  Development 

GOAL:  Tie  development  to  transit  nodes  and  emphasize  transit  alternatives  and 
importance  of  major  transit  node  at  Pier  One.  Meet  LEED-NC®  Sustainable  Sites — 
Alternative  Transportation  Credit  4. 1 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  reduce  pollution  and  other  impacts  from 
automobile  use  by  emphasizing  transit  alternatives,  such  as  ferries,  buses,  car  share 
opportunities,  organized  car  pooling,  and  possibly  private  water  taxi  systems  and  jitneys. 
Adopt  mitigation  measures  to  minimize  any  significant  impacts  that  may  occur  to  the  traffic 
congestion  on  and  approaching  the  Bay  Bridge.  For  more  information  see:  Green  Building 
Compliance  Guide  for  San  Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  41-44. 
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C.  Alternative  Fuel  Vehicles 


GOAL  One:  Require  the  use  of  zero  emission  vehicles  by  government  agencies  and 
encourage  their  use  by  businesses  and  non  profits  on  the  island,  and  provide  preferred 
parking  for  AFV's. 

GOAL  Two:  Develop  alternative  fuel  infrastructure  on  Treasure  Island  to  support  the 
use  of  clean  air  vehicles,  including  the  production  of  clean  fuels  such  as  bio-diesel 
and  hydrogen  and  use  of  electric,  bio-diesel,  natural  gas  and  hydrogen  vehicles. 

OBJECTIVES:  Reduce  pollution  and  oil  dependence  by  encouraging  the  use  of  alternative 
fuel  vehicles.  For  more  information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance  Guide  for  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  41-44. 

D.  Parking  Capacity 

GOAL  One:  Discourage  automobile  use  through  parking  capacity  controls  and 
reduced  speed  limits. 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  limit  parking  by  implementing  standards  that  are 
below  current  minimum  planning  code  requirements  for  both  on-  and  off-street  parking, 
providing  preferred  parking  for  carpools  and  vanpools,  implementing  a  CarShare  program 
with  the  necessary  car  share  pod  on  site  and,  to  the  extent  feasible,  unbundling  parking  from 
housing  units.  Consider  bundling  transit  passes  with  condo  fees  and  with  hotel  room  fees.

Buildings,  pages  4 1  -44. 

E.  Promote  The  Use  of  Public  Transportation 

GOAL:  Establish  comprehensive  public  transit  options  as  part  of  a  comprehensive 
Transportation  Demand  Management  program  established,  implemented  and 
administered  by  a  Treasure  Island  Transportation  Coordination  Committee. 

OBJECTIVES:  Offer  a  variety  of  options,  including: 

■  Ferry  service  to  San  Francisco,  and  ultimately  to  the  East  Bay 

■  Upgraded  MUNI  service  to  the  Transbay  Terminal,  with  some  runs  continuing  to 
points  beyond,  especially  the  Financial  District  and  Civic  Center 

■  New  AC  Transit  service  to  Oakland  transit  hub 

■  Organized  ridesharing 

■  Possible  water  taxi  service 

■  A  coordinated  transit  hub  at  Pier  One 

■  On-island  transit  options  making  mass  transit  more  efficient  and  less  time  consuming 

■  Minimize  the  need  for  transfers  by  placing  most  dwelling  units  within  a  half-mile 
walk  of  the  ferry  terminal 

•         Bus  and  ferry  systems  that  can  easily  accommodate  bicycles 
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4.  Land  Use 


A.  Site  Selection 

GOAL:  Avoid  development  in  areas  severely  impacted  by  hazardous  materials  or  set 
aside  for  public  spaces  by  the  State  Lands  Commission  and  the  Bay  Conservation  and 
Development  Commission  and  reduce  environmental  impacts  from  the  location  of 
buildings  on  a  site.  Meet  LEED-NC®  Sustainable  Sites — Site  Selection  Credit  1 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  avoid  development  on  portions  of  sites  that  are 
severely  impacted  by  hazardous  materials,  are  designated  as  public  spaces  by  the  State  Lands 
Commission  and  the  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission,  contain  habitat  for 
threatened  or  endangered  species,  wetlands,  or  parklands.  For  more  information  see:  Green 
Building  Compliance  Guide  for  San  Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  39. 

B.  Brovvnfield  Redevelopment 

GOAL:  Achieve  maximum  cleanup  of  the  toxic  substances  left  by  the  Navy,  as 
required  by  State  and  Federal  regulatory  agencies. 

OBJECTIVES:  Work  with  the  Department  of  Defense  and  Congress  to  fund  and  implement 
timely  and  thorough  remediation  of  all  toxics,  consistent  with  and  to  facilitate  the  building 
and  open  space  uses  proposed  in  the  current  development  plan.. 

C.  Development  Density 

GOAL:  Density  of  developed  areas  shall  meet  LEED-NC^1  Sustainable  Sites — Urban 
Redevelopment  Credit  2.0 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  cluster  development  into  identified 
neighborhoods  or  zones  and  preserve  larger  areas  of  open  space,  thereby  reducing  the  costs 
(and  environmental  impacts)  of  pavement,  sewer  lines,  utility  lines,  stormwater  system,  etc., 
and  making  a  car-free  lifestyle  a  more  viable  option  The  open  space  also  serves  to  protect 
local  ecosystems  and  biodiversity.  For  more  information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance 
Guide  for  San  Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  68-69. 

D.  Minimize  Paved  Area 

GOAL:  Reduce  costs,  increase  permeability  and  open  space. 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  minimize  the  amount  of  roads,  driveways, 
access  roads  and  parking  areas,  reduce  impervious  surfaces,  preserve  open  space,  and 
reduce  resource  consumption.  Also  keep  streets  and  driveways  as  narrow  as  is  practicable, 
and  look  for  ways  to  reduce  parking  requirements.  Offer  employee  and  visitor  incentives  to 
use  public  transit.  For  more  information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance  Guide  for  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Buildings,  pages  68-69. 
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E.  Construction  Waste  Management 

GOAL:  Divert  at  least  75%  of  construction,  demolition  and  land  clearing  debris 
from  landfill  disposal.  Meet  LEED-NC®  Materials  and  Resources — Construction 
Waste  Management  Credit  2.2 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  implement  a  construction  waste  management  plan.  For 
more  information  see:  Green  Building  Compliance  Guide  for  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Buildings,  pages  68-69. 

GOAL:  Deconstruct  all  buildings  with  substantial  recoverable  materials,  as  indicated 
by  the  survey  completed  in  1997.  Deconstruction  will  utilize  labor  from  TI  associated 
agencies,  specifically  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  and  Job 
Corps,  with  a  training  element  geared  to  preparing  workers  for  construction 
employment.  Buildings  appropriate  for  demolition  will  recover  resources  on-site  for 
use  on  island  to  the  greatest  degree  possible. 

OBJECTIVES:  This  can  include  stockpiling  and  grinding  of  inerts  and  organics  for  reuse 
and  batching  into  necessary  construction  and  landscaping  materials. 

F.  Infrastructure 

GOAL:  Select  sites  that  require  minimal  extension  of  the  area  to  be  served  by 
infrastructure. 

OBJECTIVES:  Where  roadways,  water,  sewer,  and  utility  lines  require  minimal  extension, 
the  infrastructure  costs  of  development  can  be  significantly  reduced  -  while  the 
environmental  impacts  of  development  are  reduced  and  more  pristine,  undeveloped  land  is 
preserved. 

G.  Solar  Orientation 

GOAL:  Use  appropriate  street  alignment  or  width  and  development  patterns  to 
reduce  shading  and  maximize  solar  energy  potential  for  all  buildings. 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  shall  make  every  effort  to  align  building  shape,  height  and 
orientation  to  utilize  natural  energy  flows.  Proper  street  and  lot  layout  enable  energy 
efficiency,  human  comfort  and  renewable  energy  production  in  the  built  environment.  For 
more  information  see:

Vertical  Development 

A.  Building  Reuse 

GOAL:  For  historic  buildings,  the  gym,  and  the  school,  maintain  at  least  75%  of 
existing  code-compliant  building  structures  and  shell  (exterior  skin  and  framing, 
excluding  window  assemblies  and  nonstructural  roofing  material)  subject  to 
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regulatory  constraints  such  as  the  U.S.  Department  of  Interior  standards  for  historic 
structures.  Meet  LEED-NC®  Materials  and  Resources — Building  Reuse  Credit  1 . 1 

OBJECTIVES:  Extend  the  life  cycle  of  existing  building  stock,  conserve  resources,  retain 
cultural  resources,  reduce  waste  and  reduce  environmental  impacts  of  new  buildings  as  they 
relate  to  materials  manufacturing  and  transport. 

B.  New  Commercial  Buildings 

GOAL:  Require  that  all  new  commercial  buildings  achieve,  at  a  minimum,  a  LEED- 
NC®  Silver  certification  level  from  the  U.S  Green  Building  Council  (USGBC),  with  a 
stated  goal  of  achieving  LEED  NC  Gold  certification  as  more  specific  information  is 
available  regarding  the  commercial  component  of  the  project. 

OBJECTIVES:  LEED  for  New  Construction  and  Major  Renovations  (LEED-NC)  is  a 
green  building  rating  system  that  was  designed  to  guide  and  distinguish  high-performance 
commercial  and  institutional  projects.  For  more  information  see:

GOAL:  Incorporate  pest  prevention  as  a  design  and  maintenance  objective  for  new 
commercial  buildings.  Meet  LEED-EB  Credits  10.4  &  10.5  -  Low  Environmental 
Impact  Pest  Management  Policy 

OBJECTIVES: 

a.  Design  to  exclude  pests  from  new  buildings,  using  design  features  such  as  single-pour 
slabs,  sealing  of  pipe  breaks,  sand  barriers  beneath  foundations,  sealed  wall  cavities, 
injection  of  boric  acid  into  wall  voids,  installation  of  door  sweeps,  and  appropriately 
screened  foundations,  attic  vents,  and  windows. 

b.  Design  to  reduce  potential  pest  harborage  in  or  near  new  buildings,  using  features  such 
as  bird-repellent  roof  designs,  removal  of  all  cellulose-containing  materials  from  building 
sites,  use  of  wall  coverings  that  do  not  provide  insect  harborages  (i.e.,  avoid  pegboard), 
and  keeping  vegetation  (such  as  ivy)  at  least  three  feet  away  from  buildings. 

c.  Design  to  improve  moisture  management  in  new  buildings,  using  features  such  as 
moisture  barriers  beneath  foundations,  adequate  ventilation,  and  appropriate  drainage 
near  foundations. 

d.  Design  to  facilitate  inspection  and  maintenance  in  new  buildings,  for  example,  by 
designing-in  easy  access  to  foundations  and  to  pipe  breaks  in  foundations,  building-in 
access  to  areas  covered  by  suspended  ceilings,  and  by  building  for  easy  sanitation  by: 

i.  designing  floors  and  shelves  for  easy  cleaning 

ii.  elevating  dumpsters 

iii.  including  coves  at  wall/floor  junctures  to  prevent  accumulation  of  debris,  and 
sloping  kitchen  and  bathroom  floors  for  easy  drainage. 

C.  Tenant  Improvements — Commercial  Buildings 

GOAL:  Require  that  all  tenant  improvements  in  new  commercial  buildings  achieve, 
at  a  minimum,  a  LEED-CI®  Silver  certification  level  from  the  U.S  Green  Building 
Council  (USGBC),  with  a  stated  goal  of  achieving  LEED-CI  Gold  certification  as 
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more  specific  information  is  available  regarding  the  commercial  component  of  the 
project. 

OBJECTIVES:  LEED  for  Commercial  Interiors  (LEED-CI)  addresses  the  specifics  of 
tenant  spaces  in  office,  retail,  and  institutional  buildings.  LEED-CI  is  part  of  a 
comprehensive  suite  of  LEED  green  building  rating  tools  developed  by  USGBC  to  promote 
green  design,  construction,  and  operations  practices  in  buildings  nationwide.  For  more

Hotels  should  be  managed  as  "green  hotels"  where,  for  example,  sheets  and  towels  are 
exchanged  only  on  request,  soaps  and  toiletries  are  biodegradable,  and  lighting  is 
automatically  controlled. 

D.  Residential  Buildings 

GOAL:  Require  that  new  housing  units  and  renovated  permanent  housing  units  (units  that  have 
an  anticipated  life  span  of  more  than  10  years)  be  subject  to  a  high  level  sustainability  goal  that 
will  be  determined  at  the  time  the  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  is  completed, 
through  agreement  between  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  other  stakeholders 
involved  in  the  project.  The  priority  would  be  using  one  of  the  high  level  standards  adopted  by 
the  US  Green  Building  Council,  which  will  be  presenting  the  Leadership  in  Energy  and 
Environmental  Design  rating  system  for  homes  in  2007. 

OBJECTrVES:  The  State  of  California,  in  collaboration  with  Bay  Area  Build  it  Green,  a 
coalition  of  local  government  representatives,  environmental  groups,  homebuilders,  and 
product  manufacturers  is  developing  a  state-wide  residential  green  building  rating  system.  It 
is  expected  that  city  and  county  municipalities  will  then  adopt  these  guidelines  to  encourage 
or  require  that  residential  developers  and  homebuilders  achieve  certain  environmental 
performance  measures  in  their  residential  building  projects. 

GOAL:  Incorporate  pest  prevention  as  a  design  and  maintenance  objective  for  new 
residential  buildings.  Meet  LEED-EB  Credits  10.4  &  10.5  -  Low  Environmental 
Impact  Pest  Management  Policy 

OBJECTrVES: 

a.  Design  to  exclude  pests  from  new  buildings,  using  design  features  such  as  single-pour 
slabs,  sealing  of  pipe  breaks,  sand  barriers  beneath  foundations,  sealed  wall  cavities, 
injection  of  boric  acid  into  wall  voids,  installation  of  door  sweeps,  and  appropriately 
screened  foundations,  attic  vents,  and  windows. 

b.  Design  to  reduce  potential  pest  harborage  in  or  near  new  buildings,  using  features  such 
as  bird-repellent  roof  designs,  removal  of  all  cellulose-containing  materials  from  building 
sites,  use  of  wall  coverings  that  do  not  provide  insect  harborages  (i.e.,  avoid  pegboard), 
and  keeping  vegetation  (such  as  ivy)  at  least  three  feet  away  from  buildings.

Design  to  facilitate  inspection  and  maintenance  in  new  buildings,  for  example,  by 
designing-in  easy  access  to  foundations  and  to  pipe  breaks  in  foundations,  building-in 
access  to  areas  covered  by  suspended  ceilings,  and  by  building  for  easy  sanitation  by: 

i.  designing  floors  and  shelves  for  easy  cleaning 

ii.  elevating  dumpsters 

iii.  including  coves  at  wall/floor  junctures  to  prevent  accumulation  of  debris,  and 
sloping  kitchen  and  bathroom  floors  for  easy  drainage. 

E.  Waste  Prevention  and  Recycling 

GOAL:  Achieve  the  City's  solid  waste  diversion  goal  of  75%  by  2010 

OBJECTIVES:  Waste  prevention,  reuse,  recycling  and  composting  are  important 
techniques  that  will  be  utilized  to  meet  the  City's  goals  of  resource  conservation  and  create  a 
sustainable,  livable  community  for  TI:  public,  private,  recreational,  commercial  and 
residential.  Waste  prevention,  recycling  and  composting  objectives  include: 

•  Placement  of  standard  trash  and  recycling  receptacles  at  strategic  locations  along 
main  thoroughfares,  at  mass  transit  stops,  and  at  parks  and  open  spaces  including 
the  marina. 

•  Creating  an  effective  recycling  program  in  all  public,  commercial  and  residential 
spaces. 

•  Establishing  a  composting  collection  program  for  public,  commercial  and 
residential  uses.  Composting  will  take  place  on-Island,  likely  in  conjunction  with 
the  Urban  Garden  planned  for  Treasure  Island. 

•  The  project  will  include  community  and  managed  garden  spaces  for  resource 
regeneration,  composting  opportunities  and  landscaping  sustainability. 

•  A  sustainability  center  will  be  developed,  to  promote  waste  reduction  and  other 
sustainable  practices,  and  facilitate  durable  item  reuse.  The  Sustainability 
Coordinator  will  provide  education,  reinforcement  and  follow-up  to  make  sure 
the  recycling  program  is  being  implemented  properly. 

F.  Energy 

GOAL:  Minimize  the  island's  electricity  demand  by  reducing  energy 
consumption  and  explore  generating  power  on-site. 

OBJECTIVES:  The  project  should  seek  to  reduce  energy  consumption  and  generate 
power  through  the  following  methods: 

•  Develop  the  electrical  distribution  system  as  a  distributed  energy  system  to 
enable  all  of  the  power  need  being  met  with  local  distributed  generation  systems. 

•  Install  one  centralized  energy  monitoring  and  reporting  system  for  the  entire 
development  at  the  building  level 

•  Exceed  California  Title  24  standards  for  all  buildings  by  at  least  20% 

•  Mandate  for  all  buildings  Energy  Star  appliances  and  equipment,  premium 
efficiency  motors,  demand  response  capability,  and  LED  for  all  lit  signage 

•  Use  high  efficiency  lighting  strategies  for  walkways,  streets,  signage,  and  other 
outdoor  lighting 

•  Design  all  outdoor  lighting  to  protect  the  darkness  of  the  night  sky 
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•  Perform  a  feasibility  study  of  a  district  heating  and/or  cooling  system  that  may 
utilize  cogeneration  and/or  ground  or  water  source  heat  pumps. 

•  Use  active  and  passive  solar  energy  systems  to  minimize  demand  for  electricity 
and  natural  gas  as  well  as  generate  electricity  to  the  maximum  amount  feasible 

•  Enable  and  protect  solar  access  through  the  design  of  streets,  parcels,  and 
buildings 

•  Perform  a  feasibility  study  on  the  viability  of  on-site  generation  of  energy,  with  a 
goal  of  generating  a  minimum  of  20%  of  Treasure  Island's  peak  demand  from 
on-site  renewable  energy  sources 

•  With  CCSF  (including  SF  PUC),  perform  a  feasibility  and  bird  safety  study  of  a 
wind  farm  to  provide  electric  power  for  the  development 

Innovation  LEED-ND®  Pilot  Project 

GOAL:  TICD  shall  become  a  member  of  USGBC,  help  to  influence  the 
development  of  a  national  rating  system  for  neighborhood  developments  (LEED- 
ND®),  and  make  application  for  the  Treasure  Island  Development  to  become  a 
LEED-ND  Pilot  Project.  Pilot  Project  applications  will  be  accepted  in  the  first 
quarter  of  2006,  and  a  balloted  rating  system  is  projected  for  launch  in  2007.  This  is 
an  opportunity  for  TICD  to  obtain  professional  consulting  expertise  from  leaders  in 
the  field,  learn  best  practices  from  other  pilot  project  developments  and  to  help  create 
the  new  national  rating  system.  LEED  Pilot  Projects  garner  national  and  international 
attention  as  world  leaders  with  innovative,  cutting  edge  developments. 

OBJECTIVES:  The  U.S.  Green  Building  Council  is  developing  a  national  standard  for 
neighborhood  design  that  integrates  the  principles  of  green  building  and  smart  growth.  The 
goal  of  this  partnership  is  to  engage  stakeholders  across  the  country  in  establishing 
consensus-based  standards  for  assessing  the  impacts  of  development  projects  using  the  rating 
framework  of  the  LEED  (Leadership  in  Energy  and  Environmental  Design)  Green  Building 
Rating  System™  that  has  already  become  the  national  standard  for  high  performance 
buildings. 

Whereas  other  LEED  products  focus  primarily  on  green  building  practices,  with  only  a  few 
credits  regarding  site  selection,  LEED  for  Neighborhood  Developments  (LEED-ND)  would 
emphasize  smart  growth  aspects  of  development  while  still  incorporating  a  selection  of  the 
most  important  green  building  practices.  The  scope  of  what  would  be  considered  smart 
growth  design  would  be  guided  by  the  Smart  Growth  Network's  ten  principles  of  smart 
growth,  and  would  include  density,  proximity  to  transit,  mixed  use,  mixed  housing  type,  and 
pedestrian-  and  bicycle-  friendly  design.  LEED-ND  would  then  provide  an  objective  basis  on 
which  to  certify  developments  as  smart  growth.  In  short,  LEED-ND  would  create  a  label,  as 
well  as  a  set  of  guidelines  for  decision-making,  which  could  serve  as  a  concrete  signal  of,  and 
incentive  for,  better  location,  design,  and  construction  of  neighborhoods  and  buildings. 
Equally  important,  it  will  be  a  product  that  can  be  readily  folded  into  USGBC's  existing  and 
successful  efforts  to  market  LEED  to  developers,  consumers,  and  policymakers. 

The  existing  LEED  Rating  System  for  New  Commercial  Construction  (LEED-NC)  has  a 
proven  track  record  of  encouraging  builders  to  utilize  green  building  practices  such  as 
increasing  energy  and  water  efficiency  and  improving  indoor  air  quality  in  buildings.  LEED- 
ND  can  have  a  similarly  positive  effect  on  development  trends  to  revitalize  existing  urban 
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areas,  decrease  land  consumption,  decrease  vehicle  miles  traveled,  improve  air  quality, 
decrease  polluted  stormwater  runoff,  and  build  communities  where  people  of  a  variety  of 
income  levels  can  coexist,  and  where  jobs  and  services  are  accessible  by  foot  or  transit.  The 
continued  use  of  certain  green  building  standards  in  LEED-ND  will  ensure  that  indoor  air 
quality  is  healthier,  that  energy  and  water  consumption  decrease,  and  that  the  corresponding 
utility  bills  of  tenants  and  residents  decrease  as  well. 

In  addition  to  direct  economic  and  quality-of-life  benefits  for  consumers,  the  implementation 
of  water  and  energy  efficient  technologies  will  ensure  a  more  efficient  use  of  infrastructure  in 
urban  areas,  where  water,  sewer,  and  electric  grid  systems  are  likely  to  be  overtaxed.  For

Costs  and  Benefits  of  Green  Building  and  Sustainable  Community 
Design 

Some  cost  and  benefit  data  is  included  in  the  above  sections  that  refer  to  individual  green 
building  and  sustainable  community  design  strategies.  However,  true  sustainable  design  is  not 
so  much  a  collection  of  technologies,  as  an  integration  of  human  development  into  natural 
ecosystems.  This  integration  is  most  easily  achieved  through  an  integrated  design  process  where 
all  design  professionals  and  project  stakeholders  set  environmental  goals  and  collaborate  from 
the  very  beginning  of  the  design.  While  there  may  indeed  be  some  additional  k'soft  costs" 
(upfront  design  costs)  associated  with  this  alternative  to  traditional  design  procedures,  most  truly 
integrated  designs  do  not  require  additional  capital  costs  to  achieve  high  levels  of  environmental 
performance.  These  advanced  designs  result  in  large  life-cycle  savings  in  faster  rent-up  and 
sales,  less  turnover,  happier  and  healthier  tenants  and  more  profitable  owners  with  reduced 
operating  costs  and  maintenance.  The  integrated  design  process  allows  for  synergies  and 
opportunities  for  cost  savings  among  disciplines  that  cannot  be  achieved  in  a  more  linear 
process.

Upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Desser  and  second  by  Commissioner  Rodriguez  the 
June  23,  2005  Minutes  were  unanimously  adopted.  There  was  no  public  comment  at 
this  time. 
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3.  PUBLIC  COMMENTS:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Committee  on  matters 
that  are  within  the  Committee's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda. 

Public  Comment:  Dr.  Ahimsa  Sumchai,  Environmental  Sciences  Editor,  San  Francisco 
Bayview  Newspaper  (1)  expressed  ownership,  environmental  impact,  financial,  and 
permit  approval  process  concerns  with  the  proposal  by  Trans  Bay  Cable  LLC  to  install  a 
400  MW  high  voltage  direct  current  (HVDC)  transmission  line  beneath  the  bay,  between 
the  cities  of  Pittsburg  and  San  Francisco,  (2)  urged  the  Commission  to  provide  input  into 
the  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  scheduled  for  January  2006  and  confirm 
that  this  project  meets  public  needs,  and  (3)  urged  the  Commission  to  review  the 
October  5,  2005  memorandum  from  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  Executive  Director  to 
Members,  Port  Commission  (copy  received  in  Committee)  weblink: 

http://www.sfqov.orq/site/uploadedfiles/sfport/meetinqs/supportinq/2005/ltem0/o206a%20Trans%20Bav0/o20Cable%2QProp 
osal.pdf. 

Committee  members  and  Director  Blumenfeld  recommended  that  Babcock  &  Brown 
Power  Operating  Partners,  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  and  Bay  Conservation 
Development  Commission  make  a  presentation  on  this  project  to  the  Policy  Committee 
at  a  future  meeting. 

Public  Comment:  Unidentified  Speaker  stated  that  the  citing  of  the  converter  station  is 
dependent  upon  the  existing  distribution  and  supported  the  location  of  the  project. 

Public  Comment:  Unidentified  Speaker  stated  that  he  had  received  a  notice  from  the 
City  of  Pittsburg  about  a  meeting  held  yesterday  on  the  electricity  transmission  line  and 
questioned  the  City  of  Pittsburg's  connection  with  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (CPUC)  on  this  project. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Ralph  Cavanagh,  Co-Director,  National  Resources  Defense 
Council  (NRDC)  Energy  Program  spoke  on  two  elements  of  the  City's  climate 
leadership,  (1)  support  of  the  City's  membership  in  the  California  Climate  Registry,  and 
(2)  concerns  with  the  City's  decision  to  join  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange.  His 
concerns  with  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  were: 

•  Mr.  Cavanagh  expressed  support  of  moving  toward  state,  regional,  and  national 
mandatory  limits  on  global  warming  emissions  and  advised  that  the  Chicago 
Climate  Exchange  may  be  supporting  voluntary  limits.  He  recommended  that 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  pass  California  Assembly  Bill  32  in  2006  to  set  up 
the  machinery  for  a  cap-and-trade  system  to  reduce  emissions  of  greenhouse 
gases  in  California.  Commissioner  Wald  asked  Mr.  Cavanagh  to  make  a 
presentation  on  the  legislation  at  a  Commission  on  the  Environment  meeting. 

•  The  American  Electric  Power  Company,  a  supporter  of  voluntary  limits,  is  the 
largest  emitter  of  carbon  dioxide  of  any  company  in  the  United  States  and  also 
the  principle  buyer  of  emissions  in  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange.  The 
President  of  the  Exchange  is  also  a  member  of  the  twelve-member  board  of  the 
American  Electric  Power  Company. 
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Mr.  Cavanagh  advised  the  Department  (1)  to  make  sure  that  when  selling  carbon  dioxide 
allowances  into  the  Exchange,  to  assure  that  it  not  be  purchased  by  American  Electric 
Power  Company,  (2)  to  retire  the  allowances  if  not  earning  any  revenues  from  the 
Exchange,  (3)  to  continue  membership  with  the  California  Climate  Registry,  and  (4)  to 
ask  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  questions  and  proceed  with  caution  before  joining. 

Public  Comment:  Unidentified  Speaker  asked  (1)  how  this  process  would  evaluate  more 
efficient  electrical  power  generators,  and  (2)  if  the  process  encourages  the  use  of  co- 
generation  economically.  Ms.  Melissa  Capria,  Department  of  the  Environment  Climate 
Action  Coordinator,  clarified  that  both  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  and  the  Climate 
Registry  applies  to  emissions,  but  not  efficiencies. 

Mr.  Cal  Broomhead,  Department  of  the  Environment  Energy  Manager,  advised  that  Ms. 
Capria  would  be  preparing  a  report  on  the  pros  and  cons  of  membership  in  the  California 
Climate  Registry  and  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange.  A  report  will  be  scheduled  for  the 
November  Policy  Committee  meeting. 

4.  REPORT  AND  DISCUSSION:  Report  on  the  Energy  Program  Proposal  for  2006-08. 
(Explanatory  Documents  discussed  in  Committee  Meeting:  CCSF-PG&E  2006-2008 
Partnership  Program)

Mr.  Cal  Broomhead,  Energy  Manager  advised  the  Committee  that  the  Department  is 
approaching  the  conclusion  of  the  Peak  Energy  Program,  a  partnership  with  Pacific  Gas 
&  Electric  Company  (PG&E)  for  the  past  2  Vt.  years.  Incentive  programs  will  continue 
through  December  31,  2005  and  non-incentive  related  services  and  program  elements 
will  continue  until  June  30,  2006. 

It  was  reported  that  on  January  1 ,  2006,  all  statewide  utilities  are  initiating  three-year 
programs  that  would  include  a  local  government  partnership  program.  PG&E  set  aside 
1 1  !4  million  dollars  for  a  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (CCSF)  partnership  program 
for  2006-08.  Mr.  Broomhead  and  Ms.  Kelly  described  the  Department's  program 
proposal  to  PG&E  called  the  "CCSF-PG&E  2006-08  Partnership  Program"  discussing 
program  overviews,  markets  served,  partners  and  their  roles,  coordination  with  delivery 
channels,  additional  program  features,  and  goals  and  deliverables  for  program  elements 
that  include: 

•  Commercial  Deemed  and  Calculated  Savings  Program  Element 

•  Mass  Market — Small  Business  Direct  Install  Program  Element 

•  Mass  Market — Multifamily  Direct  Install  and  Single  Family  Program  Elements 

PG&E  would  be  responding  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment's  proposal  in 
November,  and  Mr.  Broomhead  would  report  back  to  the  Policy  Committee  on  the 
decision.  The  Committee  was  asked  for  additional  program  recommendations,  and  a 
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discussion  was  held  about  the  possibility  of  running  a  strategic  program  in  conjunction 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  called  "Healthy  Homes." 

(Item  6  was  heard  before  Item  5)

Director  Blumenfeld  reported  that  the  Urban  Environmental  Accords  sets  out  twenty-one 
actions  in  seven  key  areas  in  order  to  move  towards  sustainability.  This  item  was 
continued  to  the  November  Policy  Committee  meeting  so  that  Committee  members 
could  review  and  prioritize  three  accords  to  work  on  for  the  next  year  to  recommend  to 
the  Commission  for  adoption. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel,  member,  Open  Space  Committee,  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  (1)  referenced  "Action  10,  Urban  Nature"  of  the  Environmental 
Accords  which  reads  "Ensure  that  there  is  an  accessible  public  park  or  recreational  open 
space  within  half-a-kilometer  of  every  city  resident  by  2015."  She  reported  that  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  has  a  problem  with  accepting  ownership  of  open- 
space  land  because  of  budgetary  issues  in  maintaining  the  land.  She  recommended 
that  land  be  preserved  as  open  space  by  another  jurisdiction;  and  (2)  asked  for  the 
timeline  for  building  a  compressed  natural  gas  (CNG)  station  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

Director  Blumenfeld  reported  that  the  CNG  station  has  not  been  built  at  this  time  due  to 
steel/cement  costs  and  because  Ford  discontinued  its  Crown  Victoria  CNG  program. 
The  money  has  been  raised,  approvals  have  been  received,  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  and  the  Commission  agreed,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  in 
charge  of  building  the  station.  It  was  reported  that  the  station  would  be  just  for 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  usage. 

Public  Comment:  Unidentified  speaker  reported  that  China  has  compressed  natural  gas 
scooters.

Public  Comment:  Dr.  Ahimsa  Sumchai,  Environmental  Sciences  Editor,  San  Francisco 
Bayview  Newspaper  (1)  expressed  ownership,  environmental  impact,  financial,  and 
permit  approval  process  concerns  with  the  proposal  by  Trans  Bay  Cable  LLC  to  install  a 
400  MW  nigh  voltage  direct  current  (HVDC)  transmission  line  beneath  the  bay,  between 
the  cities  of  Pittsburg  and  San  Francisco,  (2)  urged  the  Commission  to  provide  input  into 
the  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  scheduled  for  January  2006  and  confirm 
that  this  project  meets  public  needs,  and  (3)  urged  the  Commission  to  review  the 
October  5,  2005  memorandum  from  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  Executive  Director  to 
Members,  Port  Commission  (copy  received  in  Committee)  weblink: 

http://www.sfqov.orq/site/uploade^ 
osal.pdf. 

Committee  members  and  Director  Blumenfeld  recommended  that  Babcock  &  Brown 
Power  Operating  Partners,  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  and  Bay  Conservation 
Development  Commission  make  a  presentation  on  this  project  to  the  Policy  Committee 
at  a  future  meeting. 

Public  Comment:  Unidentified  Speaker  stated  that  the  citing  of  the  converter  station  is 
dependent  upon  the  existing  distribution  and  supported  the  location  of  the  project. 

Public  Comment:  Unidentified  Speaker  stated  that  he  had  received  a  notice  from  the 
City  of  Pittsburg  about  a  meeting  held  yesterday  on  the  electricity  transmission  line  and 
questioned  the  City  of  Pittsburg's  connection  with  the  California  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (CPUC)  on  this  project. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Ralph  Cavanagh,  Co-Director,  National  Resources  Defense 
Council  (NRDC)  Energy  Program  spoke  on  two  elements  of  the  City's  climate 
leadership,  (1)  support  of  the  City's  membership  in  the  California  Climate  Registry,  and 
(2)  concerns  with  the  City's  decision  to  join  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange.  His 
concerns  with  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  were: 

•  Mr.  Cavanagh  expressed  support  of  moving  toward  state,  regional,  and  national 
mandatory  limits  on  global  warming  emissions  and  advised  that  the  Chicago 
Climate  Exchange  may  be  supporting  voluntary  limits.  He  recommended  that 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  pass  California  Assembly  Bill  32  in  2006  to  set  up 
the  machinery  for  a  cap-and-trade  system  to  reduce  emissions  of  greenhouse 
gases  in  California.  Commissioner  Wald  asked  Mr.  Cavanagh  to  make  a 
presentation  on  the  legislation  at  a  Commission  on  the  Environment  meeting. 

•  The  American  Electric  Power  Company,  a  supporter  of  voluntary  limits,  is  the 
largest  emitter  of  carbon  dioxide  of  any  company  in  the  United  States  and  also 
the  principle  buyer  of  emissions  in  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange.  The 
President  of  the  Exchange  is  also  a  member  of  the  twelve-member  board  of  the 
American  Electric  Power  Company. 
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Mr.  Cavanagh  advised  the  Department  (1)  to  make  sure  that  when  selling  carbon  dioxide 
allowances  into  the  Exchange,  to  assure  that  it  not  be  purchased  by  American  Electric 
Power  Company,  (2)  to  retire  the  allowances  if  not  earning  any  revenues  from  the 
Exchange,  (3)  to  continue  membership  with  the  California  Climate  Registry,  and  (4)  to 
ask  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  questions  and  proceed  with  caution  before  joining. 

Public  Comment:  Unidentified  Speaker  asked  (1)  how  this  process  would  evaluate  more 
efficient  electrical  power  generators,  and  (2)  if  the  process  encourages  the  use  of  co- 
generation  economically.  Ms.  Melissa  Capria,  Department  of  the  Environment  Climate 
Action  Coordinator,  clarified  that  both  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  and  the  Climate 
Registry  applies  to  emissions,  but  not  efficiencies. 

Mr.  Cal  Broomhead,  Department  of  the  Environment  Energy  Manager,  advised  that  Ms. 
Capria  would  be  preparing  a  report  on  the  pros  and  cons  of  membership  in  the  California 
Climate  Registry  and  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange.  A  report  will  be  scheduled  for  the 
November  Policy  Committee  meeting.

Mr.  Cal  Broomhead,  Energy  Manager  advised  the  Committee  that  the  Department  is 
approaching  the  conclusion  of  the  Peak  Energy  Program,  a  partnership  with  Pacific  Gas 
&  Electric  Company  (PG&E)  for  the  past  2  1/4  years.  Incentive  programs  will  continue 
through  December  31,  2005  and  non-incentive  related  services  and  program  elements 
will  continue  until  June  30,  2006. 

It  was  reported  that  on  January  1 ,  2006,  all  statewide  utilities  are  initiating  three-year 
programs  that  would  include  a  local  government  partnership  program.  PG&E  set  aside 
1 1  V2  million  dollars  for  a  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (CCSF)  partnership  program 
for  2006-08.  Mr.  Broomhead  and  Ms.  Kelly  described  the  Department's  program 
proposal  to  PG&E  called  the  "CCSF-PG&E  2006-08  Partnership  Program"  discussing 
program  overviews,  markets  served,  partners  and  their  roles,  coordination  with  delivery 
channels,  additional  program  features,  and  goals  and  deliverables  for  program  elements 
that  include: 

•  Commercial  Deemed  and  Calculated  Savings  Program  Element 

•  Mass  Market — Small  Business  Direct  Install  Program  Element 

•  Mass  Market — Multifamily  Direct  Install  and  Single  Family  Program  Elements 

PG&E  would  be  responding  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment's  proposal  in 
November,  and  Mr.  Broomhead  would  report  back  to  the  Policy  Committee  on  the 
decision.  The  Committee  was  asked  for  additional  program  recommendations,  and  a

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discussion  was  held  about  the  possibility  of  running  a  strategic  program  in  conjunction 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  called  "Healthy  Homes."

5.  DISCUSSION:  United  Nations  World  Environment  Day  Accords — Prioritizing  three  key 
actions  for  adoption  by  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  (Explanatory  Document 
handed  out  in  Committee:  Urban  Environmental  Accords  Review).

Director  Blumenfeld  reported  that  the  Urban  Environmental  Accords  sets  out  twenty-one 
actions  in  seven  key  areas  in  order  to  move  towards  sustainability.  This  item  was 
continued  to  the  November  Policy  Committee  meeting  so  that  Committee  members 
could  review  and  prioritize  three  accords  to  work  on  for  the  next  year  to  recommend  to 
the  Commission  for  adoption. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel,  member,  Open  Space  Committee,  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  (1)  referenced  "Action  10,  Urban  Nature"  of  the  Environmental 
Accords  which  reads  "Ensure  that  there  is  an  accessible  public  park  or  recreational  open 
space  within  half-a-kilometer  of  every  city  resident  by  2015."  She  reported  that  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  has  a  problem  with  accepting  ownership  of  open- 
space  land  because  of  budgetary  issues  in  maintaining  the  land.  She  recommended 
that  land  be  preserved  as  open  space  by  another  jurisdiction;  and  (2)  asked  for  the 
timeline  for  building  a  compressed  natural  gas  (CNG)  station  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

Director  Blumenfeld  reported  that  the  CNG  station  has  not  been  built  at  this  time  due  to 
steel/cement  costs  and  because  Ford  discontinued  its  Crown  Victoria  CNG  program. 
The  money  has  been  raised,  approvals  have  been  received,  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  and  the  Commission  agreed,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  in 
charge  of  building  the  station.  It  was  reported  that  the  station  would  be  just  for 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  usage. 

Public  Comment:  Unidentified  speaker  reported  that  China  has  compressed  natural  gas 
scooters. 

6.  DISCUSSION:  Programmatic  and  legislative  schedule  for  Policy  Committee  one-year 
calendar  (Explanatory  Document  handed  out  in  Committee:  Programmatic  and 
Legislative  Schedule).

Commissioner  Wald  suggested  that  an  ombudsperson  be  hired  for  the  San  Francisco 
community  to  address  concerns  about  the  project.

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Public  Comment:  Mr.  Steven  Moss,  member  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Power  Point  Task  Force, 
a  Committee  that  is  no  longer  active,  stated  that  Supervisor  Maxwell  was  asked  to 
enable  the  Task  Force  to  write  a  report  with  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  that  would  provide  a  vehicle  for  citizen  involvement.  Mr.  Moss

Ms.  Melissa  Capria,  Climate  Action  Coordinator  reported  that  membership  in  the 
Chicago  Climate  Exchange  and  the  California  Climate  Action  Registry  would  help  the 
City  put  in  place  a  system  for  tracking  green  house  gas  emissions  and  recommended: 
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•  California  Climate  Registry:  in  the  next  year,  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (CCSF)  should  work  towards  certification  of  emissions  in  the  California 
Climate  Action  Registry.  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(SFPUC)  would  provide  funding  for  certification; 

•  Chicago  Climate  Exchange:  CCSF  consider  joining  the  California  Climate 
Exchange  during  the  2007-2010  Phase  2  period  in  order  to  allow  time  to 
document  San  Francisco's  performance  towards  reaching  targeted  green  house 
gas  reductions;  and 

•  ICLEI:  CCSF  to  continue  membership  in  ICLEI.  SFPUC  would  provide  funding 
for  membership. 

Ms.  Capria  clarified  outstanding  issues  raised  at  public  comment  from  the  October  27, 
2005  Policy  Committee  meeting  discussing  a  response  from  Ms.  Paula  Diperna, 
Executive  Vice  President  of  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  (1)  on  impact  of  the  Chicago 
Climate  Exchange  on  the  establishment  of  a  mandatory  national  system  for  reducing 
green  house  gas  emissions,  (2)  the  use  of  membership  by  participants  to  promote  a 
voluntary  system;  and  (3)  whether  the  American  Electric  Power  Company  (AEP)  is  the 
primary  buyer  of  allowances.  A  comparison  matrix  and  additional  background  was 
presented  on  the  California  Climate  Registry,  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  and  the 
ICLEI. 

Detailed  information  on  the  above  topic  is  available  in  the  Explanatory  Document 
provided  in  Committee  dated  November  9,  2005  from  Ms.  Melissa  Capria,  Climate 
Action  Coordinator  to  the  Policy  Committee,  Commission  on  the  Environment. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Joel  Levin,  Vice  President,  Business  Development,  California 
Climate  Action  Registry  discussed  certification  costs  to  the  Climate  Registry  and 
explained  that  costs  would  be  determined  based  on  facility  types  and  how  well  data  is 
organized.  Mr.  Levin  stated  that  the  Registry  is  in  the  process  of  developing  a  project 
registry. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Paula  DiPerna,  Executive  Vice  President,  Corporate  Recruitment 
and  Public  Policy  Chicago  Climate  Exchange,  Inc.  discussed  the  registration  process  in 
both  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  and  California  Climate  Registry  and  distinctions 
between  the  two. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Kellee  James,  Economic  Analyst,  Chicago  Climate  Exchange, 
Inc.  discussed  (1)  direct  versus  indirect  emissions;  (2)  Chicago  Climate  Exchange's 
mutual  agreement  with  ICLEI  to  coordinate  services  that  are  being  provided  to  the  City; 
and  (3)  safeguards  that  include  the  ability  to  transfer  allowances  to  a  selected  party  and 
the  ability  to  see  who  buys  whose  allowances. 

Ms.  Capria  explained  that  the  City  has  signed  a  letter  of  intent  with  the  Registry  and 
stated  that  participation  in  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  is  a  longer  process  that  would 
have  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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Commissioner  Desser  recommended  that  a  standard  form  be  designed  to  send  to  City 
departments  to  gather  energy  data  to  determine  emissions  and  produce  a  short  memo 
for  them  that  prioritizes  the  data  collection  strategy  by  department.  Ms.  Capria  advised 
that  an  inter-departmental  working  group  would  be  set  up  to  address  these  issues. 

8.  INFORMATION:  New  Business.  There  was  no  new  business  heard  at  this  time. 

9.  FUTURE  AGENDA  ITEMS 

Future  agenda  items  included  (1)  the  possibility  of  a  December  public  hearing  on  the

Commissioner  Desser  requested  that  the  Hunter's  Point  community  be  notified  about  the 
project  process. 

Mr.  David  Parquet,  Babcock  and  Brown  introduced  Mr.  Ian  Austen,  URS  Corporation, 
who  reviews  environmental  permitting  aspects  and  Mr.  Sam  Wehn,  Project  Manager, 
Babcock  and  Brown.  An  informational  presentation  on  the  proposal  was  heard  on  topics 
that  included:

Commissioner  Wald  suggested  that  an  ombudsperson  be  hired  for  the  San  Francisco 
community  to  address  concerns  about  the  project. 

Mr.  Parquet  agreed  to  add  the  Environment  Commission  to  their  meeting  notification 
process.  EIR  Alternatives  Analysis  that  includes  alternates  to  the  proposed  project  as 
well  as  alternate  sites  would  be  forwarded  to  the  Commission  for  review. 
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Public  Comment:  Mr.  Steven  Moss,  member  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Power  Point  Task  Force, 
a  Committee  that  is  no  longer  active,  stated  that  Supervisor  Maxwell  was  asked  to 
enable  the  Task  Force  to  write  a  report  with  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  that  would  provide  a  vehicle  for  citizen  involvement.  Mr.  Moss 
recommended  that  (1)  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  (CPUC)  provide 
oversight  of  this  project;  (2)  that  peak  reliability  problems  be  addressed  through 
sustainability  such  as  energy  efficiency,  load  shifting,  and  small-scale  power  inside  and 
outside  of  the  city;  (3)  expressed  concern  about  800  mw  of  power  transmitted  through 
the  Potrero  neighborhood;  and  (4)  urged  the  Commission  to  not  support  this  project 
when  heard  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  a  future  meeting.

Ms.  Melissa  Capria,  Climate  Action  Coordinator  reported  that  membership  in  the 
Chicago  Climate  Exchange  and  the  California  Climate  Action  Registry  would  help  the 
City  put  in  place  a  system  for  tracking  green  house  gas  emissions  and  recommended: 
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•  California  Climate  Registry:  in  the  next  year,  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (CCSF)  should  work  towards  certification  of  emissions  in  the  California 
Climate  Action  Registry.  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(SFPUC)  would  provide  funding  for  certification; 

•  Chicago  Climate  Exchange:  CCSF  consider  joining  the  California  Climate 
Exchange  during  the  2007-2010  Phase  2  period  in  order  to  allow  time  to 
document  San  Francisco's  performance  towards  reaching  targeted  green  house 
gas  reductions;  and 

•  ICLEI:  CCSF  to  continue  membership  in  ICLEI.  SFPUC  would  provide  funding 
for  membership. 

Ms.  Capria  clarified  outstanding  issues  raised  at  public  comment  from  the  October  27, 
2005  Policy  Committee  meeting  discussing  a  response  from  Ms.  Paula  Diperna, 
Executive  Vice  President  of  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  (1)  on  impact  of  the  Chicago 
Climate  Exchange  on  the  establishment  of  a  mandatory  national  system  for  reducing 
green  house  gas  emissions,  (2)  the  use  of  membership  by  participants  to  promote  a 
voluntary  system;  and  (3)  whether  the  American  Electric  Power  Company  (AEP)  is  the 
primary  buyer  of  allowances.  A  comparison  matrix  and  additional  background  was 
presented  on  the  California  Climate  Registry,  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  and  the 
ICLEI. 

Detailed  information  on  the  above  topic  is  available  in  the  Explanatory  Document 
provided  in  Committee  dated  November  9,  2005  from  Ms.  Melissa  Capria,  Climate 
Action  Coordinator  to  the  Policy  Committee,  Commission  on  the  Environment. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Joel  Levin,  Vice  President,  Business  Development,  California 
Climate  Action  Registry  discussed  certification  costs  to  the  Climate  Registry  and 
explained  that  costs  would  be  determined  based  on  facility  types  and  how  well  data  is 
organized.  Mr.  Levin  stated  that  the  Registry  is  in  the  process  of  developing  a  project 
registry. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Paula  DiPerna,  Executive  Vice  President,  Corporate  Recruitment 
and  Public  Policy  Chicago  Climate  Exchange,  Inc.  discussed  the  registration  process  in 
both  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  and  California  Climate  Registry  and  distinctions 
between  the  two. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Kellee  James,  Economic  Analyst,  Chicago  Climate  Exchange, 
Inc.  discussed  (1)  direct  versus  indirect  emissions;  (2)  Chicago  Climate  Exchange's 
mutual  agreement  with  ICLEI  to  coordinate  services  that  are  being  provided  to  the  City; 
and  (3)  safeguards  that  include  the  ability  to  transfer  allowances  to  a  selected  party  and 
the  ability  to  see  who  buys  whose  allowances. 

Ms.  Capria  explained  that  the  City  has  signed  a  letter  of  intent  with  the  Registry  and 
stated  that  participation  in  the  Chicago  Climate  Exchange  is  a  longer  process  that  would 
have  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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Commissioner  Desser  recommended  that  a  standard  form  be  designed  to  send  to  City 
departments  to  gather  energy  data  to  determine  emissions  and  produce  a  short  memo 
for  them  that  prioritizes  the  data  collection  strategy  by  department.  Ms.  Capria  advised 
that  an  inter-departmental  working  group  would  be  set  up  to  address  these  issues. 

8.  INFORMATION:  New  Business.  There  was  no  new  business  heard  at  this  time.

The  criteria  for  selection  of  actions  was  explained:  (1)  political 
opportunities  to  move  issues  forward  in  the  coming  year,  (2)  available  budget  and 
human  resources  for  implementation,  (3)  current  national  and  regional  impact,  (4)  public 
visibility  aspects,  (5)  issues  that  would  bring  together  different  coalitions  effectively,  and

Director  Jared  Blumenfeld  advised  the  Committee  that  each  city's  goal  is  to  adopt  three 
accords  every  year  and  recommended  and  described  five  (Actions  3,  10,  11,  17,  and  21) 
that  the  Committee  could  select  three  from  (see  explanatory  memo  and  attachment 
dated  January  9,  2006).  After  the  Committee  selects  three  actions,  the  next  steps  would 
be  to  send  a  Resolution  recommending  three  of  the  actions  to  the  full  Commission  for 
consideration  and  adoption  at  the  January  24,  2006  meeting  and  then  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  The  criteria  for  selection  of  actions  was  explained:  (1)  political 
opportunities  to  move  issues  forward  in  the  coming  year,  (2)  available  budget  and 
human  resources  for  implementation,  (3)  current  national  and  regional  impact,  (4)  public 
visibility  aspects,  (5)  issues  that  would  bring  together  different  coalitions  effectively,  and 
(6)  something  measurable  that  can  be  completed  in  a  year. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Arthur  Feinstein,  Conservation  Consultant,  also  speaking  for  Ms. 
Ruth  Gravanis  urged  the  Committee  to  (1)  adopt  Action  8,  (2)  to  redefine  Action  10  to 
include  the  idea  that  there  is  a  natural  component  to  parks,  and  (3)  stated  that  Action  1 1 
would  not  bring  in  the  environmental  community  except  for  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest 
because  it  does  not  address  natural  biodiversity  issues.  The  concept  would  have  to  be 
expanded  to  bring  in  a  more  ecological  perspective. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Parin  Shah  recommended  (1)  adopting  only  three  actions,  but  to 
state  in  the  Resolution  that  progress  whould  be  assessed  to  see  if  a  larger  goal  could  be 
achieved,  (2)  that  the  Commission  engage  citizen  advocacy  groups  and  hold 
convenings  for  all  stakeholders,  and  (3)  recommended  Actions  8,  17,  and  21. 
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Public  Comment:  Mr.  Peter  Brastow,  Founding  Director,  Nature  in  the  City,  (1) 
described  the  mission  of  Nature  in  the  City,  (2)  endorsed  Actions  8,  10,  11,  12,  and  20 
and  offered  suggestions  on  how  to  implement  Actions  1 1  and  12,  (3)  recommended  that 
selection  criteria  include  how  actions  may  interlink  with  other  actions,  and  (4)  asked 
when  the  next  three  actions  would  be  identified.  Director  Blumenfeld  replied  that  the 
next  three  actions  would  be  selected  in  a  year.

Ensure  that  twenty  percent  of  all  city 
facilities  (including  schools)  serve  locally  grown  and  organic  food  within  seven  years. 

Action  21:  Water.  Adopt  municipal  wastewater  management  guidelines  and  reduce 
the  volume  of  untreated  wastewater  discharges  by  10  percent  in  seven  years  through 
the  expanded  use  of  recycled  water  and  the  implementation  of  a  sustainable  urban 
watershed  planning  process  that  includes  participants  of  all  affected  communities  and  is 
based  on  sound  economic,  social,  and  environmental  principles.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:05  p.m.  Present:  Commissioners  Desser,  and 
Wald;  Excused:  Commissioner  Rodriguez. 

2.  ACTION:  Adoption  of  Minutes  of  the  January  9,  2006  Special  Rescheduled  Meeting. 

Upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Desser  and  second  by  Commissioner  Wald,  the  January 
9,  2006  Special  Rescheduled  Meeting  Minutes  were  adopted  with  no  objection 
(Commissioner  Rodriguez  absent).  There  was  no  public  comment  at  this  time.

3.  PUBLIC  COMMENTS:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Committee  on  matters 
that  are  within  the  Committee's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda.  There  was  no 
public  comment  at  this  time. 
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4.  DISCUSSION:  Recognition  Awards.  The  Policy  Committee  discussed  effective  ways  to 
recognize  the  community  for  their  contribution  to  environmental  programs. 

SPONSOR:  Commissioner  Christina  Desser 
SPEAKER:  Mark  Westlund,  Public  Outreach  Program  Manager 

Mark  Westlund,  Public  Outreach  Program  Manager  discussed  awards  that  are  currently 
offered  to  the  community  and  City  employees  that  include  the  Commercial  Recycler  of 
the  Year  (CORY)  award,  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  awards,  Green  Business 
Recognition  certificate,  and  awards  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  extends  at 
green  summits.  Mr.  Westlund  advised  the  Committee  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Greening 
program  "SF  Green  Connect"  that  is  discussing  the  idea  of  community  awards  and 
recommended  that  the  potential  of  additional  awards  be  discussed  with  the  Mayor's 
Office. 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  lack  of  publicity  of  awards  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle.  Chair  Wald  recommended  ideas  for  publishing  award  winners  and  linking  to 
programmatic  goals  of  the  Department  (e.g.  signs  in  bus  shelters).  Also  discussed  was 
the  high  cost  of  advertising  and  the  amount  of  effort,  staff  time,  and  cost  required  to  host 
award  events.  The  positive  aspects  of  school  awards  and  extending  awards  to  school- 
children for  programs  such  as  composting  were  talked  about. 

Commissioner  Desser  relayed  that  the  purpose  of  awards  should  be  to  recognize  good 
work  and  to  bring  attention  towards  something  meaningful  that  makes  an  affirmative 
lifestyle  choice  that  others  may  take  an  interest  in.  It  was  suggested  that  the 
Department  and  Commission  encourage  the  Mayor's  Office  to  host  a  Green  State  of  the 
City  Luncheon  or  Dinner  or  Annual  State  of  the  Urban  Accords  Day  that  would  extend 
awards  on  a  statewide  or  international  level  on  selected  areas  of  focus  for  the 
environmental  accords. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Becky  Wike  recommended  making  the  awards  more  competitive 
in  order  to  generate  more  interest. 

5.  INFORMATIONAL  PRESENTATION:  Southeast  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  Master 
Planning  Update  from  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (Presentation:

Ms.  Bonnie  Jones,  Process  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(SFPUC),  Water  Pollution  Control  Division,  presented  an  overview  of  the  San  Francisco 
Sewer  System  Master  Plan  Project  discussing  current  updates  and  improvements  that 
are  being  worked  on.  It  was  indicated  that  the  Master  Plan  is  updated  every  thirty  years, 
the  last  one  was  completed  in  1974  in  response  to  the  1972  Clean  Water  Act,  and  a  new 
Plan  is  being  worked  on  to  review  facilities  and  to  address  problems/issues  that  include: 

■  Aging  infrastructure 

■  Flooding  in  neighborhoods 
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■  Seismic  reliability 

■  Biosolids  Disposal 

■  Overflows  into  the  Bay  and  Ocean 

■  Southeast  Treatment  Plant  (community  impacted  by  odors) 

■  Wet  Weather  CSO  Discharge 

■  Regulatory  Issues 

■  Collection  System  Odor  Complaints  (sewer  pipes) 

A  description  of  three  wastewater  treatment  plants  (Southeast  plant  near  3rd  &  Evans, 
Oceanside  Treatment  Plant,  near  the  San  Francisco  Zoo,  and  the  North  Point  Facility 
near  Bay  &  Embarcadero)  was  given.  Ms.  Jones  talked  about  the  Plan's  guiding 
principles  that  include  protection  of  public  health  and  safety,  protection  and 
enhancement  of  the  natural  environment,  and  an  open  and  transparent  planning 
process.  Evaluation  criteria  e.g.  environmental/social/cultural  criteria,  use  of  natural 
resources/sustainability  criteria,  functional  and  technical  criteria,  and  economic  issues 
were  explained. 

Committee  Members  and  Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  programs  and  infrastructure  in 
other  cities  and  recommended  alternatives  and  possible  solutions  to  problems/issues  the 
Plan  is  addressing.  The  environmental  justice  issue  surrounding  the  Southeast 
Treatment  Plant  where  80%  of  the  City's  wastewater  is  treated  was  reviewed.  The 
community  is  impacted  by  odors  and  opposed  to  the  plant  located  in  their  neighborhood. 
In  response  to  the  problem,  SFPUC  maintains  a  weekly  odor-monitoring  program  and  is 
implementing  improvements.  The  Master  Plan  is  evaluating  the  possibility  of  moving  the 
facility  and  options  to  treat  more  wastewater  at  other  locations. 

Director  Blumenfeld  and  Committee  Members  discussed  methods  for  making  the  water 
potable.  Mr.  Jonathan  Loicono,  Principal  Engineer,  SFPUC  discussed  the  feasibility  of 
making  the  water  potable  and  provided  additional  details  about  the  Plan.  Ms.  Bonnie 
Jones  and  Mr.  Tyrone  Jew,  SFPUC,  discussed  the  Master  Plan  and  Environmental 
Review  Schedule  and  indicated  that  the  best  apparent  project  would  be  selected  by  the 
end  of  this  year  and  the  environmental  work  and  framework  would  be  ready  by  2007. 
Three  public  workshops  would  be  scheduled  on  March  23,  March  25,  and  March  28.

An  inter-department  working  group  consisting  of  the  Port,  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment  has  been  set  up  to  discuss  next 
steps. 

There  was  no  public  comment  at  this  time. 

6.  PRESENTATION  and  DISCUSSION:  San  Francisco  Green  Schoolyard  Alliance:  A 
Garden  in  Every  School.  The  Policy  Committee  discussed  how  the  City  could  more 
actively  support  school  greening  efforts.

SPEAKERS:  Becky  Wike,  Staff,  Dept.  of  the  Environment;  Nan  McGuire,  SFGSA  Chair 

Arden  Bucklin-Sporer,  Director,  Educational  Gardens 
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Ms.  Becky  Wike  requested  ideas  from  the  Committee  members  on  how  to  proceed  with 
supporting  school  greening  efforts  through  work  with  other  City  departments  and 
methods/people  to  go  to  secure  additional  funding.  Ms.  Wike  advised  the  Committee  of 
the  Department's  involvement  that  includes  the  Department's  Steering  Committee  that  is 
working  on  programs  such  as  a  school  food-composting  program  and  the  virtual 
warehouse  to  tie  in  with  school  greening  efforts. 

Ms.  Nan  McGuire  advised  the  Committee  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Schoolyard 
Alliance's  program  presentation  to  the  San  Francisco  School  Board  and  directing 
Proposition  B  bond  funding  for  the  program.  Director  Blumenfeld  recommended  meeting 
with  the  Mayor  to  discuss  how  to  leverage  bond  funding  towards  the  program.  Ms. 
McGuire  and  Ms.  Wike  described  continuing  efforts  towards  getting  current  Alliance 
membership  and  City  departments  more  involved.  A  discussion  ensued  on  (1) 
increasing  program  visibility  by  holding  more  tours  of  the  gardens;  and  (2)  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  funding  by  holding  a  luncheon  or  breakfast  for  funders  and  charging  nominal 
Alliance  membership  fees.  The  "Green  Schoolyard  Greenhouse  Directory"  was 
distributed  in  Committee  meeting. 

Committee  Members  recommended  contacts  and  potential  funders  with  an  interest  in 
local  food  systems  and  sustainable  food.  Committee  Member  Desser  suggested 
engaging  architectural  students  at  UC  Berkeley  to  design  gardens  in  schools.  Director 
Blumenfeld  discussed  the  obstacles  involved  in  discussing  greening  of  schoolyards  with 
school  administrators  and  the  PTA  and  recommended  (1)  presenting  a  five-year  Green 
Schoolyard  Alliance  plan  during  SFUSD  contract  negotiations,  and  (2)  developing  a  PTA 
resource  guide  explaining  why  the  program  should  be  done  and  providing  examples  of 
successful  programs. 

Additional  suggestions  included: 

•  Increasing  visibility  and  public  relations  by  advertising  in  magazines,  bus 
shelters,  and  the  Chronicle  Food  Section; 

•  Tying  in  Urban  Environmental  Accord  Action  17  with  the  program:  Promote  the 
public  health  and  environmental  benefits  of  supporting  locally  grown  organic 
foods.  Ensure  that  twenty  percent  of  all  city  facilities  (including  schools)  serve 
locally  grown  and  organic  food  within  seven  years. 

•  Include  the  program  as  part  of  the  Mayor's  greening  efforts. 

Ms.  Arden  Bucklin-Sporer  advised  that  the  Alliance  is  endeavoring  to  develop  an 
organization  that  has  enough  money  that  will  support  environmental  educators  to 
support  the  program  in  schools.  Developing  a  "Friends  of ..."  was  suggested.  A  request 
was  made  for  the  Department  or  the  Commission  to  encourage  the  Mayor  to  influence 
the  new  SFUSD  Superintendent  on  the  merits  of  the  program.  Chair  Wald 
recommended  testimonials  from  program  participants.  Member  Desser  requested  a 
sample  budget  and  program  five-year  projections/objectives. 

Public  Comment:  Cal  Broomhead,  Department  Staff  Energy  Manager,  advised  of  the 
many  program  funding  requests  that  the  PTA  receives  and  that  additional  requests 
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should  be  approached  in  a  way  where  it  would  not  appear  threatening  to  other  funding 
requests. 

7.  DISCUSSION:  Urban  Environmental  Accord  Actions  Implementation  Plan:  The  Policy 
Committee  will  work  with  Department  staff  to  create  a  plan  for  implementing  Urban 
Environmental  Accord  actions.

8.  INFORMATIONAL  PRESENTATION:  Presentation  on  City  policy  related  to  peak  oil.

SPEAKER:  Cal  Broomhead,  Energy  Manager 

Cal  Broomhead,  Energy  Manager  distributed  a  report  to  the  Committee  at  the  meeting 
on  peak  oil  (PDF)

Mr.  Broomhead  defined  peak  oil  and  discussed  (1)  near  future  predictions  and  impact  to 
San  Francisco,  (2)  that  reducing  the  impact  of  peak  oil  will  have  a  huge  overlap  with 
strategies  in  the  Sustainability  Plan,  Electricity  Resource  Plan  and  Climate  Action  Plan; 
and  (3)  peak  oil  as  it  relates  to  re-localization.  The  Oil  Awareness  Group  was 
commended  for  their  efforts  on  this  issue.  Resources  were  given  as  noted  in  the 
handout,  page  4. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  David  Fridley,  San  Francisco  Oil  Awareness,  discussed  evidence 
that  peak  and  global  oil  production  will  occur  sooner  than  expected  and  requires  a 
response.  It  was  stated  that  oil  depletion  is  increasing  rapidly,  that  there  is  a  production 
plateau,  new  production  is  not  predicted  to  offset  depletion,  and  reserves  are  overstated. 
Mr.  Fridley  also  discussed  ways  of  removing  the  high  demand  for  oil,  that  prices  are  high 
and  rising,  the  oil  industries'  acknowledgement  of  peak  oil,  that  oil  alternatives  are 
ineffectual,  environmentally  damaging  and  not  sustainable,  and  the  lack  of  action  by  the 
federal  government.  Mr.  Fridley  encouraged  local  support. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Allyse  Heartwell,  San  Francisco  Oil  Awareness,  discussed  the 
Hirsch  Report  commissioned  by  the  Department  of  Energy  that  points  out  that  in  order  to 
avoid  a  prolonged  shortfall  in  liquid  fuels  and  corollary  economic  destruction  we  need  to 
initiate  a  mitigation  crash  program  20  years  in  advance.  Ms.  Heartwell  stated  that  (1)  we 
don't  have  20  years — optimistically  we  only  have  five  years  to  initiate  a  program,  (2) 
there  is  no  mitigation  or  crash  program  and  there  is  no  action  being  taken  on  the  federal 
level.  It  was  recommended  that  the  Precautionary  Principle  be  consulted  in  considering 
actions  to  ensure  the  future  well  being  of  its  citizens  in  reference  to  this  issue.  It  was 
stated  that  City  government's  responsibility  is  to  take  action  at  the  local  level  by  making 
sure  that  effects  of  peak  oil  are  felt  by  the  people  in  San  Francisco  in  a  painless  and 
equitable  way,  that  there  be  planning  for  the  long-term,  and  making  decisions  now. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Dennis  Brumm,  San  Francisco  Oil  Awareness  presented  a

df  for  the  Committee's  and  Commission's  consideration.  Committee  Member  Wald 
asked  that  Mr.  Broomhead  study  the  issues,  advise  the  Committee  members  of  the 
Resolution  content,  and  suggest  next  steps.  Mr.  Brumm  advised  that  he  is  continuing  to 
discuss  peak  oil  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  there  were  a  variety  of  different 
reactions.  It  was  explained  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  considered  peak  oil  last  April, 
but  the  issue  has  not  been  assigned  to  a  Board  of  Supervisors  Committee  for 
discussion.  Director  Blumenfeld  and  Mr.  Brumm  discussed  potential  funding  sources. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Richard  Katz,  San  Francisco  Post  Carbon  Institute  appreciates 
the  Department  and  Commission  focusing  on  peak  oil  and  spoke  in  support  of  efforts  by 
San  Francisco  Oil  Awareness  in  this  area. 

Mr.  Broomhead  advised  of  upcoming  re-localization  conferences  in  Willits  and  the  East 
Bay  that  a  staff  member  will  be  attending. 

9.  INFORMATION:  New  Business.  No  new  business  was  discussed  at  this  time. 

10.  FUTURE  AGENDA  ITEMS.  Committee  Member  Wald  advised  that  she  would  not  be 
attending  the  May  8  Policy  Committee  meeting.  There  was  no  further  discussion  at  this 
time  of  future  agenda  items.

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4.  DISCUSSION:  Recognition  Awards.  The  Policy  Committee  discussed  effective  ways  to 
recognize  the  community  for  their  contribution  to  environmental  programs.

SPEAKER:  Mark  Westlund,  Public  Outreach  Program  Manager 

Mark  Westlund,  Public  Outreach  Program  Manager  discussed  awards  that  are  currently 
offered  to  the  community  and  City  employees  that  include  the  Commercial  Recycler  of 
the  Year  (CORY)  award,  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  awards,  Green  Business 
Recognition  certificate,  and  awards  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  extends  at 
green  summits.  Mr.  Westlund  advised  the  Committee  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Greening 
program  "SF  Green  Connect"  that  is  discussing  the  idea  of  community  awards  and 
recommended  that  the  potential  of  additional  awards  be  discussed  with  the  Mayor's 
Office. 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  lack  of  publicity  of  awards  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle.  Chair  Wald  recommended  ideas  for  publishing  award  winners  and  linking  to 
programmatic  goals  of  the  Department  (e.g.  signs  in  bus  shelters).  Also  discussed  was 
the  high  cost  of  advertising  and  the  amount  of  effort,  staff  time,  and  cost  required  to  host 
award  events.  The  positive  aspects  of  school  awards  and  extending  awards  to  school- 
children for  programs  such  as  composting  were  talked  about. 

Commissioner  Desser  relayed  that  the  purpose  of  awards  should  be  to  recognize  good 
work  and  to  bring  attention  towards  something  meaningful  that  makes  an  affirmative 
lifestyle  choice  that  others  may  take  an  interest  in.  It  was  suggested  that  the 
Department  and  Commission  encourage  the  Mayor's  Office  to  host  a  Green  State  of  the 
City  Luncheon  or  Dinner  or  Annual  State  of  the  Urban  Accords  Day  that  would  extend 
awards  on  a  statewide  or  international  level  on  selected  areas  of  focus  for  the 
environmental  accords. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Becky  Wike  recommended  making  the  awards  more  competitive 
in  order  to  generate  more  interest. 

5.  INFORMATIONAL  PRESENTATION:  Southeast  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  Master 
Planning  Update  from  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (Presentation:

Ms.  Bonnie  Jones,  Process  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(SFPUC),  Water  Pollution  Control  Division,  presented  an  overview  of  the  San  Francisco 
Sewer  System  Master  Plan  Project  discussing  current  updates  and  improvements  that 
are  being  worked  on.  It  was  indicated  that  the  Master  Plan  is  updated  every  thirty  years, 
the  last  one  was  completed  in  1974  in  response  to  the  1972  Clean  Water  Act,  and  a  new 
Plan  is  being  worked  on  to  review  facilities  and  to  address  problems/issues  that  include: 

■  Aging  infrastructure 

■  Flooding  in  neighborhoods 
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■  Seismic  reliability 

■  Biosolids  Disposal 

■  Overflows  into  the  Bay  and  Ocean 

■  Southeast  Treatment  Plant  (community  impacted  by  odors) 

■  Wet  Weather  CSO  Discharge 

■  Regulatory  Issues 

■  Collection  System  Odor  Complaints  (sewer  pipes) 

A  description  of  three  wastewater  treatment  plants  (Southeast  plant  near  3rd  &  Evans, 
Oceanside  Treatment  Plant,  near  the  San  Francisco  Zoo,  and  the  North  Point  Facility 
near  Bay  &  Embarcadero)  was  given.  Ms.  Jones  talked  about  the  Plan's  guiding 
principles  that  include  protection  of  public  health  and  safety,  protection  and 
enhancement  of  the  natural  environment,  and  an  open  and  transparent  planning 
process.  Evaluation  criteria  e.g.  environmental/social/cultural  criteria,  use  of  natural 
resources/sustainability  criteria,  functional  and  technical  criteria,  and  economic  issues 
were  explained. 

Committee  Members  and  Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  programs  and  infrastructure  in 
other  cities  and  recommended  alternatives  and  possible  solutions  to  problems/issues  the 
Plan  is  addressing.  The  environmental  justice  issue  surrounding  the  Southeast 
Treatment  Plant  where  80%  of  the  City's  wastewater  is  treated  was  reviewed.  The 
community  is  impacted  by  odors  and  opposed  to  the  plant  located  in  their  neighborhood. 
In  response  to  the  problem,  SFPUC  maintains  a  weekly  odor-monitoring  program  and  is 
implementing  improvements.  The  Master  Plan  is  evaluating  the  possibility  of  moving  the 
facility  and  options  to  treat  more  wastewater  at  other  locations. 

Director  Blumenfeld  and  Committee  Members  discussed  methods  for  making  the  water 
potable.  Mr.  Jonathan  Loicono,  Principal  Engineer,  SFPUC  discussed  the  feasibility  of 
making  the  water  potable  and  provided  additional  details  about  the  Plan.  Ms.  Bonnie 
Jones  and  Mr.  Tyrone  Jew,  SFPUC,  discussed  the  Master  Plan  and  Environmental 
Review  Schedule  and  indicated  that  the  best  apparent  project  would  be  selected  by  the 
end  of  this  year  and  the  environmental  work  and  framework  would  be  ready  by  2007. 
Three  public  workshops  would  be  scheduled  on  March  23,  March  25,  and  March  28. 
More  information  is  available  on  http://www.sfsewers.org. 

An  inter-department  working  group  consisting  of  the  Port,  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment  has  been  set  up  to  discuss  next 
steps. 

There  was  no  public  comment  at  this  time. 

6.  PRESENTATION  and  DISCUSSION:  San  Francisco  Green  Schoolyard  Alliance:  A 
Garden  in  Every  School.  The  Policy  Committee  discussed  how  the  City  could  more 
actively  support  school  greening  efforts.

Arden  Bucklin-Sporer,  Director,  Educational  Gardens 
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Ms.  Becky  Wike  requested  ideas  from  the  Committee  members  on  how  to  proceed  with 
supporting  school  greening  efforts  through  work  with  other  City  departments  and 
methods/people  to  go  to  secure  additional  funding.  Ms.  Wike  advised  the  Committee  of 
the  Department's  involvement  that  includes  the  Department's  Steering  Committee  that  is 
working  on  programs  such  as  a  school  food-composting  program  and  the  virtual 
warehouse  to  tie  in  with  school  greening  efforts. 

Ms.  Nan  McGuire  advised  the  Committee  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Schoolyard 
Alliance's  program  presentation  to  the  San  Francisco  School  Board  and  directing 
Proposition  B  bond  funding  for  the  program.  Director  Blumenfeld  recommended  meeting 
with  the  Mayor  to  discuss  how  to  leverage  bond  funding  towards  the  program.  Ms. 
McGuire  and  Ms.  Wike  described  continuing  efforts  towards  getting  current  Alliance 
membership  and  City  departments  more  involved.  A  discussion  ensued  on  (1) 
increasing  program  visibility  by  holding  more  tours  of  the  gardens;  and  (2)  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  funding  by  holding  a  luncheon  or  breakfast  for  funders  and  charging  nominal 
Alliance  membership  fees.  The  "Green  Schoolyard  Greenhouse  Directory"  was 
distributed  in  Committee  meeting. 

Committee  Members  recommended  contacts  and  potential  funders  with  an  interest  in 
local  food  systems  and  sustainable  food.  Committee  Member  Desser  suggested 
engaging  architectural  students  at  UC  Berkeley  to  design  gardens  in  schools.  Director 
Blumenfeld  discussed  the  obstacles  involved  in  discussing  greening  of  schoolyards  with 
school  administrators  and  the  PTA  and  recommended  (1)  presenting  a  five-year  Green 
Schoolyard  Alliance  plan  during  SFUSD  contract  negotiations,  and  (2)  developing  a  PTA 
resource  guide  explaining  why  the  program  should  be  done  and  providing  examples  of 
successful  programs. 

Additional  suggestions  included: 

•  Increasing  visibility  and  public  relations  by  advertising  in  magazines,  bus 
shelters,  and  the  Chronicle  Food  Section; 

•  Tying  in  Urban  Environmental  Accord  Action  17  with  the  program:  Promote  the 
public  health  and  environmental  benefits  of  supporting  locally  grown  organic 
foods.  Ensure  that  twenty  percent  of  all  city  facilities  (including  schools)  serve 
locally  grown  and  organic  food  within  seven  years. 

•  Include  the  program  as  part  of  the  Mayor's  greening  efforts. 

Ms.  Arden  Bucklin-Sporer  advised  that  the  Alliance  is  endeavoring  to  develop  an 
organization  that  has  enough  money  that  will  support  environmental  educators  to 
support  the  program  in  schools.  Developing  a  "Friends  of ..."  was  suggested.  A  request 
was  made  for  the  Department  or  the  Commission  to  encourage  the  Mayor  to  influence 
the  new  SFUSD  Superintendent  on  the  merits  of  the  program.  Chair  Wald 
recommended  testimonials  from  program  participants.  Member  Desser  requested  a 
sample  budget  and  program  five-year  projections/objectives. 

Public  Comment:  Cal  Broomhead,  Department  Staff  Energy  Manager,  advised  of  the 
many  program  funding  requests  that  the  PTA  receives  and  that  additional  requests 
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should  be  approached  in  a  way  where  it  would  not  appear  threatening  to  other  funding 
requests. 

DISCUSSION:  Urban  Environmental  Accord  Actions  Implementation  Plan:  The  Policy 
Committee  will  work  with  Department  staff  to  create  a  plan  for  implementing  Urban 
Environmental  Accord  actions.

Cal  Broomhead,  Energy  Manager  distributed  a  report  to  the  Committee  at  the  meeting 
on  peak  oil  (PDF)

Mr.  Broomhead  defined  peak  oil  and  discussed  (1)  near  future  predictions  and  impact  to 
San  Francisco,  (2)  that  reducing  the  impact  of  peak  oil  will  have  a  huge  overlap  with 
strategies  in  the  Sustainability  Plan,  Electricity  Resource  Plan  and  Climate  Action  Plan; 
and  (3)  peak  oil  as  it  relates  to  re-localization.  The  Oil  Awareness  Group  was 
commended  for  their  efforts  on  this  issue.  Resources  were  given  as  noted  in  the 
handout,  page  4. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  David  Fridley,  San  Francisco  Oil  Awareness,  discussed  evidence 
that  peak  and  global  oil  production  will  occur  sooner  than  expected  and  requires  a 
response.  It  was  stated  that  oil  depletion  is  increasing  rapidly,  that  there  is  a  production 
plateau,  new  production  is  not  predicted  to  offset  depletion,  and  reserves  are  overstated. 
Mr.  Fridley  also  discussed  ways  of  removing  the  high  demand  for  oil,  that  prices  are  high 
and  rising,  the  oil  industries'  acknowledgement  of  peak  oil,  that  oil  alternatives  are 
ineffectual,  environmentally  damaging  and  not  sustainable,  and  the  lack  of  action  by  the 
federal  government.  Mr.  Fridley  encouraged  local  support. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Allyse  Heartwell,  San  Francisco  Oil  Awareness,  discussed  the 
Hirsch  Report  commissioned  by  the  Department  of  Energy  that  points  out  that  in  order  to 
avoid  a  prolonged  shortfall  in  liquid  fuels  and  corollary  economic  destruction  we  need  to 
initiate  a  mitigation  crash  program  20  years  in  advance.  Ms.  Heartwell  stated  that  (1)  we 
don't  have  20  years — optimistically  we  only  have  five  years  to  initiate  a  program,  (2) 
there  is  no  mitigation  or  crash  program  and  there  is  no  action  being  taken  on  the  federal 
level.  It  was  recommended  that  the  Precautionary  Principle  be  consulted  in  considering 
actions  to  ensure  the  future  well  being  of  its  citizens  in  reference  to  this  issue.  It  was 
stated  that  City  government's  responsibility  is  to  take  action  at  the  local  level  by  making 
sure  that  effects  of  peak  oil  are  felt  by  the  people  in  San  Francisco  in  a  painless  and 
equitable  way,  that  there  be  planning  for  the  long-term,  and  making  decisions  now. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Dennis  Brumm,  San  Francisco  Oil  Awareness  presented  a

It  was  explained  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  considered  peak  oil  last  April, 
but  the  issue  has  not  been  assigned  to  a  Board  of  Supervisors  Committee  for 
discussion.  Director  Blumenfeld  and  Mr.  Brumm  discussed  potential  funding  sources. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Richard  Katz,  San  Francisco  Post  Carbon  Institute  appreciates 
the  Department  and  Commission  focusing  on  peak  oil  and  spoke  in  support  of  efforts  by 
San  Francisco  Oil  Awareness  in  this  area. 

Mr.  Broomhead  advised  of  upcoming  re-localization  conferences  in  Willits  and  the  East 
Bay  that  a  staff  member  will  be  attending. 

9.  INFORMATION:  New  Business.  No  new  business  was  discussed  at  this  time.

e.PDF.))  The  main  discrepancy  reported  was  the  language  that  reads  "reduce  the  volume 
of  untreated  wastewater  discharges  by  10  percent  in  seven  years  through  the  expanded 
use  of  recycled  water."  Mr.  Loiacono  stated  that  their  Master  Plan  process  would  set  the 
criteria  and  that  the  language  as  drafted  was  problematic  for  the  City  because  of  our 
unique  wastewater  system  and  climate. 

Commissioner  Wald  recommended  separating  the  reduction  in  volume  of  untreated 
wastewater  from  the  expanded  use  of  recycled  water  so  that  a  goal  is  to  expand  the  use 
of  recycled  water. 

Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  Action  21  language  was  adopted  as  part  of  the  Urban 
Environmental  Accords  and  could  not  be  changed.

Ms.  Bonnie  Jones,  Process  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(SFPUC)  Water  Pollution  Control  Division,  stated  goals  are  reflected  in  the  alternative 
language:  "to  maximize  treatment  and  reuse  of  wastewater  and  minimization  of  the  use 
of  natural  resources."  Director  Blumenfeld  recommended  including  goals  as  presented 
in  Ms.  Jones'  PowerPoint  at  the  March  13  Policy  Committee  meeting  and  Southeast 
Wastewater  facility  goals. 

Commissioner  Wald  requested  that  Mr.  Loiacono  and  Ms.  Jones  update  the  Commission 
and  or  Policy  Committee  periodically  with  the  status  of  the  Wastewater  Master  Plan 
process  and  to  advise  of  any  assistance  the  Commission  can  provide.  Mr.  Loiacono 
advised  that  a  report  would  be  made  by  June  to  the  Technical  Advisory  Committee  and 
would  be  able  to  provide  more  information  at  that  time.

Director  Blumenfeld  explained  that  for  (1) 
Action  21  Water  there  is  funding  from  Proposition  H  bonds  for  recycled  water  and 
SFPUC  has  the  staff;  (2)  Action  17  Environmental  Health  Accord:  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  passed  a  fair  trade  and  organic  resolution  asking  the  Department  to 
research  ways  of  promoting  fair  trade  and  organic  foods.  Director  Blumenfeld  described 
the  Mayor's  initiative  for  homeless  soup  kitchens  and  New  Mainstream  where 
foundations  are  coming  together  to  promote  locally  grown  food;  and  (3)  Urban  Nature- 
requires  legislation  and  input  from  experts  such  as  Peter  Brastow,  Nature  in  the  City.

Commissioner  Desser  discussed  the  idea  of  applying  the  Precautionary  Principle  to  City 
contracts  so  that  language  would  be  incorporated  into  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  to 
require  contractors  to  purchase  and  use  products  from  the  Precautionary  Purchasing 
Program's  targeted  product  categories  list. 

Mr.  Chris  Geiger,  City  Toxics  Reduction  Coordinator  discussed  the  Department's  move 
to  25  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  mission  to  turn  the  eco-center  into  a  model  of  sustainable 
technology.  Future  efforts  to  require  that  greener  janitorial  products  be  used  in  the 
building  were  talked  about.  It  was  stated  that  under  the  Precautionary  Purchasing 
Ordinance,  the  maintenance  crew  could  not  be  forced  to  use  greener  products,  but  the 
Department  could  work  with  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration  and  other  departments 
to  place  specific  language  into  the  RFP's  requiring  contractors  to  use  products  from  the 
approved  product  list  once  it  is  developed. 

Director  Blumenfeld  inquired  as  to  the  availability  of  a  complete  list  of  service  contracts 
and  recommended  creating  a  database.  Mr.  Geiger  and  Ms.  Darlene  Fong,  Purchasing 
advised  that  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration  has  a  list  of  citywide  service  and 
commodity  contracts,  but  not  departmental  contracts.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Rona 
Sandler  advised  that  every  department  has  a  large  amount  of  authority  to  perform  their 
own  service  contracts  and  should  have  a  list  of  their  outstanding  contracts.  Ms.  Darlene 
Fong  explained  that  contracts  over  $10  million  are  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors;  smaller  amounts  are  approved  by  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration. 
Deputy  City  Attorney  Sandler  advised  that  enterprise  departments  such  as  the  Port, 
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Airport,  Recreation  and  Park,  MUNI  and  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  have 
their  own  independent  charter  authority  for  certain  contracting  so  can  approve  contracts 
without  the  Board  and  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration's  approval. 

Committee  members  and  Staff  discussed  methods  of  influencing  departments  to 
incorporate  the  Precautionary  Principle  into  their  City  contracts  by  (1)  voluntarily 
requesting  Departments  to  participate  through  outreach  efforts;  (2)  requiring 
Departments  to  participate  through  an  ordinance;  (3)  Mayor  issuing  a  letter  or  executive 
order,  (4)  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urging  participation,  (5)  requesting  union 
endorsement;  and  (6)  assigning  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration  additional  authority 
so  the  effort  can  be  centralized.  Commissioner  Desser  recommended  advertising  and 
various  strategies  were  discussed.  A  conversation  was  held  about  targeting  vendors 
that  offer  environmentally  sound  products  and  efforts  to  screen  companies  for  product 
lines. 

Commissioner  Wald  asked  that  a  legal  opinion  be  drafted  to  request  that  Departments 
use  their  best  efforts  to  utilize  products  from  the  list.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Sandler 
indicated  that  she  could  work  with  Department  staff  to  write  a  provision  for  departments 
to  add  to  their  service  contracts.  A  discussion  was  held  about  requirements  for 
departments  to  use  products  on  the  list  and  the  reasons  and  process  for  issuing 
emergency  waivers. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Joan  Reinhardt-Reiss  advised  that  Director  Mitch  Katz,  M.D., 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council  offered  a  great  deal 
of  support  on  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance  and  suggested  that  their  support 
be  requested  on  the  legal  opinion.

Mr.  Chris  Geiger,  City  Toxics  Reduction  Coordinator  discussed  the  Department's  move 
to  25  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  mission  to  turn  the  eco-center  into  a  model  of  sustainable 
technology.  Future  efforts  to  require  that  greener  janitorial  products  be  used  in  the 
building  were  talked  about.  It  was  stated  that  under  the  Precautionary  Purchasing 
Ordinance,  the  maintenance  crew  could  not  be  forced  to  use  greener  products,  but  the 
Department  could  work  with  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration  and  other  departments 
to  place  specific  language  into  the  RFP's  requiring  contractors  to  use  products  from  the 
approved  product  list  once  it  is  developed. 

Director  Blumenfeld  inquired  as  to  the  availability  of  a  complete  list  of  service  contracts 
and  recommended  creating  a  database.  Mr.  Geiger  and  Ms.  Darlene  Fong,  Purchasing 
advised  that  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration  has  a  list  of  citywide  service  and 
commodity  contracts,  but  not  departmental  contracts.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Rona 
Sandler  advised  that  every  department  has  a  large  amount  of  authority  to  perform  their 
own  service  contracts  and  should  have  a  list  of  their  outstanding  contracts.  Ms.  Darlene 
Fong  explained  that  contracts  over  $10  million  are  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors;  smaller  amounts  are  approved  by  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration. 
Deputy  City  Attorney  Sandler  advised  that  enterprise  departments  such  as  the  Port, 
Airport,  Recreation  and  Park,  MUNI  and  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  have 
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their  own  independent  charter  authority  for  certain  contracting  so  can  approve  contracts 
without  the  Board  and  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration's  approval. 

Committee  members  and  Staff  discussed  methods  of  influencing  departments  to 
incorporate  the  Precautionary  Principle  into  their  City  contracts  by  (1)  voluntarily 
requesting  Departments  to  participate  through  outreach  efforts;  (2)  requiring 
Departments  to  participate  through  an  ordinance;  (3)  Mayor  issuing  a  letter  or  executive 
order,  (4)  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urging  participation,  (5)  requesting  union 
endorsement;  and  (6)  assigning  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration  additional  authority 
so  the  effort  can  be  centralized.  Commissioner  Desser  recommended  advertising  and 
various  strategies  were  discussed.  A  conversation  was  held  about  targeting  vendors 
that  offer  environmentally  sound  products  and  efforts  to  screen  companies  for  product 
lines. 

Commissioner  Wald  asked  that  a  legal  opinion  be  drafted  to  request  that  Departments 
use  their  best  efforts  to  utilize  products  from  the  list.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Sandler 
indicated  that  she  could  work  with  Department  staff  to  write  a  provision  for  departments 
to  add  to  their  service  contracts.  A  discussion  was  held  about  requirements  for 
departments  to  use  products  on  the  list  and  the  reasons  and  process  for  issuing 
emergency  waivers. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Joan  Reinhardt-Reiss  advised  that  Director  Mitch  Katz,  M.D., 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council  offered  a  great  deal 
of  support  on  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance  and  suggested  that  their  support 
be  requested  on  the  legal  opinion.  Ms.  Reinhardt-Reiss  thanked  the  Office  of  Contract 
Administration  for  their  efforts  and  explanation  of  the  janitorial  service  products  process. 

6.  INFORMATION:  New  Business.  There  was  no  further  discussion  of  new  business  at 
this  time. 

7.  FUTURE  AGENDA  STEMS.  There  was  no  further  discussion  of  future  agenda  items  at 
this  time. 

8.  PUBLIC  COMMENTS:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Committee  on  matters 
that  are  within  the  Committee's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda.

The  amount  listed  on  Page  38  appears  to  have  come  from  a  SWMP  draft  budget 
memo  written  December  13,  2000,  six  weeks  before  the  rate  application  was  actually 
filed.  This  source  document  was  not  submitted  as  part  of  the  2001  rate  process. 
Because  Schedule  G  is  based  on  the  actual  rate  filing  at  the  time,  DPW  determined 
that  it  contained  the  correct  information  to  use.

It  was  explained  that  Treasure  Island 
Community  Developers,  the  master  developer,  is  putting  together  a  term  sheet  that  will 
go  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  this  year.  One  of  the  term  sheet  elements  is  a 
Sustainability  Plan  that  William  McDonough  &  Partners,  the  developer,  SMWM,  and 
others  have  been  engaged  in  a  dialogue  on  how  to  make  Treasure  Island  the  most 
sustainable  development  in  global  history.  It  was  stated  that  a  community  meeting  was 
held  recently  at  the  Port  to  discuss  strategies.  Next  steps  will  be  to  reach  consensus  on 
three  levels  of  strategies  to  implement  the  goals.  Director  Blumenfeld  introduced  Mr. 
David  Johnson,  head  of  the  San  Francisco  Office  of  William  McDonough  &  Partners  who 
had  been  hired  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Base  Reuse  to  guide  the  process  and  set  goals 
and  framework  on  how  strategies  can  be  measured. 

Director  Blumenfeld  and  Mr.  David  Johnson  discussed  the  sustainability  goals  and 
principles  that  agreement  had  been  reached  on  as  shown  in  the  explanatory  document 
above.  Principles  included  San  Francisco  values  of  community,  thriving  ecosystems, 
healthy  neighborhoods,  affordable  solutions,  global  responsibility,  integrated  design  and 
lasting  beauty,  and  public  participation  and  transparency. 

Commissioner  Wald  inquired  as  to  the  relationship  between  the  original  Treasure  Island 
Plan  previously  heard  at  a  Commission  meeting  and  the  current  Principles  and  Goals. 
Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  the  Sustainability  Plan  would  have  to  be  rewritten  to 
include  three  levels — high  level  principles,  goals,  and  action  items  (strategies). 
Commissioner  Wald  recommended  that  the  process  and  work  product  be  employed  in 
other  planning  efforts  in  the  City. 

Commissioner  Desser  stated  that  the  "Community"  principle  contains  a  goal  that  reads 
"By  achieving  equity  in  access  to  facilities,  services  and  environmental  quality,  Treasure 
Island  will  foster  human  potential  and  self-reliance."  It  was  recommended  to  not  include 
this  goal  in  the  principles  section  in  a  future  document.  A  discussion  was  held  on  the 
EIR  process  and  the  need  to  integrate  the  principles  and  goals  with  other  Treasure 
Island  Plans. 
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Public  Comment  on  Principles: 

Mr.  John  Behanna,  Consulting  Engineer  discussed  articles  in  Time  Magazine  about 
global  warming  and  Distributed  Energy  on  "Putting  on  the  Ritz"  regarding  combined 
power  sources.  Document  distributed  in  Committee  meeting. 

Ms.  Ruth  Gravanis  spoke  in  support  of  the  process  and  requested  that  the  City  or  the 
Developer  present  background  information  on  the  timeline.  An  inquiry  was  made  as  to 
whether  any  of  the  Treasure  Island  Plans  would  be  available  for  review  before 
negotiations  continue.  Recommendations  were  made  to  include  a  reference  as  to 
whether  Treasure  Island  Naval  Station  refers  to  both  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena 
Island  or  one  island  and  to  acknowledge  natural  habitats  separately  from  human-built 
environments. 

Ms.  Melissa  Capria,  Climate  Action  Coordinator,  Department  of  the  Environment 
requested  that  a  reference  be  made  in  Principle  6  to  take  into  consideration  predicted 
impacts  of  sea-level  rise  and  making  the  island  as  resistant  as  possible. 

Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  inquired  as  to  (1)  Mr.  Johnson's  affiliation;  (2)  the  timeline  before  the 
plan  goes  into  the  approval  stage;  and  (3)  financing  received  by  the  Department  of  the 
Environment.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  of  (1)  Mr.  Johnson's  affiliation  as  described 
above;  (2)  that  there  would  be  a  two-stage  timeframe — one  for  the  term  sheet/Exclusive 
Negotiating  Agreement  (ENA)  to  go  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval  this  year, 
and  two  years  later,  the  Board  approval  of  a  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement 
(DDA)  and  EIR  to  the  Planning  Department;  and  (3)  the  Department  received  $10,000 
through  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA)  budget  for  their  participation 
last  year  and  may  receive  the  same  amount  this  year  through  work  orders. 

Deputy  Director  Assmann  asked  for  clarity  on  the  purchasing  policies  stated  in  Goals  4 
and  5.  It  was  recommended  to  make  the  purchasing  policies  stated  in  either  of  those 
goals  as  a  principle. 

Public  Comment  on  Goals: 

Ms.  Ruth  Gravanis  stated  that  the  Sustainability  Plan  contains  very  good  strategies, 
should  not  be  discarded,  should  be  incorporated  into  the  term  sheet  and  become  the 
basis  for  negotiations.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  they  are  in  the  process  of 
aligning  strategies  with  the  goals  at  this  time,  and  the  revised  Sustainability  Plan  that  will 
include  strategies,  goals  and  principles  will  be  brought  before  TIDA  at  a  public  meeting. 
Ms.  Gravanis  recommended  that  (1)  basic  language  be  used  throughout  the  document 
for  the  general  public's  understanding;  (2)  number  6  include  that  Treasure  Island 
"restores  vibrant  habitats",  and  (3)  number  7  correct  spelling  of  "fuelled"to  "fueled"and 
the  third  to  last  line  change  the  word  "or"  to  "of." 

Mr.  John  Behanna  discussed  the  Treasure  Island  Redevelopment  Project  Infrastructure 
Plan  of  2004  and  recommended  that  a  more  accurate  figure  be  established  for  1990 
usage. 
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Committee  members  asked  if  there  is  anything  the  Commission  or  Committee  could  do 
to  help  support  the  efforts  to  achieve  the  Treasure  Island  goals.  Director  Blumenfeld 
asked  for  input  on  how  to  strengthen  the  document  and  how  to  make  the  goals 
achievable  once  strategies  have  been  defined.  Committee  Member  Desser  offered  to 
edit  the  document  and  suggested  that  direct  lines  between  principles  and  goals  be 
shown.  Mr.  Johnson  advised  that  a  future  document  is  being  worked  on  that  organizes 
information  clearly. 

Committee  Wald  stated  that  the  work  at  Treasure  and  Yerba  Islands  could  show  the 
world  how  the  urban  accords  can  be  applied  in  a  real  place  and  that  the  process  should 
be  documented  and  shared.

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  Controller's  Interim  Audit  Report  that  addressed 
areas  of  concern  relating  to  the  way  grants  were  distributed  from  the  Impound  Account. 
The  Department  developed  Impound  Account  Grant  Guidelines  documents  to  address 
these  concerns  as  follows: 

(1)  Impound  Grants  Policy  Matrix  that  references  guidelines  and  policy  rules  to 
be  used  for  distributing  impound  account  grant  funds,  resource  conservation 
activity  or  project,  target  waste  stream  or  audience,  actions  and  restrictions; 

(2)  San  Francisco  Environment  Recycling  Grant  Program  2006-07  Application 
Scoring  Sheet  that  measures  the  effectiveness  of  a  potential  organization/project, 
and 

(3)  Grantees'  Operating  Procedures  Manual. 

Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  the  Controller's  Office  will  spend  the  next  three  weeks 
looking  into  the  final  element  doing  a  grant  and  contract  procurement  audit  instead  of  a 
full  performance  audit  and  will  review  what  the  Commission  will  adopt  as  corrective 
action  that  will  be  reflected  in  their  final  report. 

Committee  members  commended  the  Impound  Account  Grant  Guidelines.  Deputy 
Director  Assmann  advised  that  these  guidelines  would  apply  to  all  grants.  Commissioner 
Wald  suggested  that  more  emphasis  be  given  to  quantified/measurable  results. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  inquired  about  the  approximate  range  of  money 
that  would  be  awarded  with  these  particular  grants.  Mr.  Kevin  Drew,  Residential 
Recycling  Coordinator  advised  that  the  total  annual  amount  awarded  has  been  from 
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$500,000  to  a  million  dollars  over  the  course  of  five  years  and  varies  as  budget  varies. 
The  awards  given  to  organizations  vary  from  $5000  to  $200,000,  the  average  being  in 
the  $20,000  to  $50,000  range. 

Ms.  Wuerfel  discussed  the  Waste  Characterization  Study  and  suggested  that  the 
Department  be  progressive  on  how  grants  are  awarded  to  target  specific  problems.  It 
was  recommended  that  the  proposal  scoring  sheet  should  include  objective 
quantification  of  the  ability  of  the  group  to  do  the  job  by  way  of  letters  of  recommendation 
or  some  other  method.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  the  Commission  would 
consider  at  their  next  meeting  approval  of  funding  recommendations  for  grant  awards  to 
specific  organizations.  Mr.  Drew  discussed  the  cover  sheet  that  requests  references 
and  talked  about  previous  solicitation  requests.  Ms.  Wuerfel  asked  if  there  are  reports 
available  on  grants  awarded  in  the  past  three  years  and  was  directed  to  the  Department 
for  further  information. 

Upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Desser  and  second  by  Commissioner  Wald,  the  Impound 
Account  Grant  Guidelines  were  approved  with  recommended  edits  and  forwarded  to  the 
full  Commission  for  their  consideration  at  the  May  23  meeting  (Absent:  Commissioner 
Rodriguez). 

Recommended  edits  approved  include: 

•  Impound  Account  Grants  Policy  Matrix  Draft — number  2,  Restrictions,  change  the 
word  "interaction"  to  "intervention."  Pilot  Projects  should  be  listed  as  number  5 

•  2006-2007  Application  Scoring  Sheet — Objective  1  should  replace  "concisely 
defined"  with  "quantified."  Add  a  number  9  "Promotion  to  the  Community"  and 
increase  the  proposal  scoring  to  more  than  100  points.  Add  another  number  that 
states  "objective  quantification  of  the  ability  of  the  group  to  do  the  job  (e.g.  letters 
of  recommendation)." 

6.  INFORMATION:  New  Business.  New  business  was  heard  with  Future  Agenda  Items. 

7.  FUTURE  AGENDA  ITEMS.  Committee  Member  Wald  requested  a  status  report  on  the 
bags  to  be  heard  at  the  June  12  Policy  Committee  meeting. 

8.  PUBLIC  COMMENTS:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Committee  on  matters 
that  are  within  the  Committee's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  asked  when  the  Urban  Accords  would  be 
readdressed.  Commissioner  Wald  advised  that  Action  17,  Promoting  public  health  and 
environmental  benefits  by  supporting  locally  grown  organic  foods  would  be  discussed  at 
the  June  12  Policy  Committee  meeting  and  that  the  three  accords  that  would  be  focused 
on  for  this  year  would  be  rotated  between  Policy  Committee  meetings.  Action  12,  Urban 
Nature  would  be  scheduled  for  a  future  meeting  based  on  availability  of  Committee 
members  and  presenters. 
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9.  ADJOURNMENT:  The  meeting  adjourned  at  7:00  p.m.

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Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  Mayor's  Letter  of  Agreement  with  the  Department  of 
the  Environment  and  the  majority  of  San  Francisco  supermarkets  that  calls  for  the 
reduction  of  ten  million  grocery-checkout  bag-use  by  December  31 ,  2006  to  help  meet 
City  government's  landfill  diversion  goals.  In  order  to  achieve  this  goal  the  Progressive 
Bag  Alliance  hired  an  ad  company  to  implement  a  "reduce,  reuse  and  recycle"  campaign 
and  is  working  to  create  signage  for  cash  register  and  checkout  employees.  Director 
Blumenfeld  reported  that  the  Department  will  monitor  implementation  of  the  reduction 
target  by  collecting  information  from  local  supermarkets  and  apprise  the  Mayor  whether 
reduction  targets  were  met  recommending  whether  any  future  modifications  should  be 
made  to  the  Agreement.  Commissioner  Wald  requested  a  report  to  the  Policy 
Committee  when  data  is  received  in  the  fall. 

5.  DISCUSSION:  Urban  Environmental  Accord  Actions  Implementation  Plan:  The  Policy 
Committee  worked  with  Department  staff,  concerned  members  of  the  public  and  others 
to  create  a  plan  for  implementing  Urban  Environmental  Accord  Action  12:  Urban  Nature-

characteristics  (e.g.  water  features,  food-bearing  plants,  shelter  for  wildlife,  use  of  native 
species,  etc.)  from  unsustainable  development.  A  discussion  was  held  on  what  we 
should  know  to  develop  such  legislation  and  how  we  can  obtain  that  information.

Mr.  Tim  Wirth,  Trust  for  Public  Land  was  scheduled  to  speak  but  was  not  able  to  attend 
the  meeting. 

Mr.  Peter  Brastow,  Director,  Nature  in  the  City  distributed  and  discussed  a  fact  sheet  in

and  conserve  natural  resources. 

Mr.  Brastow  recommended  methods  to  achieve  optimization  of  conservation  in  San 
Francisco.  Suggestions  included  stronger  legal  protection  of  natural  resources; 
interdepartmental,  interagency  and  inter-jurisdictional  planning  coordination;  adding 
strategies  for  accomplishing  goals  to  the  Biodiversity  Element  of  the  Sustainability  Plan; 
and  cataloging  natural  resources  in  San  Francisco.  Additional  recommendations  are 
contained  in  the  memo  link  above. 

Director  Blumenfeld  announced  that  the  Department  is  co-sponsoring  an  event  at  Yerba 
Buena  Island  on  Thursday,  June  15  at  9:30  a.m.  to  remove  invasive  species  and  to  do  a 
sustainability  tour  of  the  Island. 
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Commissioner  Wald  and  Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  importance  of  an  inventory 
of  critical  migratory  corridors  and  unprotected  undeveloped  land  in  order  to  protect  these 
lands  from  unsustainable  development.  The  importance  of  an  interagency  inter- 
jurisdictional effort  was  emphasized.  Director  Blumenfeld  noted  that  there  is  a  lack  of 
Department  funding  to  create  an  inventory  and  suggested  (1)  making  a  request  to  the 
geology  or  geography  studies  programs  in  academic  institutions  such  as  San  Francisco 
State  University  to  take  on  a  GIS  mapping  effort;  (2)  to  access  existing  university 
studies;  and  (3)  start  up  a  countywide  inter-organizational  scientific  effort.  A  discussion 
was  held  on  the  need  to  define  what  the  effort  should  be,  provide  definitions  of  terms 
and  public  education,  and  to  create  celebratory  events  about  our  natural  environment. 

Commissioner  Desser  recommended  convening  a  working  group  or  other  entity  that 
consists  of  Bay  Area  scientists,  San  Francisco  State  and/or  UC  Berkeley 
geography/geology  classes,  the  community,  and  City  government  departments  and  to 
focus  on  what  their  tasks  should  be  to  reach  goals.  Mr.  Brastow  recommended  creating 
legislation  to  create  a  working  group. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Ruth  Gravanis  recommended  that  the  Accord  scope  be 
broadened  to  include  more  than  the  primary  focus  on  prevention  of  development  of 
unsustainable  buildings  on  critical  corridors.  The  importance  of  community  involvement, 
public  outreach,  education  and  involvement  was  emphasized.  Other  suggestions 
included  (1)  researching  school  curriculums  on  critical  habitats  and  natural  ecosystems 
remaining  in  the  City;  (2)  learning  what  other  cities  are  doing  to  celebrate  and  protect 
their  naturally  occurring  ecosystems;  (3)  issuing  certificates  for  property  owners  of 
backyard  habitats,  and  (4)  creating  legislation  on  (a)  mechanisms  for  allocation  of 
surplus  property  to  public  entities,  and  (b)  preventing  critical  habitat  corridors  from  being 
lost,  e.g.  the  Ansel  Adams  property. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Steven  Krefting,  San  Francisco  League  of  Conservation  Voters 
commended  the  Committee  for  recognizing  water  ecosystems  in  San  Francisco's 
territory  and  recommended  obtaining  data  from  the  Marine  Mamma!  Center,  the  Oceanic 
Society,  and  the  Bay  Institute.  Additional  suggestions  included  (1)  obtaining  data  from 
the  Golden  Gate  Audobon  Society  on  birds,  their  diets  as  it  relates  to  native  or  non- 
native  plant  species,  and  their  location;  (2)  to  include  links  to  areas  outside  of  San 
Francisco;  and  (3)  connecting  Fort  Funston,  Golden  Gate  Park  and  other  areas  for  quail 
habitat. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Jake  Sigg,  California  Native  Plant  Society  recommended 
educating  the  public  on  the  appropriate  plantings  suitable  for  butterflies  and  birds. 
Commissioner  Wald  suggested  identifying  species  that  we  want  to  encourage  in  San 
Francisco. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Bill  Carlin  discussed  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  article  on  the 
impact  of  environmentalism  on  people.

Spoke  in  support  of  expanding  the  wording  of  Accord  12  to  (1)  not 
only  protect  critical  habitat  corridors,  but  to  restore  them  in  line  with  the  goals  of  the 
Biodiversity  Element  of  the  Sustainability  Plan,  and  (2)  not  just  to  protect  sensitive 
species  but  to  support  their  recovery.  Additional  recommendations  included  focusing  on 
land  management  in  addition  to  ownership  and  mixing  habitat  considerations  with  the 
City's  watershed  plan  to  promote  restoration  throughout  the  City. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Linda  Yacobuca  recommended  defining  terms  for  the  general 
public  and  emphasized  the  need  for  public  education. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  recommended  allocating  funding  for  this  project 
and  not  relying  on  university  volunteer  efforts.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  there  are 
agencies  that  may  be  interested  in  funding  non-profit  organizations  to  take  on  aspects  of 
this  project  once  an  action  plan  has  been  developed. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Lisa  Wayne,  Recreation  and  Park  Department  stated  that  other 
City  agencies  such  as  Recreation  and  Park  Department  may  be  interested  in  moving 
these  ideas  forward  once  resources  have  been  identified.

Create  a  working  group  comprised  of  CBOs  and  DPH  to  develop  a  plan 
for  CBOs  to  increasingly  incorporate  sustainably  produced  foods  into 
their  institutional  food  services.  The  working  group  will  meet  to  address 
implementation  issues  which  include:  identifying  vendors,  cost  issues, 
training  and  awareness  raising  efforts  for  managers,  inclusion  in 
contracts  and  others. 

SFDPH  contracts  offices  will  ensure  that  bids/RFAs  involving  non 
institutional  food  service  subcontractors  will  follow  guidelines  for 
healthy  options  and  sustainable  foods  for  events  and  programs.

San  Francisco  General  Hospital  and  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  will 
develop  and  present  to  the  Health  Commission,  within  six  months  to 
one  year,  a  two  to  five  year  Sustainable  Food  Procurement  and 
Processing  plan  that  endeavors  to  address  wider  issues  (such  as  city 
vendor  and  other  systems;  staffing;  contracting  guidelines  and  timelines; 
and  research  about  appropriate  cost  effective  measures)  in  order  to 
increasingly  integrate  sustainable  foods  that  meet  at  least  some  of  the 
criteria  outlined  in  this  policy. 

The  SFGH  and  LHH  Sustainable  Food  Procurement  and  Processing 
plan  will  reflect  the  significant  amount  of  ongoing  recycling  already 
taking  place  as  well  as  future  potential  efforts. 

SFGH  and  LHH  staff  will  work  with  University  Healthcare  Consortium 
and  Novation  (GPOs)  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  these  principles 
in  food  purchasing  guidelines  for  our  institutional  food  services  as  well 
as  all  hospitals  utilizing  these  Group  Purchasing  Organizations'  services 
nationwide. 

San  Francisco  General  Hospital  and  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  will  report 
on  implementation  of  the  Sustainable  Food  Procurement  plan  one  year 
into  implementation  and  at  appropriate,  regular  intervals  thereafter.

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Executive  Summary 
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People  appreciate  and  enjoy  San  Francisco's  668,000  trees.  Few  trees  in  this  unique  urban  forest  arose 
naturally-almost  all  were  planted.  The  framework  of  this  forest  was  established  during  an  intense  burst 
of  tree  planting  that  occurred  in  the  late  1800s  and  early  1900s.  City  government,  the  Army,  citizens, 
and  real  estate  developers  all  took  part,  planting  trees  by  the  thousands.  But  since  the  1920s,  planting 
of  new  trees  has  not  kept  pace  with  losses  due  to  old  age,  disease,  storms,  civic  improvement,  and 
development. 

Today,  San  Francisco's  urban  forest  can  be  characterized  as  inconsistent  and  incomplete.  Though  a 
framework  of  planting  was  begun,  it  was  never  completed.  Trees  that  were  established  in  the  early  years 
of  the  last  century  are  nearing  the  end  of  their  life  spans.  Many  parts  of  the  city  are  severely  deficient  in 
the  number,  extent  and  quality  of  plantings.  Others  are  greatly  in  need  of  proper  maintenance  and 
support  to  deal  with  the  unique  challenges  and  stresses  of  the  urban  environment. 

The  urban  forest  contributes  significantly  to  the  amenity  of  the  city  and  its  desirability  as  a  place  to  live, 
work  and  visit.  Our  city  trees  play  a  valuable  role  in  the  identity  of  the  city  and  in  reinforcing  a  sense  of 
place.  The  urban  forest  provides  an  important  social  benefit,  heightening  the  sensory  experience  of 
nature  in  the  city — filtering  light,  adding  color,  providing  needed  shade,  privacy  and  restoring  the  mental 
fatigue  suffered  by  its  residents  and  visitors.  In  addition  to  these  qualitative  benefits,  our  urban  forest 
also  performs  important  environmental  functions  such  as  removing  287  tons  of  atmospheric  pollutants 
and  5,100  tons  of  carbon  each  year. 

San  Francisco's  urban  forest  is  owned  and  managed  by  a  diverse  mix  of  city,  county,  state  and  federal 
agencies  as  well  as  the  private  sector.  On  most  streets,  the  property  owner  and  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  share  responsibility  for  trees.  There  has  been  little  coordination  in  the  care  of  trees 
among  the  parks,  golf  courses,  streets  and  communities  that  form  the  bulk  of  the  forest.  Unfortunately, 
the  public  and  elected  officials  have  failed  to  fund  urban  forest  activities  at  the  level  commensurate  with 
its  importance  to  the  community. 

The  City's  Urban  Forestry  Council,  composed  of  citizens  and  professionals,  recognizes  that  action  must 
be  taken  to  arrest  the  decline  in  the  size  of  the  urban  forest,  to  regain  lost  ground  and  to  rekindle  the 
spirit  of  tree  planting  that  occurred  100  years  ago. 

To  that  end,  the  Council  has  prepared  an  Urban  Forest  Plan,  which  reviews  the  creation  of  San 
Francisco's  urban  forest,  analyzes  the  structure  and  functional  benefits  of  the  forests,  and  identifies  the 
challenges  that  threaten  its  future.  Designed  to  provide  a  road  map  for  policy-makers  and  implementers, 
the  Plan  identifies  five  goals,  critical  to  maximizing  the  value  of  the  forest.  Underlying  these  goals  is  the 
understanding  that  the  urban  forest  is  a  living  and  evolving  resource  that  is  adapted  to  the  unique  and 
often  challenging  conditions  of  the  urban  environment.  These  goals  are  directed  at  the  owners  and 
managers  of  the  trees  that  comprise  the  urban  forest  who  must: 

1 .  Maintain  and  conserve  the  existing  urban  forest. 

2.  Expand  the  urban  forest  through  new  planting. 

3.  Foster  a  shared  set  of  values  about  the  urban  forest  through  education  and  action. 

4.  Manage  the  urban  forest  in  a  coordinated,  responsible  and  effective  manner. 


5.  Identify  sustainable  approaches  for  the  funding  and  implementation  of  urban  forest  initiatives. 


The  Council  believes  that  these  goals  are  strongly  related — one  cannot  simply  be  eliminated  or  ignored. 
All  are  critical  to  the  future  of  San  Francisco's  urban  forest.  When  these  goals  are  implemented,  the  City 
will  have  more  trees,  a  larger  urban  forest  in  better  health  with  more  trees  evenly  distributed  and 
therefore  providing  a  greater  level  of  benefits. 

Within  these  five  goals  are  a  diverse  group  of  specific  action  items.  The  Council  identified  nine  action 
items  as  having  the  highest,  most  immediate  priority: 

■  Develop  a  set  of  best  practices  for  tree  selection,  purchase,  installation  and  care  that  include 
creative  adaptations  and  establish  high  standards  for  all  public  and  private  projects. 

■  Protect  the  urban  forest  from  and  during  the  development  process,  on  public  and  private  property. 

■  Establish  a  goal  of  no  net  loss  of  trees.  Where  a  tree  is  removed  due  to  development  whether 
public  or  private,  the  responsible  party  should  be  required  to  replace  it  in  kind,  either  through  new 
planting  or  fees. 

■  Institute  a  comprehensive  reforestation  program  for  aging  stands  in  City  parks  and  public 
institutions. 


Allocate  and  secure  funding  for  planting  and  maintenance  from  public  and  private  sources. 

Establish  citywide  goals  for  the  urban  forest  and  monitor  results  on  an  annual  basis.  Possible 
examples  include  providing  one  street  tree  for  every  five  residents  and  raising  the  canopy 
coverage  to  15%. 

Update  the  list  of  recommended  trees,  to  reflect  availability  and  horticultural  advancements  and 
consistent  with  the  identity  and  local  character  of  the  city. 

Engage  the  leadership  of  the  city  to  implement  major  tree  planting  programs  targeting 
underserved  neighborhoods  in  order  to  achieve  greater  environmental  equity  and  accessibility. 

Engage  the  SF  Unified  School  District,  Parent  Teacher  Associations  and  community  groups  to 
develop  tree  programs  at  schools.

I.  Introduction 

Thousands  upon  thousands  of  trees  comprise  San  Francisco's  urban  forest.  It  is  easy  to 
acknowledge  that  Golden  Gate  Park  and  Stern  Grove  are  part  of  the  urban  forest.  But  what  about  the 
trees  in  the  middle  of  Van  Ness  Avenue?  Yerba  Buena  Gardens?  The  eucalyptus  groves  at  the 
Presidio?  The  stands  of  Monterey  cypress  that  line  the  Olympic  Club's  golf  courses?  The  palm  trees 
that  define  the  Embarcadero?  The  cherry  trees  in  a  backyard?  They  are  all  part  of  San  Francisco's 
urban  forest. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  few  of  these  trees  are  naturally  occurring.  Much  of  San  Francisco's  urban 
forest  has  its  origins  in  planting  efforts  from  the  period  1865  to  1925.  Almost  all  were  planted  by 
entrepreneurs,  the  military  and  citizens  who  recognized  that  San  Francisco  would  be  a  better  place  if 
trees  filled  its  parks  and  lined  its  streets.  By  planting  trees,  San  Francisco  would  become  a  more 
livable,  enjoyable  city. 

San  Francisco's  urban  forest  plays  three  major  roles  in  the  character  of  the  City.  First,  it  is  part  of  the 
basic  fabric  of  San  Francisco.  Without  that  forest,  the  City  would  be  less  welcoming,  less  inviting  and 
less  conducive  to  a  good  quality  of  life.  What  would  San  Francisco  be  like  without  Golden  Gate  Park? 
The  trees  along  the  streets  and  in  parks  are  as  much  as  part  of  the  City's  infrastructure  as  the  streets 
themselves. 

Second,  the  urban  forest  provides  important  economic  and  environmental  benefits  to  the  property 
owners  and  the  community.  It  creates  an  environment  where  people  can  escape  the  intensity  of 
urban  life  and  be  restored. 

Third,  outdoor  recreation  is  intimately  connected  to  the  experience  of  the  City's  urban  forest.  There  is 
growing  evidence  that  the  experience  of  nature  in  urban  areas  is  restorative,  reducing  mental  fatigue. 
This  experience  is  directly  associated  with  human  health  and  well-being.  The  need  for  the  experience 
of  nature  and  its  power  of  restoration  is  absolutely  critical,  as  over  80%  of  Americans  now  live  in 
urban  areas. 

Like  San  Francisco,  many  cities  throughout  North  America  recognize  the  importance  of  having  a 
healthy  and  sustainable  urban  forest.  As  a  result,  they  are  investing  in  urban  forest  programs  while 
examining  the  benefits  and  costs.  The  USDA  Forest  Service  Center  for  Urban  Forest  Research  has 
worked  with  a  range  of  cities  including  Chicago,  New  York  City,  Seattle,  Toronto,  Minneapolis, 
Charlotte  and  Berkeley. 

As  part  of  a  larger  movement  among  cities  to  be  active  stewards  of  the  urban  forest,  San  Francisco  is 
focusing  on  the  sustainability  of  trees  in  the  city.  San  Francisco  has  formally  acknowledged  the 
importance  of  the  urban  forest  through  the  establishment  of  a  tree  advisory  board,  which  is  now  the 
Urban  Forestry  Council.  In  2005,  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  signed  the  United  Nations  Urban 
Environmental  Accords  with  an  Urban  Nature  section  that  includes  specific  actions  for  urban  forestry. 
Action  11  of  the  Urban  Environmental  Accords  calls  for  measuring  canopy  cover,  increasing  canopy 
cover,  and  maintaining  at  least  50%  of  available  street  tree  sites.  Actions  10  and  12  are  related  to  the 
community  and  wildlife  benefits  of  urban  forests.  Furthermore,  the  Mayor's  Office  has  launched  the 
Livable  Cities  Initiative  to  achieve  multiple  city  greening  goals  by  2010  and  urban  forestry  is 
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cornerstone  of  this  plan.  As  we  reap  the  benefits  sown  by  others,  we  must  plan  and  create  the  forest 
that  future  generations  will  enjoy.  We  cannot  be  complacent  about  this  responsibility — sustaining  the 
urban  forest  requires  commitment  and  action. 

San  Francisco's  urban  forest  was  created  in  a  relatively  brief  period  of  intense  tree  planting  that 
occurred  almost  100  years  ago.  The  mature  trees  of  Golden  Gate  Park,  the  Presidio  and  other  green 
spaces  were  planted  during  this  time.  Since  that  time,  however,  the  urban  forest  has  been  shrinking 
in  size.  Meanwhile,  the  human  population  and  the  need  for  the  benefits  of  trees  have  grown  even  as 
the  stresses  on  trees  have  increased.  Funding  for  management  of  public  trees  has  been  inadequate. 
Trees  that  have  died  due  to  old  age  and  disease  have  not  been  replaced  and  planting  in  parks  has 
not  kept  up  with  the  losses.  Trees  on  private  lands  have  been  removed  during  development.  Trees 
along  the  street  are  removed  but  not  always  replaced.  The  life  cycle  of  the  most  prominent  species 
would  indicate  that  replacement  and  replenishment  must  take  place  immediately. 

The  shrinking  of  San  Francisco's  urban  forest  must  be  halted  and  the  trend  reversed.  Now  is  the 
critical  time  to  reinvest  in  the  urban  forest.  As  San  Francisco's  population  continues  to  grow  and  age, 
city  trees  are  needed  to  mediate  issues  like  air  pollution,  storm  water  runoff,  and  social  stress. 
Furthermore,  trees  will  help  city  dwellers  adapt  to  global  climate  change  and  the  likelihood  of  a 
warmer  climate  with  more  frequent  storms.  More  trees  are  needed  in  throughout  the  City;  existing 
trees  need  better  care;  and  large  stands  of  trees  must  be  conserved  and  reforested. 

No  single  owner  or  agency  can  reverse  the  loss  of  the  urban  forest  and  the  work  of  planting  and 
maintaining  must  be  shared.  In  order  to  provide  a  framework  for  that  effort,  San  Francisco's  Urban 
Forest  Council  has  taken  a  lead  role.  The  Council  believes  that  an  Urban  Forest  Plan  will  guide  the 
continued  enhancement  and  evolution  of  the  City's  trees  and  green  spaces. 

This  Plan  is  the  result  of  a  long  history  of  concern  for  the  City's  urban  forest.  In  1 992,  Friends  of  the 
Urban  Forest  produced  The  State  of  the  Urban  Forest,  a  document  that  identified  several  key  needs 
for  the  urban  forest.  A  second  State  of  the  Urban  Forest  report  was  prepared  in  2001 .  One  of  the  key 
findings  and  recommendations  was  the  need  for  coordinated  effort  among  city  department  and 
agencies  in  managing  the  urban  forest.  In  2002,  the  City  created  the  Urban  Forest  Council,  a  group 
of  citizens  assembled  to  advise  city  government,  through  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  on  how 
best  to  care  for  the  urban  forest. 

In  1997,  The  Sustainability  Plan  for  the  City  of  San  Francisco  was  prepared.  This  plan  identified 
areas  where  resource  depletion  could  be  halted  and  resource  restoration  achieved.  It  wove  together 
environmental,  economic  and  social  concerns,  recognizing  that  a  sustainable  city  required  all  three. 

One  of  the  Plan's  main  topics  was  Parks,  Open  Spaces  and  Streetscapes.  In  addition  to  filling  the 
traditional  roles  of  recreation  and  habitat,  the  Sustainability  Plan  noted  that  parks  and  open  spaces 
were  part  of  the  "social  fabric  of  the  community  and.. ..a  critical  element  in  the  economic  development 
of  the  city."  It  recognized  that  these  spaces  must  be  created  and  maintained.  Parks  and  open  spaces 
do  not  arise  spontaneously-they  result  from  good  planning  and  implementation.  The 
recommendations  for  this  section  focused  on  creating  new  parks  and  open  space,  available  to 
everyone  in  the  City;  enhancing  existing  streetscapes;  and  fostering  planting  of  trees  on  private  iand. 
The  Sustainability  Plan  also  noted  that  increased  funding  and  public  participation  were  necessary  to 
meet  the  goals. 

The  Urban  Forest  Council  hopes  to  take  the  findings  and  recommendations  of  the  State  of  the  Urban 
Forest  and  Sustainability  Plan  to  the  next  logical  step:  creating  a  standard  reference  document  that 
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defines  policies  and  procedures  for  urban  forestry  management  in  San  Francisco.  In  doing  so,  the 
Urban  Forestry  Council  will  fulfill  its  mandate  to  create  a  comprehensive  urban  forest  plan  according 
to  the  ordinance  that  created  the  Council.1  This  Urban  Forest  Plan  will  serve  many  users,  ranging 
from  city  departments  and  non-profit  organizations  to  private  companies  that  manage  San  Francisco's 
trees.  The  final  plan  will  be  distributed  to  all  affected  city  agencies  and  available  for  other  groups  and 
the  public.  The  Urban  Forest  Plan  will  be  incorporated  into  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's 
policy  documents. 

Four  key  statements  are  fundamental  to  forming  the  Plan: 

1 .  San  Francisco's  urban  forest  is  comprised  of  all  the  trees  and  other  woody  vegetation  found 
within  city  limits,  and  is  located  on  a  mosaic  of  public  and  privately  owned  land.  Many  of  the 
large-scale  plantings  are  mature  in  character  and  have  a  limited  life  span. 

2.  San  Francisco's  urban  forest  provides  important  economic,  environmental  and  social  benefits 
to  the  City's  residents,  visitors,  neighborhoods,  and  businesses. 

3.  San  Francisco's  urban  forest  requires  active  management.  A  passive  approach  of  letting  trees 
grow  without  care  will  ultimately  doom  the  City's  forest  to  deterioration.  Sustaining  the  urban 
forest  will  involve  the  coordinated  efforts  of  city  agencies,  non-government  organizations, 
businesses  and  individuals. 

4.  San  Francisco's  urban  forest  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  City's  infrastructure  as  roads,  bridges 
and  tunnels.  As  such,  the  urban  forest  must  be  considered  at  all  stages  of  planning  and 
development.  There  is  a  clear  need  to  raise  community  awareness  about  the  urban  forest  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  City. 

The  geographic  breadth  of  the  Urban  Forest  Plan  will  mirror  the  Scope  of  Authority  granted  to  the 
Urban  Forest  Council  in  San  Francisco's  Administrative  Code  and  Environmental  Code  and  will  be 
limited  to  the  territorial  boundaries  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  To  effectively  address 
the  whole  of  the  urban  forest,  the  Plan  will  address  trees  on  both  private  (including  residential 
backyards)  and  public  property,  as  well  as  in  parks  and  other  large  open  spaces.  The  Plan  will 
support  efforts  of  organizations  such  as  the  Presidio  Trust,  University  of  California  -  San  Francisco, 
and  the  Olympic  Club  in  developing  management  plans  specific  to  the  their  forests. 

The  scope  of  the  Plan  will  be  focused  on  trees,  but  policy  recommendations  will  be  informed  by,  and 
considered  in  relation  to,  the  larger  ecological  context  including  wildlife  management,  air,  water 
systems  as  well  as  other  woody  vegetation  such  as  shrubs  and  median  strip  plantings. 


Organization  of  the  Plan 

This  Urban  Forest  Plan  is  divided  into  four  sections. 

1 .  A  historical  overview  of  the  urban  forest. 

2.  A  description  of  the  urban  forest-its  species  composition,  distribution  and  structure.  This 
section  also  identifies  the  environmental  benefits  provided  by  the  forest  as  a  whole.  It  also 
focuses  on  the  City's  street  tree  population,  analyzing  both  the  costs  associated  with  their 
installation  and  care,  and  the  benefits  provided  by  their  presence. 


1  Environment  Code  Chapter  12 
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3.  The  identification  of  five  goals  that  strive  to  take  care  of  existing  trees,  plant  new  ones  in 
needy  areas,  translate  a  love  for  San  Francisco's  trees  into  action,  develop  consistency  of 
care  and  management  and  provide  adequate,  stable  funding. 

4.  The  final  section  identifies  specific  actions  needed  to  implement  the  goals.  In  doing  so,  the 
City  agency  responsible  to  develop  and  implement  the  recommendations  is  identified. 
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II.  The  Origins  of  San  Francisco's  Urban  Forest 

No  forest  existed  prior  to  the  European  settlement  of  the  city  and  the  photographs  and  written  records 
from  that  time  illustrate  a  lack  of  trees.  Previously,  there  was  an  Ohlone  Indian  population  who  used 
the  native  plant  resource.  Towards  the  Pacific  Ocean,  one  saw  vast  dunes  of  sand,  moving  under  the 
constant  wind.  While  there  were  oaks  and  willows  along  creeks,  San  Francisco's  urban  forest  had 
little  or  nothing  in  the  way  of  native  tree  resources.  The  starting  point  for  the  urban  forest  was  a 
treeless  expanse  of  shrubs  and  low-growing  plants. 

The  City's  urban  forest  arose  from  a  brief  but  intense  period  of  afforestation,  which  created  forests  on 
land  without  tree  cover.  This  period  of  planting,  on  public  and  private  property  began  in  the  late  1800s 
and  was  essentially  complete  by  1925.  Since  that  time,  the  public  agencies  and  private  landowners  of 
the  larger  parcels  of  forest  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  those  early  tree  planting  efforts.  Yerba  Buena 
Gardens,  Crissy  Field,  Justin  Herman  Plaza  and  the  Embarcadero  are  relatively  recent  additions  to 
the  urban  forest. 

In  the  late  1860s,  the  City  began  reserving  land  for  parks,  with  Hill  Park  (now  Buena  Vista)  as  the  first 
parcel.  By  the  1870s,  the  vision  of  Golden  Gate  Park  as  a  public  pleasure  ground  was  taking  shape 
with  the  initial  planting  of  trees  taking  place  in  1872.  Stern  Grove  had  its  origins  about  the  same  time, 
as  the  Greene  family  planted  fast  growing  eucalyptus  trees  throughout  the  property.  Private 
enterprise  was  establishing  what  would  eventually  become  places  like  McLaren  and  Glen  Parks. 

It  was  also  during  this  period  that  the  Army,  occupants  of  the  northwest  corner  of  the  city,  developed 
the  area  we  know  as  the  Presidio.    By  the  end  of  1 892,  some  350,000  trees  were  planted  and  over 
time  the  sandy  dunes  were  transformed  into  mixed  forest  suited  for  multiple  uses.  About  the  same 
time,  Adolph  Sutro  was  making  plans  to  establish  areas  of  timber-production  in  the  city,  installing 
thousands  of  tree  seedlings  on  Mount  Parnassus  (now  Mount  Sutro). 

Early  in  the  1900s,  several  important  golf  courses  including  the  Olympic  Club,  the  San  Francisco  Golf 
Club,  the  California  Club  and  Harding  Park  were  established  in  the  southwest  section  of  the  city. 
Within  each  course,  thousands  of  trees  were  planted  during  construction. 

The  City's  network  of  streets  was  established  by  the  early  1900s.  The  idea  of  having  trees  along  city 
streets  was  not  seriously  pursued  until  1955,  when  a  program  of  planting  and  care  was  established. 
In  recent  years,  the  City's  Department  of  Public  Works  has  teamed  with  non-profit  organizations  such 
as  the  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  to  plant  new  trees  along  streets. 

More  than  a  century  after  the  first  trees  were  installed,  the  framework  of  San  Francisco's  urban  forest 
is  still  based  on  these  initial  plantings.  At  this  time,  the  urban  forest  is  owned  and  managed  by  a  mix 
of  public  agencies  and  private  groups  (Table  1).  At  least  a  dozen  City  departments  have  some 
responsibility  for  trees  and  their  care.  Many  agencies  are  independent  of  City  and  County 
government.  They  include  local  organizations  such  as  the  School  District  as  well  as  state  and  federal 
agencies.  A  large  number  of  trees  are  located  on  private  property. 

The  fact  that  many  stakeholders  take  care  of  the  urban  forest  presents  a  significant  challenge  to  long- 
term  management.  Organization  priorities  and  missions  vary  widely  while  state  and  federal  agencies 
are  exempt  from  municipal  tree  ordinances.  There  is,  however,  a  compelling  need  for  cooperative 
effort  and  clarity  of  purpose.  Most  San  Franciscans  would  agree  that  the  urban  forest  is  an  asset  to 
the  community.  The  challenge  of  finding  a  comprehensive  vision  to  manage  this  resource  is  a  critical 
one,  central  to  the  success  of  any  plan,  and  must  involve  a  wide  range  of  stakeholders  with  various 
priorities  and  viewpoints. 
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The  origin  of  the  City's  urban  forest  can  be  traced  to  a  single  burst  of  public  and  private  tree  planting 
during  a  50-year  period,  almost  a  century  ago.  Trees  do  not  live  forever  and  unless  the  existing  trees 
receive  continued  care,  they  will  age  and  die  at  an  increasing  rate.  Even  if  they  receive  care,  all  of  the 
trees  that  comprise  the  urban  forest  will  eventually  die.  The  fact  that  many  trees  are  approaching  100 
years  of  age  makes  the  need  for  replacement  and  replenishment  even  more  urgent. 

Unless  more  trees  are  planted,  the  urban  forest  will  become  smaller  since  nature  will  not  replace 
these  losses.  New  parks,  street  tree  plantings,  and  green  spaces  must  be  established  to  ensure  the 
urban  forest  benefits  all  San  Franciscans.

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III.  The  Structure  and  Function  of  the  Urban  Forest 

Most  San  Franciscans  readily  acknowledge  that  the  urban  forest  makes  the  City  a  nicer  place  to  live. 
They  appreciate  the  beauty  of  parks,  gardens  and  the  trees  along  city  streets.  However,  the 
management  of  the  urban  forest  presents  many  challenges  that  may  not  be  apparent  to  the  average 
person. 

Many  resource  managers  in  San  Francisco  have  lacked  specific  knowledge  as  to  the  number  and 
location  of  trees  under  their  care.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  is  the  exception,  having  a 
decade-long  work  history.  Even  with  such  information,  DPW  has  lacked  a  quantitative  understanding 
of  the  functional  roles  that  street  trees  play  in  the  community  until  recently.  Through  collaboration  with 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  Forest  Service,  San  Francisco  now  has  a  better 
understanding  of  its  street  tree  and  total  tree  population.  As  a  result,  there  is  quantitative  information 
on  tree  population,  age  distribution,  tree  species,  tree  condition  and  associated  benefits  on  canopy 
cover,  environmental  benefits  and  costs. 


The  Nature  of  the  Urban  Forest 

In  2004,  the  San  Francisco  Urban  Forest  Council  invited  a  research  team  from  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  Forest  Service  to  study  San  Francisco's  urban  forest.  The  team's  report, 
issued  in  early  20052,  was  the  first  comprehensive  analysis  of  San  Francisco's  urban  forest,  that  is,  all 
of  the  trees  growing  within  the  city  limits.3  The  project  employed  the  Urban  Forest  Effects  Model 
(UFORE),  a  comprehensive  tool  that  assesses  the  structure  and  function  of  a  community's  urban 
forest. 

The  Department  of  the  Environment  followed  an  established  protocol  and  collected  field  data  from  200 
randomly  selected  ground  plots  throughout  San  Francisco.  This  data  was  forwarded  to  the  USDA 
Northeastern  Research  Center  where  David  Nowak  and  his  research  team  analyzed  the  data  with  a 
computer  model  (UFORE)  to  understand  San  Francisco's  entire  urban  forest. 

Since  the  area  was  once  grasslands  and  riparian  habitat,  San  Francisco  has  negligible  native  tree 
resources,  although  some  oak  and  willow  trees  are  native  to  the  area.  The  species  that  comprise  the 
urban  forest  today  are  not  native  to  the  City.  The  USDA  Forest  Service  reported  that  there  are 
668,000  trees  represented  by  over  100  different  species  in  San  Francisco.  Tasmanian  blue  gum  is 
the  most  common  type  of  tree  with  over  100,000  trees  present.  Monterey  pine  (56,000),  Monterey 
cypress  (25,000),  and  glossy  privet  (21,000)  are  also  common.  Five  species  of  the  genus 
Pittosporum  comprise  another  85,000.  The  first  three  species  dominate  the  city's  large  green  spaces 
such  as  the  Presidio,  Mount  Sutro  and  Golden  Gate  Park.  Karo  (Pittosporum  crassifolium)  and 
Chinese  privet  (Ligustrum  lucidum)  are  commonly  found  as  street  and  landscape  trees. 

The  urban  forest  is  very  fragmented  with  the  exception  of  parks  and  natural  areas  in  the  north  and 
western  edges  of  the  city.  A  GIS  map  of  San  Francisco  indicates  that  several  large  parks  and  many 
small  parks  are  scattered  throughout  the  city  (Figure  1). 

The  UFORE  study  calculated  the  surface  area  covered  by  tree  canopies  in  San  Francisco.  Almost  half 
(43%)  of  San  Francisco's  iand  area  is  covered  by  streets,  sidewalks  and  other  forms  of  pavement. 
Another  26%  is  occupied  by  buildings  and  will  likely  not  be  available  for  planting  trees  and  other

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vegetation.  The  urban  forest  canopy  covers  approximately  12%  of  the  San  Francisco.  This  compares 
to  10%  in  Los  Angeles,  27%  in  New  York  City,  28%  in  Chicago  and  34%  in  Seattle.  This 
measurement  of  San  Francisco's  tree  canopy  cover  satisfies  Article  11  of  the  Urban  Environmental 
Accords.

The  structure  of  the  urban  forest  in  several  other  U.S.  cities  has  also  been  analyzed  by  the  Forest 
Service  team  and  the  UFORE  model  (Table  2).  With  a  human  population  of  764,069  and  an  urban 
forest  of  668,000  total  trees  in  San  Francisco,  there  is  approximately  1  tree  per  citizen  (0.87).  This 
falls  into  the  mid-range  of  cities  with  UFORE  analysis,  where  the  low  was  Brooklyn,  NY  (0.25 
trees/citizen)  and  the  high  was  Baltimore,  MD  (3.0  trees/citizen).  Another  way  to  compare  these  cities 
is  looking  at  the  number  of  trees  per  square  mile  and  the  number  of  people  per  square  mile.  Among 
the  seven  cities  in  Table  2,  places  with  higher  population  density  have  lower  tree  density  per  square 
mile.  An  exception  occurs  when  comparing  San  Francisco  and  Jersey  City.  Despite  having  a  higher 
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population  density  per  square  mile  than  Jersey  City,  San  Francisco  has  5000  more  trees  per  square 
mile.  This  is  a  simple  comparison  between  San  Francisco  and  large  cities  throughout  the  United 
States  with  different  conditions  such  as  climate,  land  use  and  demography;  thus,  it  is  important  not  to 
make  assumptions  about  future  tree  density  trends  in  San  Francisco  or  other  cities  based  on  Table  2. 

As  the  trees  in  the  urban  forest  grow,  they  remove  contaminants  from  the  atmosphere.  The  UFORE 
report  found  that  each  year,  over  287  tons  of  ozone,  particulates,  nitrous  oxides,  sulfur  dioxide  and 
carbon  monoxide  are  taken  out  of  the  air  by  the  action  of  the  urban  forest.  The  value  of  this 
environmental  benefit  is  $1.3  million  per  year.  In  addition,  San  Francisco's  trees  remove  5,100  tons  of 
carbon  from  the  atmosphere  and  store  approximately  194,000  tons  as  biomass.  A  reduction  in  air 
pollution  benefits  everyone,  particularly  people  with  asthma  and  other  respiratory  health  problems. 

While  the  USDA  Forest  Service  described  and  quantified  some  functions  of  the  urban  forest,  the 
UFORE  study  did  not  capture  all  the  benefits  of  trees.  Besides  mitigating  air  pollution,  trees  provide 
numerous  public  health  benefits.  The  leafy  canopy  of  trees  reduces  ambient  temperature  and 
provides  natural  shade.  Trees  not  only  cool  their  surrounding  area,  they  also  reduce  ultraviolet 
radiation  (UV)  and  the  risk  of  skin  cancer.4 

As  importantly,  there  are  a  number  of  studies  verifying  the  immense  value  of  urban  forests  to  the 
social  well-being  of  people.  The  simple  presence  of  forests,  trees  and  other  vegetation  helps  people 
recover  from  mental  fatigue,  leading  to  a  reduction  in  socially  unacceptable  behavior  and  crime.5 
Children  exposed  to  outdoor  green  space  exhibit  fewer  behavioral  problems  like  Attention  Deficit 
Disorder  and  a  greater  ability  to  concentrate.6 

Furthermore,  trees  can  reduce  energy  demand  and  consumption.  Trees  reduce  ambient  temperatures 
and  wind  speed,  which  results  in  energy  savings  for  cooling  and  heating.7  At  present  San  Francisco 
has  a  cool  and  temperate  climate.  However,  as  temperatures  rise  due  to  global  climate  change, 
energy  demand  and  costs  will  likely  increase  as  well.  Having  a  healthy  and  robust  urban  forest  is  one 
strategy  to  mitigate  climate  change. 

As  well  as  offering  benefits  to  humans,  urban  forests  provide  habitat  for  wildlife.  Birds,  butterflies  and 
insects  may  be  the  most  visible  indicators  of  this  function.  Yet  we  know  that  even  an  urban  area  like 
San  Francisco  is  home  to  mammals  such  as  coyote,  fox  and  skunk.  In  addition,  a  wide  range  of 
reptiles  and  amphibians  are  present.  These  organisms  face  many  challenges  to  their  survival 
including  habitat  fragmentation  and  loss,  traffic,  domestic  pets  and  human  activities.  Connecting  and 
expanding  green  space  in  San  Francisco  will  improve  conditions  for  wildlife. 

There  are  numerous  opportunities  throughout  San  Francisco  to  maintain  and  enhance  the  urban 
forest  particularly  within  public  parks  and  institutions.  There  are  many  stakeholders  in  this  effort  such 
as  the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Park,  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  Laguna  Honda 
Hospital,  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest.

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The  Department  of  Recreation  and  Park  manages  3,480  acres  and  209  parks,  which  provide  habitat 
for  trees.  Implementation  of  Recreation  and  Park's  existing  forest  management  plans  would  result  in 
improvements  to  the  urban  forest.  Within  Recreation  and  Park,  the  Natural  Areas  Division  manages  a 
smaller  area  (860  acres  within  31  parks)  and  focuses  on  habitat  restoration  for  native  plants  and 
animals.  Another  opportunity  is  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (PUC)  Alameda 
Watershed  Plan.  The  primary  objective  of  this  plan  is  to  ensure  a  sustainable  supply  of  clean  water 
for  the  present  population  and  future  generations  of  San  Francisco.  A  focus  on  planting  and 
maintaining  the  urban  forest  on  PUC  land  would  complement  the  vegetation  management  goals  in  the 
Alameda  Watershed  Plan.  Furthermore,  public  institutions  such  as  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  are 
interested  in  establishing  more  trees  but  they  need  resources.  The  role  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  will  be  discussed  in  detail  in  the  next  section. 

In  summary,  each  year  trees  in  San  Francisco  are  planted  and  removed.  Because  the  City  has  no 
native  forest,  there  is  little  natural  regeneration.  For  this  reason,  maintaining  the  current  forest  of 
668,000  trees  requires  that  planting  keep  pace  with  tree  removal.  There  is  no  information  on  a 
citywide  level  as  to  whether  or  not  this  is  occurring. 


The  Forest  along  the  Streets 

Streets  and  public  rights-of-way  comprise  the  most  significant  opportunity  for  planting  within  the  city. 
But  although  one-quarter  of  the  city  (almost  8,000  acres  of  land)  is  devoted  to  these  public  spaces, 
they  are  underplanted  and  existing  trees  are  not  linked  to  a  larger  and  coherent  community.  Unlike 
trees  in  parks  and  backyard  areas,  street  trees  struggle  with  even  more  urban  stresses,  in  particular, 
soil  compaction  and  paved  surfaces  that  restrict  root  and  tree  growth.  At  the  same  time,  the  urban 
street  tree,  more  than  any  other  element  in  the  city  landscape,  can  most  effectively  mediate  due  to  its 
proximity,  the  environmental  impacts  of  vehicular  exhaust,  noise,  urban  run-off  and  pollution. 

The  capacity  of  streets  to  grow  trees  is  often  compromised  by  other  demands  like  vehicular  traffic.  A 
static  approach  to  street  design  must  be  replaced  by  a  new  attitude  that  envisions  the  urban  forest  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  infrastructure  of  the  street,  as  important  to  and  fundamentally  tied  to  a  much 
broader  and  diverse  vision,  related  to  all  modes  of  movement  and  imparting  a  sense  of  scale  and 
identity  that  makes  urban  environments  more  humane  and  livable.  In  some  cases,  street  plantings 
have  failed — for  various  reasons — and  now  need  to  be  replaced.  The  Market  Street  plantings  of 
London  plane  frees  (Platanus  x  acerifolia)  are  a  case  in  point.  Rather  than  creating  an  intentional 
ribbon  of  green  that  would  underscore  the  importance  of  this  street  in  the  city,  the  trees  along  Market 
are  stunted  and  contorted  and  appear  abused,  which  they  are.  In  these  cases,  major  new  street  tree 
plantings  should  be  undertaken  as  part  of  rethinking  a  broader  role  for  the  street  itself. 

Within  the  public  right-of-way  along  San  Francisco's  streets  are  approximately  106,000  trees,  or  16% 
of  the  City's  668,000  tree  urban  forest.8  Street  trees,  defined  by  location,  illustrate  the  diversity  of 
ownership  and  management  of  the  urban  forest.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW)  maintains 
about  26,000  trees,  primarily  located  along  boulevards  and  arterials.  Property  owners  maintain 
another  80,000  trees,  primarily  in  residential  settings. 

San  Francisco's  street  trees  are  not  evenly  distributed  across  the  city  (Table  3).  Street  tree 
populations,  both  publicly  and  privately  maintained,  range  from  3,723  trees  in  District  3  (North  Beach) 
to  12,898  in  District  5  (Western  Addition).  Most  of  the  street  trees  in  District  4  (Sunset)  are  managed

Another  way  of  comprehending  the  number  of  street  trees  is  to  compare  them  with  the  people  and 
streets  that  naturally  border  them.  With  106,000  street  trees  and  a  human  population  of  776,733, 
there  are  approximately  seven  San  Franciscans  for  each  street  tree  (Table  4).  Across  districts,  the 
number  of  residents  per  tree  ranges  from  4.8  in  District  8  (Castro/Noe)  to  18.9  in  District  2  (North 
Beach).  Comparing  the  number  of  street  trees  of  the  miles  of  streets  is  another  way  to  visualize  and 
comprehend  street  trees  in  San  Francisco.  The  citywide  average  is  1 13  trees  per  mile  of  street. 
However,  there  is  great  variation  in  the  number  of  street  trees  per  mile  among  districts.  The  number 
of  street  trees  per  mile  of  street  range  from  209  trees  per  mile  in  District  5  (Western  Addition)  to  66  in 
District  2  (North  Beach).  The  citywide  average  is  1 13  trees  per  mile  of  street. 

These  numbers  are  brief  summaries  of  street  tree  populations  that  permit  simple  comparison  between 
neighborhoods  in  San  Francisco;  they  are  not  intended  to  explain  the  multiple  factors  that  contribute 
to  the  variation  in  street  tree  population  and  condition. 

Looking  at  the  ratio  of  residents  to  each  street  tree  is  a  common  standard  of  comparison  between 
cities.  With  seven  residents  for  each  street  tree,  San  Francisco  was  at  the  low  end  of  22  cities  whose 
street  tree  populations  were  studied  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  Forest  Service. 
Los  Angeles,  Eugene,  OR  and  Syracuse,  NY  all  have  one  street  tree  for  every  five  residents. 

The  San  Francisco  street  tree  population  and  ratio  to  residents  lags  behind  other  cities  for  many 
reasons.  In  a  majority  of  residential  areas,  the  property  owner  is  required  to  pay  for  street  tree 
planting  and  maintenance,  which  can  be  a  barrier  especially  to  lower  income  residents.  By  contrast 
some  cities  provide  street  trees  and  limited  maintenance  for  free.  Residents  may  also  have  cultural 
preferences  that  make  tree  planting  less  desirable. 

Besides  social  considerations,  there  are  physical  obstacles  to  planting  and  tending  healthy  street 
trees.  Street  and  sidewalk  infrastructure  makes  it  difficult  to  plant  trees.  Furthermore,  overhead 
wires,  utility  undergrounding  and  paved  surfaces  are  often  prioritized  before  trees.  Often  the  paved 
area  of  the  street  is  far  more  extensive  than  is  needed  to  perform  the  necessary  functions  and 
creative  approaches  can  accomplish  larger  goals  for  reclaiming  space  for  pedestrians  and  bicyclists 
and  creating  streets  that  are  calmer  and  designed  to  be  more  supportive  of  the  neighborhoods  and 
districts  around  them. 

A  tremendous  opportunity  exists  to  take  advantage  of  lost  space  within  the  city  and  dramatically 
expand  the  urban  forest  through  the  conversion  of  pavement  into  healthy  soil  and  permeable  surfaces 
capable  of  supporting  the  urban  forest.  One  opportunity  is  transforming  public  rights-of-  way.  A  public 
right-of-way  is  an  area  affiliated  with  alleys,  boulevards,  courts,  lanes,  roads,  sidewalks,  spaces, 
streets,  unaccepted  streets  and  ways  within  San  Francisco  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works.  Common  examples  include  medians,  sidewalks,  triangles  and  unaccepted  streets. 
The  DPW  Street  Parks  Program  helps  community  members  transform  public  rights-of-way  into  open 
spaces  with  landscaping  and  other  amenities.  For  example,  the  San  Jose/Guerrero  Coalition  to  Save 
Our  Trees  transformed  street  medians  with  trees,  shrubs  and  plants,  while  the  Quesada  Gardens 
Initiative  established  a  community  garden  in  Bayview/Hunters  Point,  which  includes  trees. 
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These  efforts  compliment  Traffic  Calming  Program  Guidelines  developed  by  the  Department  of 
Parking  and  Transportation  (DPT).  Within  the  guidelines,  there  are  opportunities  to  incorporate  street 
trees.  About  50%  of  the  program's  projects  incorporate  trees,  shrubs,  rocks,  drought  tolerant  plants 
and  limited  irrigation  and  proposed  median  islands  would  incorporate  trees.  Also,  DPT  is  currently 
working  on  the  San  Francisco  Pedestrian  Plan,  which  is  another  way  to  promote  street  trees  and  their 
numerous  benefits. 

In  addition,  there  are  over  127,000  empty  planting  sites  present  along  City  streets.  Most  (98%)  of 
these  are  void  space,  locations  where  no  planting  basin  currently  exists.  Installing  a  tree  in  those 
spaces  requires  cutting  the  existing  pavement  and  creating  a  new  planting  basin.  About  5,000  spaces 
are  existing  basins  that  simply  lack  a  tree.  However,  some  existing  and  potential  basins  may  be 
unsuitable  for  tree  planting  due  to  considerations  like  accessibility  for  the  disabled,  utilities,  driveways 
and  curb  cuts. 

As  with  the  trees  themselves,  potential  planting  spaces  are  not  evenly  spread  across  the  city.  For 
example,  less  than  30%  of  the  potential  planting  spaces  in  Districts  4  and  11  are  planted  with  trees 
whereas  over  70%  in  Districts  5  and  8  have  trees  (Table  4). 

A  great  opportunity  exists  to  enhance  San  Francisco's  street  tree  population  by  simply  planting  within 
the  existing  street  system.  There  are  more  potential  planting  spaces  in  San  Francisco  (127,500)  than 
are  currently  occupied  by  a  street  tree  (106,000).  In  theory,  the  street  tree  population  could  be 
doubled  by  simply  planting  in  the  vacant  spaces.  However,  the  actual  number  of  potential  planting 
spaces  is  less  than  127,500  due  to  the  presence  of  underground  utilities,  view  sheds  and  proximity  to 
related  infrastructure.  Given  that  the  distribution  of  trees  across  the  city  is  uneven,  new  trees  could  be 
installed  in  neighborhoods  with  fewer  street  trees. 

In  response  to  this  opportunity,  the  Urban  Forest  Council  has  written  a  Street  Tree  Action  Plan  that 
includes  planting,  maintenance  and  funding  goals.9  The  stated  target  of  planting  5,000  new  trees 
each  year  will  place  100,000  additional  streets  trees  over  20  years.  The  Mayor's  Office  is  leading  the 
implementation  of  this  plan,  which  supports  Article  11  of  the  United  Nations  Urban  Environmental 
Accords. 

Among  the  106,000  street  trees  in  the  city,  the  most  common  species  are  small-  and  medium-sized 
species:  Victorian  box,  Indian  laurel,  New  Zealand  Christmas  tree  and  plum.  Large  tree  species  such 
as  blue  gum,  Monterey  pine  and  Monterey  cypress,  while  common  in  the  open  space  areas,  are 
present  only  in  small  numbers.  It  is  important  to  plant  the  largest  tree  possible  for  each  planting  site 
whenever  possible.  In  some  cases  there  is  not  enough  space,  either  above-  or  below-ground,  for 
large  trees  along  city  streets. 

Citywide,  60%  of  the  street  trees  are  in  good  condition,  30%  in  fair  and  10%  in  poor  condition  or  dead. 
Tree  condition  varies  across  the  city  due  to  species  selection,  growing  conditions  and  ongoing  care 
and  maintenance.  In  District  6  (SOMA)  for  example,  85%  of  the  private  trees  are  in  good  condition 
while  in  Districts  3  (North  Beach)  and  11  (Excelsior/Outer  Mission),  only  27%  and  25%  are.  Given  the 
variation  in  economic  development  across  the  supervisorial  districts,  it  is  not  surprising  that  trees 
managed  by  private  property  owners  vary  in  condition.  It  is  surprising  that  the  same  pattern  occurs  in 
publicly  managed  street  trees.  Few  public  trees  in  District  10  (Potrero/Bayview/Hunters  Point)  are  in 
good  condition,  while  76%  in  District  11  (Excelsior/Outer  Mission)  are  in  good  condition.

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Street  tree  survival  varies  depends  on  many  factors  such  as  location,  maintenance  and  community 
involvement.  Since  1987,  over  38,000  street  trees  have  been  planted  by  the  Friends  of  the  Urban 
Forest  (FUF),  the  City's  foremost  non-profit  tree  organization.10  A  survey  of  trees  planted  by  FUF  has 
shown  that  almost  90%  of  trees  were  alive  36  months  after  planting  and  over  two-thirds  were  alive  10 
years  after  planting.  There  were  important  species  and  location  differences  in  tree  survival  and 
growth,  information  that  helps  FUF  enhance  the  growth  and  performance  of  new  plantings.  Residents 
of  the  Castro/Eureka  Valley  areas  can  take  pride  that  over  90%  of  trees  were  alive  after  10  years.11  A 
national  study  on  community  based  urban  forestry  projects  confirms  the  effectiveness  of  Friends  of  the 
Urban  Forest  and  similar  organizations.12 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  internal  departmental  data  on  street  tree 
mortality.  For  street  trees  managed  by  DPW,  the  estimated  mortality  rate  is  5%  within  five  years  after 
planting.  Then  the  estimated  mortality  rate  drops  to  1 .5%  after  five  years.13 

There  is  no  comparable  study  or  data  set  for  street  trees  managed  by  property  owners  without 
assistance  from  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  or  DPW. 

Common  objections  to  street  trees  are  potential  conflicts  with  pavement  and  utility  lines.  However,  in 
San  Francisco  there  are  relatively  few  conflicts  between  trees  and  these  types  of  infrastructure.  Only 
15%  of  street  trees  have  displaced  pavement  more  than  0.5  inches.  Although  the  vast  majority  of 
street  trees  are  located  beneath  overhead  utilities,  only  about  10%  have  been  topped  to  provide 
clearance.  Both  of  these  conflicts  may  become  more  significant  in  the  future  as  young  trees  enlarge 
in  size.  In  order  to  ensure  tree  growth  and  health  above  and  below  ground,  infrastructure 
improvements  are  necessary. 

In  2003,  the  Urban  Forest  Council  asked  a  team  of  scientists  from  the  USDA  Forest  Service's 
research  unit  in  Davis,  California  to  calculate  the  costs  and  benefits  provided  by  the  City's  street 
trees.14  The  Forest  Service  team  worked  in  cooperation  with  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  and 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  survey  the  street  tree  population.  Subsequently,  the  Forest  Service 
analyzed  the  cost  of  managing  26,490  trees  maintained  by  DPW,  and  evaluated  the  benefits  provided 
by  the  trees  to  the  city. 

Street  trees  managed  by  DPW: 

■  Have  an  annual  maintenance  cost  of  $4.77  million,  based  an  operating  budget  of  $3.43  million 
and  $1.35  million  spent  by  other  departments  on  street  trees.  The  largest  expenditures 
involve  tree  pruning  ($2.26  million)  and  litigation  costs  ($1.08  million). 

■  Provide  the  city  with  $7.5  million  in  annual  benefits  including  property  value  increases  which 
account  for  $6.9  million  per  year  of  this  total. 

■  Provide  $467,000  per  year  in  controlling  storm  water  runoff. 

■  Provide  savings  of  $85,000  in  energy  costs  (heating  &  cooling)  to  adjacent  properties. 

On  balance,  the  benefits  provided  by  city-managed  street  trees  equal  the  costs  associated  with  their 
care.  The  Street  Tree  Action  Plan  provides  goals  and  a  budget  to  increase  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
street  trees  in  San  Francisco.

In  early  2005,  the  Urban  Forest  Council  asked  1,100  residents,  100  in  each  of  the  11  Supervisory 
Districts,  to  comment  on  their  feelings  and  attitudes  about  the  City's  urban  forest.15  Overall,  residents 
were  satisfied  with  the  quantity  and  quality  of  trees  in  the  city,  and  were  somewhat  more  satisfied  with 
parks  than  with  the  trees  on  the  street  where  they  live. 

Across  San  Francisco,  the  level  of  satisfaction  with  the  quality  and  quantity  of  street  trees  varied.  At 
one  end  of  the  scale,  just  over  70%  of  the  people  in  District  7  were  satisfied  with  the  trees  on  the 
streets  where  they  live.  In  contrast,  only  44%  and  45%  of  respondents  in  Districts  11  and  6  shared 
this  view.  The  satisfaction  levels  in  other  Districts  range  within  these  numbers.  There  did  not  appear 
to  be  a  relationship  between  number  of  trees  in  a  District  and  overall  satisfaction. 

Most  San  Franciscans  (62%)  believed  that  city  government  and  its  agencies  should  be  responsible  for 
planting  and  caring  for  trees  along  city  streets.  A  majority  supported  increasing  the  parcel  tax  in  order 
that  the  government  might  provide  these  services.  Property  owners,  however,  are  opposed  to  such  a 
tax.  Twenty-five  percent  (25%)  of  San  Franciscans  have  installed  a  tree  outside  their  home  or 
apartment,  and  another  25%  have  considered  doing  so. 

San  Franciscans  recognize  the  unique  character  and  qualities  of  rare  and  very  old  trees.  About  two- 
thirds  supported  legislation  that  would  prohibit  their  removal,  even  on  private  property. 


Summary:  The  Current  State  of  San  Francisco's  Urban  Forest 

San  Francisco's  urban  forest  consists  of  668,000  trees  located  in  1)  a  small  number  of  large  parcels, 
2)  along  city  streets,  and  3)  a  large  number  of  small  parcels.  Estimates  are  that  over  200,000  trees 
are  found  in  open  spaces  such  as  the  Presidio  and  Golden  Gate  Park.  Ownership  of  these  parcels 
includes  state,  federal  and  municipal  agencies  as  well  as  private  landholders. 

The  majority  of  the  106,000  street  trees  are  in  good  condition.  Trees  along  city  streets  are  generally 
smaller  in  size  than  those  found  in  parks.  The  ratio  of  the  City's  population  to  street  trees  is  about  7:1, 
which  is  below  that  of  other  cities.  The  Street  Tree  Action  Plan  provides  a  blueprint  for  increasing  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  street  trees.  Street  tree  management  is  shared  by  the  City  and  private  property 
owners. 

The  remaining  368,000  trees  that  comprise  the  urban  forest  are  found  on  residential  properties, 
within  commercial  and  industrial  areas,  and  as  part  of  the  landscapes  of  institutions  such  as 
hospitals  and  universities. 

Taken  together,  the  canopy  of  the  668,000  trees  covers  12%  of  San  Francisco's  land  area.  This 
forest  removes  contaminants  from  the  atmosphere,  reduces  storm  water  runoff,  provides  wildlife 
habitat,  and  enhances  property  values. 

San  Franciscans  value  the  City's  urban  forest.  Most  residents  are  satisfied  with  the  park  system  and 
value  its  presence.  A  majority  are  satisfied  with  the  trees  on  the  street  where  they  live.  One  in  four 
has  planted  a  tree!  A  majority  of  San  Franciscans  want  City  government  to  take  a  leadership  role  in 
managing  the  urban  forest.

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IV.  A  Plan  for  the  Future  of  San  Francisco's  Urban  Forest 

San  Francisco  historically  lacked  a  natural  forest  resource.  The  existing  forest  is  the  result  of 
determined  human  efforts  at  planting  and  maintenance.  If  the  forest  is  going  to  be  sustained  in  the 
future,  the  same  committed  effort  is  needed.  San  Francisco's  urban  forest  cannot  maintain  itself  let 
alone  expand  itself.  Citizens,  government  agencies,  corporations  and  organizations  need  to 
establish,  care  for  and  maintain  it. 


Goal  1.  Maintain  and  conserve  the  existing  urban  forest. 

San  Francisco's  urban  forest  is  a  unique  assemblage  of  diverse  species,  bringing  together  trees  from 
all  over  the  world.  Many  of  the  large  groups  of  trees,  most  notably  in  the  Presidio,  Golden  Gate  Park, 
and  Mount  Sutro,  are  mature  and  are  reaching  the  end  of  their  life  spans,  with  greater  susceptibility  to 
disease  and  windthrow.  The  number  of  trees  in  these  areas  is  declining  and  the  possibility  of  huge 
losses  during  episodes  of  drought,  high  winds  and  storms  or  to  disease  continues  to  increase  over 
time.  The  1998  Golden  Gate  Park  Master  Plan  estimated  that  30  to  40%  of  the  trees  in  the  park 
would  be  lost  in  the  next  20  years.  Over  the  period  1980  to  1993,  the  tree  population  in  the  park 
declined  by  over  6,000  trees  (19%  of  the  total  in  the  Park).  The  Plan  noted,  "Park  forest  will  continue 
to  decline  through  natural  aging  process." 

The  partnership  between  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  has 
resulted  in  thousands  of  trees  being  planted  along  city  streets.  There  has  not  been,  however,  a  plan 
to  address  maintenance  of  these  trees  as  they  become  mature.  At  this  time,  the  burden  for  care  falls 
to  the  property  owner. 

The  parks  and  street  plantings  are  significant  contributors  to  the  city's  livability  and  a  concerted  effort 
must  be  made  to  maintain  and  conserve  them.  Otherwise,  trees  will  decline  and  die  sooner  rather 
than  later.  Several  specific  actions  are  needed  to  maintain  and  sustain  this  valuable  resource: 

■  City  of  San  Francisco  departments  and  agencies  that  manage  trees  should  establish  a  state  of 
the  art  stewardship  program  that  addresses  the  full  lifecycle  of  trees  within  the  urban  forest 
and  the  appropriate  strategies  and  approaches  required  for  best  management  of  the  resource. 
Within  5  years,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Recreation  and  Park  Department  should 
replace  the  current  "pruning  by  request"  effort  with  a  program  of  scheduled  maintenance  for  all 
trees. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  incorporate  an  urban  forest  component  into  the  city's 
general  plan. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  enact  legislative  tools  and  public  policies  that  protect 
existing  trees  on  public  and  private  property  and  provide  consistent  enforcement. 

■  City  departments  should  prepare  management  plans  for  the  trees  and  parks  they  manage. 
Agencies  outside  city  government  should  be  encouraged  to  do  the  same. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  establish  a  goal  of  no  net  loss  of  trees.  Where  a  tree  is 
removed  due  to  development,  whether  public  or  private,  the  responsible  party  should  be 
required  to  replace  its  value,  either  through  new  planting  or  fees. 

■  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  should  institute  a  more  aggressive  reforestation 
program  in  City  parks. 

■  City  departments  should  expand  programs  of  habitat  restoration,  particularly  in  remnant 
patches  of  pre-settlement  vegetation. 

■  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  should  cultivate  trees  and  vegetation  and  link  their  open 
space  with  other  areas  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area  as  part  of  the  Alameda  Watershed 
Management  Plan. 
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Goal  2.  Expand  the  urban  forest  through  new  planting. 

San  Francisco's  urban  forest  is  not  evenly  distributed  across  the  city.  Some  neighborhoods  and 
communities  have  fewer,  smaller  and  less  healthy  trees  than  others  and  they  receive  fewer  benefits 
from  trees.  To  provide  the  benefits  of  trees  to  all  residents,  street  and  park  tree  management 
programs  must  be  expanded  into  underserved  areas.  Given  the  economically  disadvantaged 
condition  of  some  districts,  the  City  and  its  partners  need  to  take  leadership  in  urban  forest 
management.  One  possibility  is  that  the  City's  Department  of  Public  Works  can  expand  the  number  of 
streets  along  which  it  maintains  trees. 

Before  the  Department  of  Public  Works  can  plant  new  street  trees,  the  existing  street  tree  program 
must  be  strengthened.  New  trees  must  be  planted  to  replace  trees  that  were  previously  removed 
from  existing  plantings  and  opportunities  for  new  plantings  need  to  be  realized  along  with  restructuring 
of  streets  and  other  public  spaces.  Public  Works  acknowledges  that  new  trees  have  not  been  planted 
at  a  rate  equal  to  their  removal.  In  addition,  capital  improvement  projects  remove  trees  without 
associated  replacement.  A  similar  situation  exists  in  other  City  departments  like  Recreation  and  Park. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  establish  a  goal  to  raise  canopy  cover  from  12%  to  15%  in 
the  next  10  years. 

■  The  City  should  ensure  that  street  design  and  redesign  projects  include  trees. 

■  The  Department  of  Public  Works  should  establish  a  goal  of  one  street  tree  for  every  5 
residents.  Current  levels  are  one  tree  for  every  7  residents.  A  street  tree  for  every  5  residents 
would  place  San  Francisco  at  the  average  ratio  for  cities  of  comparable  size. 

■  The  Department  of  Public  Works  should  establish  a  goal  that  85%  of  planting  spaces  should 
be  planted.  This  should  occur  in  all  districts,  as  recommended  in  the  Urban  Forest  Council's 
Street  Tree  Action  Plan. 

■  The  Department  of  the  Environment,  using  the  results  of  the  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest's 
study  of  tree  planting,  should  coordinate  an  update  of  the  recommended  species  selection 
lists.  This  update  should  become  the  citywide  approved  list  for  use  by  all  City  departments. 

■  The  Department  of  Public  Works  should  investigate  improvements  for  street  tree  planting  such 
as  larger  tree  basins,  tree  trenches,  and  structural  soil. 

■  The  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  and  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  and  other  City  departments  should  work  in  concert  with  neighborhood 
and  community  groups  in  areas  with  smaller  tree  populations  to  initiate  street  and  park  tree 
plantings  such  as  North  Beach,  Sunset,  Merced,  Potrero  Hill,  Bayview/Hunters  Point,  and 
Excelsior/Outer  Mission  districts. 

■  The  Department  of  the  Environment  should  engage  the  SF  Unified  School  District  and 
associated  parent-faculty  groups  at  local  schools  to  develop  a  tree  planting  and  maintenance 
program. 

■  City  departments  should  initiate  tree  planting  programs  at  municipal  facilities  in  the  North 
Beach,  Sunset,  Merced,  Potrero  Hill,  Bayview/Hunters  Point,  and  Excelsior/Outer  Mission 
districts. 

■  The  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Planning  Department  should  prioritize  key  streets  with 
potential  for  linking  the  city  that  can  become  corridors  for  planting. 

■  The  Planning  Department  and  Redevelopment  Agency  should  upgrade  and  expand  tree 
planting  and  landscape  requirements  in  new  projects. 


Goal  3.  Foster  a  shared  set  of  values  about  the  urban  forest  through  education  and  action. 

Few  residents  and  fewer  visitors  would  argue  that  San  Francisco  would  be  a  better  place  without  its 
urban  forest.  The  trees  that  comprise  the  urban  forest  make  the  City  a  more  livable,  enjoyable  and 
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desirable  place.  The  fact  that  75%  of  San  Franciscans  are  satisfied  with  the  City's  urban  forest 
reflects  this  observation.  The  challenge  lies  in  translating  that  sense  of  satisfaction  into  a  plan  of 
action,  one  with  some  urgency  associated  with  it. 

■  The  Department  of  the  Environment  should  coordinate  a  public  outreach  program  regarding 
the  value  of  parks,  open  space  and  individual  trees.  Disseminate  information  through  outlets 
such  as  utility  bills,  new  homeowner  packets  and  other  mass  outlets.  A  program  of  education 
on  the  current  policies  and  city  codes  associated  with  City  trees  as  well  as  information  on  what 
constitutes  proper  tree  selection  and  care. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  provide  information  and  take  input  from  citizens  and 
community  groups  in  those  areas  where  residents  are  not  completely  satisfied  with 
neighborhood  trees,  most  notably  North  Beach,  South  of  Market,  Mission/Bernal  and 
Excelsior/Outer  Mission. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  foster  community  participation  and  special  celebrations 
associated  with  major  planting  events  like  Arbor  Day. 

■  The  Department  of  the  Environment  should  engage  the  School  District  to  incorporate  tree  care 
and  Arbor  Day  celebrations  into  the  elementary  school  curriculum. 

■  The  Department  of  the  Environment  should  engage  the  religious/spiritual  community  to 
incorporate  tree  planting  and  care  into  its  programs. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  offer  creative  opportunities  to  support  urban  forestry  such  as 
memorial  tree  plantings,  adopt-a-tree  programs,  and  a  tree  endowment  fund. 

■  The  Planning  Department,  Redevelopment  Agency  and  Department  of  Public  Works  should 
specify  that  new  developments  and  streetscapes  must  provide  adequate  space  for  trees  and 
growing  conditions  that  ensure  their  survival  and  development. 

■  The  Planning  Department,  Redevelopment  Agency  and  Department  of  Public  Works  should 
ensure  that  street  design  and  redesign  projects  include  trees  as  one  of  the  project  goals, 
protecting  existing  trees  where  appropriate,  and  providing  adequate  growing  conditions  for 
new  trees. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  publicly  commemorate  outstanding  contributions  to  the 
urban  forest  from  individuals,  community  organizations,  city  agencies  and  donors. 


Goal  4.  Manage  the  urban  forest  in  a  coordinated,  responsible  and  effective  manner. 

San  Franciscans  want  city  government  to  take  the  lead  role  in  managing  the  urban  forest.  They 
expect  public  agencies  to  be  role  models  for  its  stewardship.  Since  the  City  does  not  have  a 
centralized  urban  forestry  department,  there  is  a  need  for  interagency  coordination,  communication, 
and  consistency  of  action.  The  Department  of  the  Environment  currently  meets  the  role  of 
coordinator.  Additional  steps  are  needed: 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco,  through  the  Department  of  the  Environment  should  establish  an 
interdepartmental  working  group  composed  of  all  departments  and  agencies  that  have  urban 
forest  management  responsibility. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  establish  clear  lines  of  responsibility  within  City  government 
for  planting,  maintenance  and  management  of  the  urban  forest. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  develop  standards  and  best  management  practices  for  tree 
selection  and  care.  It  must  ensure  that  all  City  departments  and  projects  employ  the 
standards. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  direct  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  establish  a  sub- 
committee of  the  Urban  Forest  Council  to  work  with  owners  of  open  space  parcels  on  issues  of 
common  interest. 
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■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  develop  standards  for  the  planting  and  maintenance  of  all 
new  plantings  by  all  agencies  and  contractors  in  the  City. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  incorporate  trees  in  all  street  redesign  projects,  which 
provide  pedestrian,  bicyclist  and  traffic  calming  benefits.  Opportunities  exist  within  the 
Pedestrian  Master  Plan  and  Traffic  Calming  Program  Guidelines. 

■  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  include  urban  forestry  professionals  in  the  City  departments 
(such  as  Planning)  to  provide  expertise,  review  plans,  troubleshoot  potential  problems,  and 
follow  through  on  maintenance  and  management  of  the  urban  forest. 


Goal  5.  Identify  sustainable  approaches  for  the  funding  and  implementation  of  urban  forest 
initiatives. 

Taking  care  of  the  urban  forest  requires  a  significant  investment  of  labor,  resources  and  skills  and 
each  stage  in  a  tree's  life  requires  a  certain  level  of  maintenance.  Investing  in  pruning,  watering  and 
mulch  for  young  trees  will  reduce  maintenance  costs  in  the  long  run  as  the  forest  ages.  Properly 
maintaining  a  mature,  aging  forest  resource  is  costly  and  more  labor  intensive  than  maintaining  young 
trees.  Funding  has  not  kept  pace  with  need.  In  fact,  funding  levels  for  tree  care  within  City  agencies 
has  declined.  The  impact  on  care  of  the  urban  forest  is  clear  and  direct.  For  example,  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  Forest  Management  Plan  created  in  1980  outlined  a  25  to  30  year  tree  replacement  cycle 
for  the  park's  aging  forests  and  yet  in  1998,  the  reforestation  project  was  operating  on  a  50-year 
cycle.  Creating  and  caring  for  the  existing  urban  forest  and  extending  into  underserved  areas  will 
require  additional,  stable  financial  resources. 

In  2000,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  lost  approximately  25%  of  its  available  funding  for  new 
planting  when  Proposition  B  expired.  The  Department  suffered  additional  cutbacks  due  to  the  loss  of 
sales  tax  revenue.  This  occurs  at  the  same  time  that  trees  planted  by  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  are 
maturing  and  in  need  of  additional  care.  Moreover,  planting  has  not  kept  pace  with  removals.  In 
short,  there  is  a  crisis  in  funding  the  street  tree  program. 

The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  are  only  the  two  most 
obvious  examples  of  the  inadequacy  of  current  funding  to  sustain  the  existing  urban  forest.  Other  City 
departments  with  tree  and  forest  management  responsibility  face  similar  shortfalls.  Without  increases 
in  funding  base,  the  City  cannot  care  for  its  urban  forest. 
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V.  Working  the  Plan:  Action  Items  and  Next  Steps 

Implementation  of  the  goals  and  action  items  will  require  a  coordinated  effort  by  all  who  hold  San 
Francisco's  urban  forest  important.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  must  take  the  leadership  role.  The  City 
owns  some  of  the  most  significant  parts  of  the  urban  forest,  sets  the  policies  and  funding  for  their 
management,  and  is  the  role  model  for  other  owners  and  managers.  While  a  number  of  City 
departments  will  be  involved,  the  burden  of  leadership  will  rest  with  the  Department  of  the 
Environment's  Urban  Forest  Council,  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department. 

Although  all  of  the  action  items  are  important,  several  stand  out  as  requiring  immediate  attention: 

1 .  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  develop  a  citywide  set  of  standards  and  best 
management  practices  for  tree  selection,  purchase,  installation  and  care.  The  City  of 
San  Francisco's  tree  management  is  the  model  for  how  private  property  owners  will  manage 
theirs.  For  this  reason,  the  City  needs  creative  approaches,  consistent  standards  and  quality 
tree  care.  The  Urban  Forest  Council  should  take  the  lead  to  create  standards,  which  include: 

a.  Best  practices  for  tree  planting  including  recommended  species,  nursery  selection, 
structural  evaluation,  soil  volume,  etc. 

b.  Uniform  tree  pruning  standards  for  all  City  departments  based  on  the  most  recent  editions 
of  the  American  National  Standard  for  Tree  Care  Operations  (ANSI  Z133  and  A300)  as 
well  as  the  Best  Management  Practices  prepared  by  the  International  Society  of 
Arboriculture. 

c.  All  City  employees  who  have  responsibility  for  tree  management  should  be  qualified  and 
participate  in  industry  continuing  education  programs.  The  basic  qualification  is  the 
Certified  Arborist  program  of  the  International  Society  of  Arboriculture. 

2.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  protect  existing  trees  from  and  during  development. 

a.  Require  tree  protection  plans  for  construction  and  development  projects.  The  Department 
of  Planning  should  establish  goals,  guidelines  and  forms  to  track  trees  before  and  after 
projects. 

b.  Establish  a  Landmark  Tree  Program  to  celebrate  and  protect  notable  trees  in  San 
Francisco  using  a  range  of  subjective  and  objective  factors. 

c.  Develop  an  awards  program  that  recognizes  innovative  examples  of  projects  that  protect 
valuable  trees. 

d.  Require  that  City  agencies,  private  developments  and  individual  citizens  are  all  held  to  a 
consistent  set  of  standards. 

e.  Encourage  state  and  federal  agencies,  along  with  other  public  institutions  exempt  from  City 
policies,  to  adhere  to  City  tree  protection  requirements. 

3.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  establish  a  goal  of  no  net  loss  of  trees  on  public  and 
private  property.  Where  a  tree  is  removed  due  to  development  whether  public  or  private,  the 
responsible  party  should  be  required  to  replace  its  value,  either  through  new  planting  or  in-lieu 
fees. 

a.  Goal  of  no  net  loss  should  be  required  for  all  City  agencies  and  incorporated  into  policies 
and  ordinances  used  by  private  property  owners. 
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b.  Value  of  trees  should  be  established  using  the  Council  of  Tree  and  Landscape  Appraisers 
methodology. 

c.  Trees  that  are  diseased,  dying,  dangerous  and  in  otherwise  poor  condition  can  be  exempt 
from  certain  requirements. 

4.  City  of  San  Francisco  departments  should  institute  a  comprehensive  reforestation 
program  in  City  parks  and  public  institutions.  How  the  trees  are  managed  and  cared  for  in 
public  parks  and  facilities  is  a  physical  representation  of  the  City's  concern  and  commitment. 
An  aggressive  reforestation  program  in  these  locations  will  demonstrate  the  City's  support  for 
tree  planting  and  maintenance. 

a.  Work  with  the  Planning  Department  to  incorporate  tree  planting  in  the  landscape  master 
plan  for  projects. 

b.  Collaborate  with  Green  Schoolyard  Alliance,  Living  Library  and  other  community  groups  to 
develop  tree  programs  at  SF  Public  School  District  and  private  schools. 

c.  Work  with  the  Recreation  &  Park  to  reinstate  the  30-year  rotation  for  reforestation  at 
Golden  Gate  Park  and  implement  existing  forest  management  plans. 

d.  Assist  public  institutions  like  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  with  developing  and  implementing 
urban  forestry  management  plans. 

5.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  allocate  and  secure  funding  for  tree  planting  and 
maintenance  from  public  and  private  sources  including  partnerships.  San  Francisco's 
Urban  Forest  Council  has  the  responsibility  to  identify  and  secure  stable  funding  to  support  the 
planting  efforts  we  propose.  In  its  Street  Tree  Action  Plan,  the  Council  identified  funding 
needs  over  the  next  20  years.  A  research  project  supported  by  the  Council  indicated  voter 
approval  of  a  dedicated  sales  tax  increase,  a  general  parcel  tax,  or  neighborhood  assessment 
district  would  be  problematic.  As  a  result,  the  Council  is  currently  exploring  creative  options 
that  do  not  involve  taxes  or  general  funds  allocations.  The  following  items  are  suggested 
possibilities  for  funding  options  for  the  urban  forest. 

By  themselves,  none  of  these  would  yield  $20  million  annually,  but  taken  together,  we  get  quite 
close. 

A.  Amend  Section  143  of  the  Planning  Code: 

For  renovation  projects  involving  more  than  $25,000,  the  property  owner  could  be  required 
to  plant  street  trees.  If  there  is  an  existing  street  tree  or  no  room  to  plant  one,  or  the 
Planning  Department  waives  the  requirement,  the  property  owner  could  pay  the  "in  lieu 
fee"  (currently  $560)  to  the  Adopt-a-Tree  Fund  or  provide  10  to  20  years  of  maintenance 
for  a  street  tree.  For  Neighborhood  Commercial  Districts,  the  requirement  can  be  to  plant 
24"  box  trees  or  larger  instead  of  15  gallon  trees.  The  application  of  Section  143  could  be 
broadened  to  other  districts,  such  as  industrial  districts. 

The  number  of  subject  renovations  can  be  estimated  based  on  the  number  of  projects  that 
are  permitted  through  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  each  year,  which  historically 
figures  between  2,500  and  3,500  renovations.  This  proposal  could  generate  upwards  of 
$1.4  million  to  $2  million  per  year. 

Increasing  the  tree  requirements  for  Planned  Unit  Developments  is  another  practical  way 
to  increase  the  quantity  and  quality  of  street  trees.  Add  a  requirement  to  plant  both  sides 
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of  the  street  adjacent  to  a  Planned  Unit  Development  or  pay  an  in  lieu  fee  if  it  is  not 
possible. 

B.  Increase  parking  meter  revenue,  dedicating  a  portion  to  tree  planting  & 
maintenance. 

There  are  three  potential  ways  of  doing  this:  1)  activating  select  meters  on  Sundays,  2) 
increasing  the  overall  number  of  meters  in  the  City,  and  3)  charging  more  per  metered 
stay.  There  is  a  very  clear  nexus  between  private  automobiles  and  the  air-cleaning 
capabilities  of  our  City's  trees  ($1.3  million  per  year).  A  public  education  campaign  could 
be  launched  called  "Sunday  for  Trees." 

C.  Establish  a  Capital  Campaign  to  build  an  Urban  Forest  Endowment. 

Much  like  the  successful  capital  campaigns  behind  the  Conservatory  of  Flowers  or  the 
Crissy  Field  projects,  we  could  consider  launching  a  similarly  ambitious  capital  campaign 
to  create  an  endowment,  the  interest  on  which  would  provide  a  portion  of  our  annual  need. 

D.  Establish  environmental  impact  fees  for  large-scale  developers. 

A  progressive  fee:  the  nexus  exists  between  the  ability  of  trees  to  mitigate  the  impact  of 
increased  automobile  traffic  on  air  quality,  air  pollution,  impervious  surface,  and  visual 
blight.  The  fee  would  not  require  a  campaign  or  election  cycle.  This  fee  would  mitigate 
traffic  and  air  quality  impacts  by  requiring  the  planting  of  trees,  or  alternatively  to  contribute 
to  a  fund  for  the  planting  of  street  trees.  Again,  the  recent  Urban  Forest  Council  data 
demonstrates  the  quantitative  link  between  air  quality  and  trees. 

E.  Establish  a  set-aside  for  Proposition  K  sales  tax  revenue  for  urban  forestry. 

F.  Encourage  private  initiatives  through  assessment  districts  or  other  means,  thus 
enabling  communities  to  take  greater  responsibility  in  implementing  tree  plantings 
and  reforestation  efforts 

G.  Set  aside  funding  for  urban  forestry  from  the  General  Fund. 

In  addition  to  the  specific  funding  sources  noted  above,  a  financially  sustainable  program 
must: 

■  Develop  a  consistent  message  about  the  urban  forest  and  communicate  it  among  city, 
state  and  federal  leaders  and  agencies. 

■  Identify  planting  of  urban  trees  as  an  important  mitigation  for  the  environmental  impact  of  a 
wide  range  of  projects. 

■  Develop  programs  for  gifting  by  charitable  foundations,  groups  and  individuals. 

■  Aggressively  pursue  and  secure  funding  from  public  and  private  sources  for  planting  and 
maintenance. 

■  Establish  stable  funding  for  community  stewardship  programs  like  Friends  of  the  Urban 
Forest,  Neighborhood  Parks  Council,  and  more. 

6.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  establish  one  or  more  goals  for  the  urban  forest  and 
monitor  the  results  periodically.  Because  the  benefits  of  the  urban  forest  are  directly 
related  to  extent  of  tree  canopy,  an  increased  canopy  would  provide  additional  benefits  to  the 
City's  residents  and  visitors.  The  Urban  Forest  Council  Street  Tree  Action  Plan  is  a  blueprint 
to  reach  the  following  goals 
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a.  One  street  tree  for  every  5  residents,  raising  the  number  of  street  trees  from  106,000  to 
155,000. 

b.  1 5%  canopy  coverage,  increasing  the  number  of  trees  in  the  City  from  668,000  to  835,000. 
In  terms  of  monitoring 

c.  Complete  and  periodically  update  a  street  tree  inventory  in  a  centralized  database. 

d.  Update  the  UFORE  study  in  five  years. 

7.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  update  the  list  of  recommended  trees.  Trees  for  San 
Francisco  -  A  guide  to  street-tree  planting  and  care  was  published  in  1995  and  needs  to  be 
revised.  Friends  or  the  Urban  Forest  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  can  lead  the  efforts 
to  update  the  list  of  recommended  trees.  The  list  of  recommended  trees  should  reflect  tree 
availability,  horticultural  advancements  and  the  local  character  and  identity  of  San  Francisco. 
Furthermore,  the  list  of  planting  situations  needs  to  be  expanded  beyond  street  trees.  A 
related  idea  is  creating  a  list  of  "recommended  plants"  to  place  underneath  trees.  Likewise,  a 
list  of  "plants  to  avoid"  will  prevent  people  from  choosing  undesirable  or  invasive  vegetation 
that  interferes  with  the  health  of  the  tree. 

8.  Elected  and  community  leaders  in  San  Francisco  should  implement  tree  planting 
programs  targeting  underserved  neighborhoods  in  order  to  achieve  more 
environmental  equity  and  accessibility.  The  North  Beach,  Sunset,  Merced,  Potrero  Hill, 
Bayview/Hunters  Point,  and  Excelsior-Outer  Mission  districts  have  a  lower  number  of  street 
trees  than  other  areas  of  the  City.  In  order  to  rectify  this  situation: 

/ 

a.  Direct  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  provide  additional  funding  to  the  Friends  of  the 
Urban  Forest  to  initiate  planting  projects  in  these  neighborhoods. 

b.  Engage  the  local  community  groups  to  support  tree  planting  and  aftercare. 

c.  Direct  City  facilities  to  initiate  tree  planting  efforts  on  City  property. 

d.  Incorporate  tree  planting  into  larger  neighborhood  improvement  efforts. 

e.  Facilitate  programs  to  create  miniparks  and  permeable  landscaping  where  open  space  is 
limited  (Plant*SF,  Sidewalk  Pocket  Park  Gardens,  DPW  Street  Parks). 

9.  The  City  of  San  Francisco  should  engage  the  SF  Unified  School  District,  Parent  Teacher 
Associations  and  community  groups  to  develop  tree  planting  and  care  programs.  Tree 
programs  at  schools  provide  shade,  UV  radiation  protection,  education  and  engagement. 

a.  Assist  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  develop  a  tree  outreach  program  to  schools  and  school 
groups.  Provide  information  for  tree  planting  and  maintenance. 

b.  Support  existing  groups  like  the  Green  School  Yard  Alliance  and  Living  Library  that  are 
developing  gardens  and  trees  on  school  property. 

c.  Incorporate  arboriculture,  urban  forestry  and  forest  conservation  into  school  curriculum 
activities. 

d.  Secure  funding  and  in-kind  donations  for  tree  planting  and  care  in  schools  through 
government  and  private  sources. 

e.  Develop  a  recognition  program  to  acknowledge  tree  planting  and  care  at  schools. 

f.  Encourage  tree  care  professionals,  school  families  and  neighbors  to  donate  time,  money 
and  resources  for  school  trees. 

The  Urban  Forest  Council  urges  the  City  of  San  Francisco  to  take  immediate  action  on  the  nine  steps 
listed  above  as  there  is  no  time  to  lose.

PUBLIC  COMMENTS:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Committee  on  matters  that  are  within  the 
Committee's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda.  There  was  no  public  comment  at  this  time. 

PUBLIC  MEETING:  INFORMATIONAL  PRESENTATION  and  DISCUSSION:  Urban  Environmental 
Accord  Action  17:  Promote  the  public  health  and  environmental  benefits  of  supporting  locally  grown 
organic  foods.  Ensure  that  twenty  percent  of  all  city  facilities  (including  schools)  serve  locally  grown  and 
organic  food  within  seven  years.  An  informational  presentation  will  be  given  on  what  the  city  can  do  to 
promote  the  new  mainstream  sustainable  food  and  farming  through  local  procurement  and  other 
policies  (Explanatory  Documents:  Health  Commission  Resolution  No.  11-06  and  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Public  Health  Policy  and  Procedure).

Francisco  Food  Systems;  Ms.  Christina  Carpenter,  Department  of  Public  Health;  Ms.  Susana 
Hennessey-Lavery,  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Commissioner  Johanna  Wald  indicated  that  the  goal  of  the  discussion  on  Action  17  of  the  Urban 
Environmental  Accord  was  to  create  an  operational  food  policy  for  the  City.  Director  Jared  Blumenfeld 
echoed  Commission  Wald's  remarks,  by  stating  that  several  internal  and  external  meetings  have  taken 
place  to  address  food  security  and  local  food  access,  and  this  meeting  seeks  to  secure  direction  for  the 
Commission  in  recommending  a  food  policy  for  the  City.  Director  Blumenfeld  introduced  the  three 
speakers  for  this  issue:  Mr.  Michael  Dimock,  Executive  Director  -  Roots  of  Change  Fund,  Ms.  Anya 
Fernald,  Director  -  Buy  Fresh-Buy  Local  for  the  California  Alliance  of  Family  Farmers  and  Ms.  Paula 
Jones,  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Food  Systems. 

Michael  Dimock,  Executive  Director  for  Roots  of  Change  Fund,  stated  that  the  mission  of  the  Roots  of 
Change  Fund  is  to  create  a  sustainable  food  system  in  California  by  year  2030.  The  Fund  invites  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  to  become  the  first  U.S.  city  to  embrace  an  urban-rural  partnership  in  developing 
a  sustainable  food  policy.  This  vision  consists  of  empowering  the  food  system  labor  force,  developing  < 
localized  food  production  and  distribution  with  concern  for  creating  access  to  quality  food  for  local 
income  people,  recognizing  the  interdependence  of  cities  and  rural  communities,  and  developing 
meaningful  incentives  for  large-scale  farming  operations  to  become  biologically  integrated. 

Mr.  Dimock  reported  that  the  Fund  has  completed  Phase  1  of  their  three-phase  2030  strategy  by 
developing  The  New  Mainstream,  a  report  that  describes  the  attributes  of  a  year  2030  sustainable  food 
system.  The  report  provides  a  comprehensive  list  of  76  indicators  for  measuring  progress,  and  outlines 
an  approach  focused  on  creating  incentives  that  promote  health,  diversity,  social  equality, 
interconnectedness  and  ownership.  In  the  coming  months,  the  Fund  will  move  to  Phase  2  to  develop  a 
detailed  strategy  for  implementing  initiatives.  Phase  3  will  involve  the  identification  of  leader- 
collaborators  to  implement  the  new  food  system,  with  goals  to  become  the  mainstream  in  food  and 
farming  approaches  across  the  U.S.  In  five  years,  the  Fund  hopes  to  invest  nearly  $10-15  million  in 
developing  a  funding  stream  for  supporting  individuals  and  institutions  that  are  working  to  achieve  the 
2030  sustainable  food  system  goal. 

Mr.  Dimock  believes  that  the  City  of  San  Francisco  is  uniquely  poised  to  assume  a  leadership  position 
in  revolutionizing  a  nationwide  sustainable  food  system.  He  invites  the  City  of  San  Francisco  to  (1) 
Appropriate  City-owned  land  or  retain  farmland  in  neighboring  counties  to  produce  food  for  its  facilities, 
schools  and  hospitals  (2)  Create  tax  incentives  for  triple  bottom  line  companies  dedicated  to  food 
production  (3)  Support  on-farm  energy  production  in  Bay  Area  counties  (4)  Encourage  new  retail  stores 
and  more  farmer's  markets  in  low  income  areas  where  food  stamps  and  coupons  can  be  used  (5) 
Sourcing  only  for  commodities  that  are  raised  within  the  Bay  Area  (i.e.  prohibit  the  purchase  of  grapes 
or  peaches  from  other  countries  in  the  winter)  (6)  Support  the  Gravenstein  apple  crop  in  Sonoma 
County  by  purchasing  the  fruit  during  harvest  season  (7)  Purchase  salmon  or  crab  that  are  caught 
locally  (8)  Joining  the  Slow  Food  Nation  movement. 

Mr.  Dimock  acknowledged  that  these  measures  cost  more,  but  will  produce  more  jobs,  City  revenue 
and  the  improved  health  of  City  residents.  He  encouraged  the  City  to  support  local,  seasonable  and 
sustainable  food,  and  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  an  improved  food  system  creates  an  overall  healthier 
community,  which  will  pay  for  itself  in  time. 

Anya  Fernald  spoke  before  the  Commission  to  discuss  the  mission  of  the  California  Alliance  of  Family 
Farms  (CAFF),  the  Buy  Fresh  Buy  Local  campaign,  and  the  statewide  Farm  to  School  Program.  She 
indicated  that  changing  trends  in  California  agriculture  has  shifted  the  mission  of  the  California  Alliance 


of  Family  Farms  from  an  organization  involved  in  assisting  farmers  with  infield  improvement  of  farming 
practices  to  a  direct  consumer  marketing  approach  aimed  at  saving  the  family  farms  from  extinction, 
and  reshaping  consumer  and  institutional  thinking  on  supporting  local,  seasonable  and  sustainable 
produce.  Since  the  market  is  the  engine  to  drive  this  change,  the  Buy  Fresh  Buy  Local  campaign  was 
launched  to  create  a  local  food  sourcing  from  hospitals,  corporations,  supermarkets  and  large 
institutions.  The  organization  has  developed  a  successful  partnership  with  Kaiser  Permanente,  in 
which  local  fruits  and  vegetables  from  small,  local,  minority  farmers  from  the  Central  Valley  and  coast 
are  making  their  way  into  Kaiser's  19  hospitals,  where  7,000  inpatient  meals  are  served  per  day. 

Ms.  Fernald  believes  that  food  production  is  an  important  key  issue  since  it  is  nexus  to  issues  related  to 
human  health,  obesity  and  environmental  health  awareness.  The  organization  has  created  a  good 
partnership  with  Kaiser,  and  CAFF  has  made  a  recommendation  that  enable  the  hospital  system  to 
reduce  its  carbon  footprint  to  20%  without  no  additional  cost  or  change  to  their  systems.  She 
challenges  San  Francisco  to  tighten  the  radius  from  where  it  purchases  its  food,  to  empower  local 
farmers  and  connect  consumers  to  the  food  producers.  She  indicated  that  family  farms  have  limited 
resources,  and  most  are  first  generation  Latino  and  Southeast  Asian  immigrants.  Investing  in  these 
smaller,  limited  resources  farmers  will  ensure  their  survival.  While  most  of  these  farmers  may  not  all  be 
"organic,"  investing  and  working  with  them  is  a  way  of  creating  a  sustainable  food  system.  Ms.  Fernald 
acknowledged  that  working  with  smaller  family  farms  is  an  investment  not  only  of  money  but  also  of 
time.  Produce  orders  cannot  be  delivered  next  day,  and  may  require  3-4  days  advance  notice.  She 
noted  that  there  are  inefficiencies  in  working  with  smaller  food  producers,  but  equally,  there  are  also 
positive  externalities  associated  with  those  inefficiencies  that  triumph  efficiencies. 

Ms.  Fernald  said  CAFF  welcomes  a  partnership  with  the  City  of  San  Francisco  in  bringing  the  Buy 
Fresh  Buy  Local  campaign  to  50  Bay  Area  supermarkets  and  200  restaurants  in  the  next  two  years. 
CAFF  hopes  to  create  a  network  of  incentives  for  working  with  limited  resources  minority  farmers 
around  the  state,  create  a  seasonal  meal  planning  shift  and  develop  a  switch  towards  local  food 
sourcing. 

Director  Blumenfeld  commended  Sraddha  Mehta  of  the  Dept  of  the  Environment  Environmental  Justice 
Program  for  running  a  successful  farmers  market  in  Bayview  and  acknowledged  Chris  Geiger  of  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  Environmentally  Preferable  Purchasing  Program  for  working  with 
Susana  Hennessey-Lavery  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  on  food  security  issues. 

Paula  Jones,  Executive  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Food  Systems  Council,  spoke  on  the  work  of  the 
council  on  food-related  issues,  and  has  developed  a  City-wide  community  food  assessment  tool.  The 
Council  was  created  from  the  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  Environmental  Health  Section  and  it 
is  charged  into  looking  at  ways  of  improving  the  food  security  needs  of  San  Francisco's  most  vulnerable 
residents,  and  at  the  same  time,  supporting  regional  agriculture.  Ms.  Jones  reported  that  the  Council 
has  worked  since  2002  with  the  school  district  on  the  Student  Nutrition  Policy,  as  well  as  piloting  the 
access  of  fresh  seasonal  produce  in  school  meals  programs.  It  has  piloted  a  salad  bar  in  elementary 
schools,  selecting  local  and  organic  produce  for  the  project.  Due  to  district  financial  constraints  and 
limited  capacity  to  prepare  food,  the  program  focused  on  purchasing  whole  food  that  are  seasonal  and 
produced  in  the  most  environmentally  and  sustainable  way  possible.  While  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  supports  purchasing  higher  quality  local  and  organic  produce,  Ms.  Jones  stated  that 
these  products  do  cost  more,  and  the  budget  amount  of  a  piece  of  fruit  in  the  school  district  is  about  12 
cents.  She  remarked  that  this  is  something  that  can  be  supported  through  additional  funding,  or 
through  negotiated  purchasing. 

Ms.  Jones  reported  that  another  effort  that  is  being  discussed  at  the  Department  of  Public  Health  is  a 
Healthy  and  Sustainable  Food  Policy  for  the  department.  The  Department  of  Public  Health  adopted 


this  policy  in  July  2006,  and  contains  criteria  to  prioritize  environmental,  social  and  economic  policy  of 
food  purchases  from  DPH  departments  and  institutional  contractors.  She  stated  that  DPH  is  committed 
to  implementing  this  policy,  and  calls  for  Laguna  Honda  and  the  San  Francisco  General  Hospitals  to 
present  a  2-5  year  Sustainable  Food  Procurement  &  Processing  Plan  within  a  year.  An  interagency 
working  group  with  DPH,  San  Francisco  Food  Systems,  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment  was 
organized  to  create  strategies  for  implementing  sustainable  food  procurement  through  City  institutions 
and  ensuring  that  all  agencies  are  working  together  towards  a  common  vision. 

In  summary,  Ms.  Jones  said  that  to  manifest  the  value  and  vision  of  a  local  food  sourcing  system, 
additional  funding  is  needed  to  adequately  support  this  program  in  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Angelo  King  welcomed  the  idea  of  allocating  land  for  local  food  production,  as  a  way  of 
addressing  the  food  security  needs  of  those  who  need  it  the  most.  He  asked  on  how  a  major  cultural 
and  social  transformation  can  be  jumpstarted  to  change  young  mindsets  to  rejecting  less  healthy  food 
alternatives,  and  embracing  fresh  and  healthier  food  choices.  He  noted  that  there  is  broader  need  to 
expand  those  values,  and  create  a  deeper  appreciation  to  things  grown  locally  and  seasonally. 

Ms.  Jones  stated  that  the  City  has  a  network  of  school  gardens  through  the  San  Francisco  Green 
School  Yard  Alliance,  and  school  children  are  learning  to  grow  produce,  and  are  learning  to  appreciate 
the  rewards  and  tasteful  outcomes  of  their  gardening  efforts.  Another  is  the  health  education  provided 
in  schools  through  the  School  Health  Program.  City  school  children  also  visit  nearby  farms,  and  Mr. 
Dimock  suggested  the  idea  of  renting  City  land  to  farmers  to  create  more  educational  programs  to 
support  urban-rural  connections.  He  further  stated  that  annual  events  bringing  farmers  to  get  in  contact 
with  urban  residents,  in  a  celebratory  way,  is  a  good  way  of  connecting  inner  cities  to  the  farming 
communities. 

Ms.  Fernald  observed  that  most  people  are  not  necessarily  learning  about  food  at  home  anymore. 
Losing  the  home  as  a  place  to  learn  about  food  is  the  common  experience  that  her  organization  is 
encountering  in  their  Farms  to  Schools  Program.  She  reported  that  the  school  cafeteria  is  the  only 
place  where  80%  of  school  children  in  low-income  neighborhoods  learn  how  to  prepare  and  experience 
new  food.  Even  in  farming  communities  like  Ventura  or  Fresno  County,  Ms.  Fernald  said  that  in  many 
cases,  a  joint  CAFF/local  farmer  produce  outreach  to  their  school  is  the  first  opportunity  for  these 
school  children  to  taste  a  honeydew  melon.  She  remarked  at  the  level  of  disfranchisement  in  common 
food  items  such  as  nectarines,  watermelons  or  different  varieties  of  apples  that  are  not  red.  This 
observation  is  aiso  common  with  inner-city  San  Francisco  school  children,  which  view  these  as  new 
tasting  experiences.  Cafeterias  are  becoming  learning  laboratories  for  agricultural  geography  and 
taste  explorations,  and  are  providing  opportunities  to  teach  school  children  about  healthy  food  eating 
and  respect  for  the  land  and  people  who  make  these  produce  possible. 

Mr.  Dimock  commented  on  the  implication  of  the  U.S.  Farm  Bill  and  encouraged  the  City  to  help  small 
farmers  by  supporting  a  subsidy  initiative  aimed  to  pay  higher  prices  for  their  produce. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  inquired  the  potential  of  obtaining  inventory  of  how  much  San  Francisco  land 
can  be  appropriated  for  farming.  She  supported  the  idea  of  providing  educational  farming  tours  for 
school  children,  and  recommended  labeling  to  identify  food  source,  so  that  consumers  can  exercise 
that  choice.  Labeling  can  be  extended  in  San  Francisco  markets  and  restaurants,  in  which  menus  will 
list  where  the  salmon  was  caught.  The  City's  Precautionary  Principle  Preferable  Purchasing  allows 
such  stipulations  into  its  purchasing  contracts,  but  new  legislation  is  need  to  allow  the  City  to  write  this 
as  part  of  RFP  requirements  for  services. 


Commissioner  Wald  asked  how  the  Kaiser  Permanente  local  food  sourcing  works,  and  Ms.  Fernald 
answered  that  the  hospital  works  with  Tarantino,  the  purveyor  with  whom  CAFF  works  with.  Ms. 
Fernald  added  that  the  local  food  sourcing  initiative  was  well  received  because  the  Kaiser 
administrators  recognized  this  policy  fulfills  the  hospital's  overarching  mission  and  corporate 
responsibility,  as  well  as  the  benefits  for  their  members.  A  local  magazine  feature  on  this  joint  effort 
resulted  in  their  inpatient  approval  ratings  going  up.  Ms.  Fernald  perceives  that  Kaiser  administrators 
recognize  that  supporting  seasonal  and  local  produce  is  good  preventative  medicine  in  combating 
obesity  and  promoting  healthy  well-being.  They  recognize  the  emissions  produced  from  California 
agriculture,  and  equate  its  asthma  impact.  CAFF  worked  with  the  purveyor  and  other  key  players  in 
writing  an  MOU  that  allowed  the  small  family  farmers  to  sell  their  produce  through  Tarantino,  and  CAFF 
assisted  in  setting  website  profile  of  farmers  and  the  purchase  of  products  that  California  does  well 
(grapes,  broccoli,  stone  fruits). 

Mr.  Dimock  suggested  that  the  City  should  look  into  contracting  farmers  to  grow  produce  on  its  land,  or 
look  into  providing  a  warehouse  for  farmers  coming  on  Farmers  Market  days  to  drop  products.  A 
consolidation  point  was  recommended.  Ms.  Fernald  remarked  that  most  businesses  prefer  working 
with  farmers  with  40,000  acres  as  opposed  to  3  acres  due  to  the  inherent  inefficiencies  in  working  with 
smaller  farmers  and  stronger  economic  case  in  working  with  bigger  farmers.  Mr.  Dimock  added  that 
there  is  a  population  of  family  farms  that  may  not  necessarily  compete  with  bigger  players  nor  produce 
heritage  breeds,  but  are  entrepreneurial,  and  have  a  commodity-oriented  approach.  These  type  of 
family  farmers  are  excellent  scales  for  City  for  procurement  policies  that  have  State  and  Federal  limits 
on  pricing,  and  can  deliver  links  to  scale  farms. 

Public  Comment:  Jonathan  Kaplan  suggested  the  idea  of  creating  certifications  for  environmentally- 
and  sustainable  products,  and  that  the  City  can  play  a  role. 

Commissioner  King  remarked  on  quantifying  the  externalities  of  instituting  a  local  food  system,  by 
drawing  experiences  with  the  bag  policy  initiative.  A  benefit  analysis  to  support  arguments  in  favor  of 
new  policy  is  advised.  Ms.  Fernald  mentioned  that  her  organization  did  analysis  on  carbon  footprint  in 
terms  of  miles,  and  other  complimentary  studies,  such  as  emissions  and  asthma,  have  been  addressed 
by  the  Oakland  group,  Redefining  Progress. 

Public  Comment:  Pinky  Kushner  inquired  about  planting  more  fruit  trees  in  San  Francisco,  as  a 
component  for  local  food  sourcing. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  local  labeling  is  preempted  by  State  level  from  requiring  labels.  In  the 
case  of  fruit  trees,  maintenance  expenses  and  risk  of  lawsuits  are  reasons  commonly  cited  for  the 
relative  absence  of  fruit  trees  in  schools.  He  indicated  that  the  Commission  seeks  guidance  in 
recommending  policy  that  can  be  implemented  fairly  easily,  and  allow  for  clear  and  concise  language 
for  the  City's  RFP  process. 

Ms.  Jones  inquired  about  the  intent  of  the  Commission,  and  Commission  Wald  replied  that  the 
Commission  is  exploring  options  for  encouraging  City  to  adopt  policies  that  will  expand  the  kind  of  goals 
that  are  being  discussed.  She  stated  that  the  Commission  can  urge  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  adopt 
or  significantly  advance  local  purchasing  within  City  institutions  and  schools.  She  commended  the 
good  work  already  in  progress,  and  expressed  idea  of  bringing  policy  drivers  to  make  pilot  project  into  a 
system-wide,  and  City-wide  initiative. 

As  practitioners  in  the  emerging  local  food  movement,  Director  Blumenfeld  remarked  that  the 
Commission  and  City  staff  look  up  to  the  speakers'  expertise  in  helping  them  promote  an  initiative  that 
is  both  catalytic  and  has  potential  to  effect  major  impact. 


Commissioner  Gravanis  indicated  that  the  Commission  can  urge  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  pass  a 
resolution  or  ordinance,  and  commended  the  work  being  done  at  the  Health  department.  Director 
Blumenfeld  suggested  that  the  Commission  invite  the  three  speakers  again  at  the  next  Policy  meeting, 
to  discuss  the  specifics  that  were  recommended  at  this  meeting.  The  goal  for  the  next  meeting  is  to 
discuss  concrete  policy  recommendations,  and  share  this  information  at  a  public  meeting. 


INFORMATIONAL  REPORT  and  DISCUSSION:  Urban  Forest  Plan. 

SPONSOR:  Commissioner  Johanna  Wald 
SPEAKER:  Alexis  Harte,  Urban  Forestry  Council  Coordinator 

Alexis  Harte,  Urban  Forestry  Council  Coordinator,  stated  that  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  Ordinance  was 
passed  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  in  2001,  and  began  operating  in  2003.  The  Council  is  a 
15-membership  group  composed  of  individuals  from  City,  private,  education,  and  non-profit  sectors  to  help 
coordinate  tree  management  for  the  City.  The  military  were  the  first  City  tree  planters,  which  was  followed 
through  concerted  civilian  efforts  in  late  1800.  The  next  wave  of  tree  planting  was  done  in  the  1950s, 
which  tailed  off  in  the  late  1970s.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  and  local  non-profit  groups  have 
assumed  tree  planting  and  management  at  that  point. 

The  Urban  Forestry  Council  produced  the  UFORE  report,  which  provided  for  the  comprehensive  inventory 
of  street  and  institutional  trees  in  the  City,  including  partial  and  open  spaces  where  basic  canopy  exists. 
The  City  of  San  Francisco  has  668,000  trees,  which  provides  12%  canopy  coverage.  The  blue  gum  and 
the  Monterey  pine  trees  dominate  the  San  Francisco  landscape,  and  collectively,  San  Francisco's  canopy 
provide  an  annual  benefit  of  $1.3M,  removing  280  tons  of  atmospheric  contaminants  and  5,000  tons  of 
carbon  are  removed  per  year.  Additionally,  the  trees  provide  social,  psychological  benefits,  including 
higher  valuation  for  real  estate  properties.  The  Mayor  has  set  goal  of  planting  5,000  trees  each  year  for  20 
years.  There  is  room  capacity  to  plant  125,000  more,  and  44%  have  been  planted. 

The  biggest  challenge  facing  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  is  sustaining  funding  for  the  program,  which 
requires  political  will  and  support.  Operational  and  administrative  support  of  the  Council  is  directed  through 
the  Department  of  the  Environment.  The  staff  assists  in  coordinating  public  workshops  in  tree 
management,  and  the  program  at  the  Department  is  the  City's  clearinghouse  for  the  public  to  obtain 
information  on  tree  issues.  The  Council  is  exploring  potential  sources  for  permanent  funding  streams,  such 
as  partial  tax  assessments  and  allocations  from  Sunday  parking  fees. 

Mr.  Harte  asserted  that  maintaining  and  expanding  San  Francisco's  urban  forest  requires  the  involvement 
of  residents,  local,  corporate  and  organizational  support.  The  goals  of  the  Urban  Forestry  Council  is  to 
assist  in  (1)  maintaining  and  conserving  the  existing  urban  forest  (2)  expanding  the  urban  forest  through 
new  planting  (3)  fostering  a  shared  set  of  values  about  the  urban  forest  through  education  and  action  (4) 
managing  the  urban  forest  in  a  coordinated  and  effective  manner  (5)  identifying  sustainable  approaches  for 
the  funding  and  implementation  of  urban  forest  initiatives. 

Director  Blumenfeld  expressed  his  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  great  work  that  Alexis  Harte  has 
provided  in  coordinating  the  Urban  Forest  Council.  Mr.  Harte  is  leaving  City  employment  in  mid 
September. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  provided  her  comments  on  the  Urban  Forestry  Plan,  and  remarked  that  the  report 
provided  for  uniform,  rather  than  distinct,  management  for  trees  growing  in  San  Francisco  streets  and 
those  growing  in  natural  areas.  She  noted  that  the  Plan's  provisions  were  done  outside  the  context  of  the 
City's  total  biodiversity.  It  made  references  to  the  parks  section  of  the  City's  Sustainability  Plan,  but  lacked 


references  to  the  biodiversity  section.  She  would  like  to  see  the  broader  biodiversity  aspect  addressed  to 
include  wildlife  factors  and  ecological  restorations.  Additionally,  Commissioner  Gravanis  commented  on 
the  reference  of  the  collection  of  trees  as  "urban  forestry,"  which  was  somewhat  arbitrary,  and  does  not 
accurately  differentiate  standard  trees  and  those  found  in  naturally  occuring  forests.  She  calls  for 
integrating  the  ecosystem  element,  and  suggested  adding  text  in  the  introductory  section  that  will  explain 
the  urban  forest  concept  and  terminology,  which  will  provide  people  a  better  comprehension  and 
understanding  of  its  use.  Commissioner  Gravanis  praised  the  Plan's  policy  and  assessment  on  street 
trees. 

Public  Comment:  Pinky  Kushner  stated  that  she  will  take  a  copy  of  the  report  to  the  Conservation 
Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Sierra  Club  for  their  review  and  comment.  She  reported  that  new  trees 
were  planted  on  a  narrow  sidewalk  in  front  of  a  building  on  3rd  &  Cesar  Chavez,  and  questioned  whether 
the  trees  were  placed  in  the  best  location  to  thrive,  and  whether  the  Planning  department  should  get 
involved. 

Public  Comment:  Jake  Sigg  supported  the  goal  of  achieving  no  net  loss  for  street  trees  and  would  like  this 
applied  to  trees  growing  in  natural  areas,  such  as  Mt.  Davidson.  He  advocated  for  appropriate  measures  in 
canopy  replacements. 

Public  Comment:  Paul  Martinez  urged  for  the  reintroduction  and  use  of  native  species  trees  as  first  choice 
for  planting  in  San  Francisco.  He  also  called  for  the  use  of  water-permeable  planting  of  native  species. 


INFORMATION:  New  Business.  There  was  no  new  business  discussed  at  this  time.

•  In  order  to  monitor  efforts  toward  this  goal,  I  ask  that  commission  secretaries  submit  an  annual 
report  to  my  office  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  detailing  commission  attendance. 

•  Moreover,  I  ask  commission  secretaries  contact  my  commissions  liaison  if  a  commissioner 
misses  a  meeting  without  contacrting  the  department  in  advance,  or  when  a  commissioner  has 
missed  three  meetings  in  a  fiscal  year,  so  that  my  office  may  contact  that  commissioner. 

Please  consider  incorporating  these  standards  into  your  commission's  policies  and  procedures  as  appropriate.

3.  PUBLIC  COMMENTS:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Committee  on  matters 
that  are  within  the  Committee's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda.  Ms.  Joan 
Reinhardt  Reiss,  BCF-BAWG,  inquired  as  to  whether  a  purchasing  policy  for  third  party 
contractors  can  be  written  into  Requests  for  Proposals  without  having  to  create 
legislation  in  order  to  do  so. 

Item  6  was  heard  before  Items  4  and  5. 
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4.  INFORMATIONAL  REPORT:  Implementation  of  the  Precautionary  Principle-Three  Year

Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA) 
passed  its  term  sheet,  which  included  many  references  to  the  San  Francisco 
Precautionary  Principle.  Ms.  Debbie  Raphael  reported  that  the  Precautionary  Principle 
Ordinance  (Chapter  1  of  the  Environment  Code)  requires  that  no  later  than  three  years 
from  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance  and  after  a  public  hearing,  the  Commission  on 
the  Environment  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  effectiveness  of 
the  Precautionary  Principle  Policy.  A  draft  report  was  distributed  in  Committee  meeting. 
Ms.  Rafael  discussed  elements  of  the  Draft  Report  that  includes: 

•  The  report  provides  a  summary  of  the  definition  of  the  Precautionary  Principle 
Ordinance  and  discusses  implementation  in  the  City  over  the  course  of  three 
years. 

•  Section  A  reports  on  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance.  A  more  detailed 
report  will  be  prepared. 

•  Section  B  reports  on  how  the  Department  used  the  idea  of  a  Precautionary 
Purchasing  Ordinance  and  an  Alternatives  Assessment  approach  in  the  issue  of 
pesticide  registration. 

•  Section  C  reports  on  San  Francisco  Foundation  Grant  Support  to  community 
partners  to  move  the  Precautionary  Principle  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the 
Department. 

•  Section  G — Ms.  Raphael  asked  for  input  on  Challenges  and  Next  Steps  for 
inclusion  in  the  Report. 

Ms.  Joan  Reinhardt  Reiss,  Bay  Area  Working  Group  (BAWG)  reported  that  BAWG  has 
been  involved  in  passage  of  both  the  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance  and  the 
Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance  and  have  now  taken  on  a  new  challenge  to 
inculcate  the  culture  of  precaution  throughout  a  bureaucracy  and  a  system.  Ms. 
Reinhardt  Reiss  stated  that  San  Francisco  is  the  best  place  to  take  on  this  effort 
because  of  its  progressive  thinking.  It  was  stated  that  with  grants  awarded  by  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation,  the  Bay  Area  Working  Group  and  the  Neighborhood  Assemblies 
Network,  a  project  is  being  embarked  on  that  involves  broad  community,  agency,  and 
City  department  input  using  a  World  Cafe  approach.  The  goal  is  to  look  at  which 
community  problems  would  be  most  amenable  to  a  precautionary  approach  and  to  look 
at  the  culture  of  precaution  without  incorporating  legislation. 

Mr.  Kenoli  Oleari,  Neighborhood  Assemblies  Network  (NAN)  stated  that  Precautionary 
Purchasing  Ordinance  Actions  Nos.  2-5  are  requirements  that  call  for  other  aspects  of 
public  participation  and  decision  making  which  include  a  right  to  know,  alternatives 
assessment,  full  cost  accounting,  and  participatory  decision  making  and  are  often 
overlooked.  Mr.  Oleari  discussed  NAN's  work  with  the  BAWG  and  the  Department  of 
the  Environment  to  bring  together  San  Francisco  citizens  to  review  and  make  decisions 
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about  those  issues  that  incorporates  all  five  tenets  of  the  Precautionary  Principle.  NAN 
was  described  as  a  non-profit  organization  with  a  mission  to  bring  the  kind  of  skills  that 
make  it  possible  for  diverse  groups  to  come  together  and  act  effectively  with 
communities  around  the  world.  NAN  had  worked  on  World  Environment  Day  events  to 
convene  80  people  that  spoke  40  different  languages  to  talk  about  the  future  of  their 
cities  around  the  world. 

Ms.  Raphael  stated  that  one  way  of  moving  the  precautionary  idea  without  legislation  is 
with  a  focus  on  education.  It  was  indicated  that  there  could  be  future  legislation  enacted 
to  expand  the  precautionary  approach,  but  in  the  short  term  the  conceptual  framework 
has  to  go  out  to  other  City  departments  and  the  community.  The  San  Francisco 
Foundation  Grant  is  asking  other  departments  to  work  together  and  learn  about  what  a 
precautionary  approach  might  involve  and  to  think  about  problems  they  know  about  that 
need  solving  and  might  benefit  from  this  approach. 

Mr.  Neil  Gendel  stated  that  the  Healthy  Children  Organizing  Project  is  a  member  of  the 
BAWG  and  its  work  is  focused  in  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Gendel  distributed  documentation 
outlining  the  recent  precautionary  actions  influenced  by  San  Francisco's  Environmental 
Code  Precautionary  Principle  (Items  1-4)

A  discussion  was  held  on  SFUSD's  compliance  problems  with  the  Precautionary 
Principle,  current  status  of  work  being  done,  and  recommendations  for  a  plan  for 
success. 

1 .  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (SFUSD) 

•  Environmentally  Preferable  Janitorial  Purchases 

•  Adopted  High  Performance  Renovation  Design  Standards  but  few 
renovations  at  this  point  are  focused  on  improving  the  school  environment 
and  are  mostly  focused  on  ADA  compliance. 

•  Adopted  Integrated  Pest  Management  Plan  but  having  trouble 
implementing 

•  Plan  to  prevent  exposure  to  lead  hazards,  improve  IAQ  in  schools. 

2.  Ordinance  prohibiting  sales  of  toys/child  care  articles  containing  BPA/phthalates 
to  children  under  the  age  of  3  (San  Francisco,  Chronicle  October  26,  2006-"City 
Sued  over  Ban  on  Children's  Products  using  Suspect  Chemicals"). 

3.  ATF  Environmental  Committee:  Healthy  Private  Homes  Initiative-guidelines  to 
follow. 

4.  Initiative  helping  low-income  caregivers  to  learn  how  to  clean  homes  the  non- 
toxic way. 

Ms.  Raphael  stated  that  several  City  Department  partners  have  made  use  of  a 
precautionary  principle  approach,  e.g.  the  Department  of  Public  Health  letter  in  reference 
to  applying  the  precautionary  principle  to  look  for  potential  for  harm  when  cause  cannot 
be  proven  in  reference  to  cruise  ship  terminals. 
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Public  Comment:  Mr.  Rich  Berman,  San  Francisco  Port,  stated  that  the  Port  has 
environmental  issues  and  is  aware  of  the  Precautionary  Principle,  but  that  a  greater 
appreciation  and  implementation  is  necessary. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  agreed  with  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss  that  service  contract  RFP's 
should  include  precautionary  measures  without  the  requirement  for  legislation  and 
inquired  as  to  the  legality  of  doing  so.  Dr.  Chris  Geiger,  City  Toxic  Reduction 
Coordinator  reported  that  there  is  nothing  preventing  Departments  from  putting  language 
in  RFPs,  and  what  is  needed  is  for  Department  staff  to  discuss  this  issue  with  them. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Department  has  originated  a  food  policy  that 
prevents  anyone  who  does  contracts  with  or  receives  grants  from  the  Department  from 
purchasing  bottled  water,  soda,  and  is  required  to  buy  local  organic  non-meat  foods. 
Commissioner  Gravanis  stated  that  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  could  urge 
departments  to  voluntarily  adopt  the  food  policy  or  a  similar  policy,  e.g.  City  Hall  and 
Public  Library  concessionaires  that  are  selling  food  items  on  City  property,  that  are  using 
drinks  with  high  fructose  corn  syrup,  using  Styrofoam,  and  other  products  that  are 
unhealthy.  Chair  Wald  stated  that  a  combination  of  encouragement  by  the  Commission, 
the  Department,  BAWG  and  NAN's  new  avenues  of  public  participation  are  creative 
ways  of  applying  external  pressure  to  the  various  departments  to  apply  the 
Precautionary  Principle. 

Ms.  Raphael  reported  that  the  San  Francisco  Foundation  Grant  would  help  in  hiring  staff 
and  providing  external  partners  in  relaying  the  message  effectively.  It  was 
recommended  that  joint  public  hearings  be  held  with  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  the  Health  Commission,  or  other  Commissions  in  order  for  the  Commission 
to  be  more  involved.  Chair  Wald  recommended  that  the  Commission  issue  a  Resolution 
commending  departments  of  noteworthy  actions. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Lurilla  Harris  inquired  if  there  was  a  local  government  central 
agency  that  purchases  products  that  ail  Departments  use  and  recommended  consulting 
with  this  department  first.  Ms.  Raphael  stated  that  the  Purchasing  Department  was 
included  when  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance  was  passed  and  recommended 
awarding  Ms.  Naomi  Little  of  the  Purchasing  Department  with  recognition  for  her  efforts. 
Director  Blumenfeld  recommended  (1)  discussing  a  recognition  process  with  the 
Department's  Outreach  area;  (2)  developing  a  Precautionary  Principle  Checklist  of 
different  options  that  would  meet  requirements;  and  (3)  that  the  Mayor  requested  that 
City  departments  complete  a  Precautionary  Checklist  through  a  program  called  SF  Stat. 

Ms.  Jennifer  Clary,  Clean  Water  Fund  stated  that  she  has  created  a  table  for  a  water 
plan  for  the  Environmental  Justice  program  area  and  recommended  using  the  word 
template  instead  of  checklist.  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss  stated  that  a  checklist  means  you  are 
done  and  is  not  in  the  culture  of  precaution.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  a  checklist  is 
a  tool  in  educating  people  and  call  for  action,  not  a  finite  goal,  but  a  starting  point.  Ms. 
Clary  recommended  that  this  issue  be  brainstormed  by  NAN  and  BAWG. 

Mr.  Oleari  advised  that  through  outreach  efforts,  it  was  determined  that  people  in  the  city 
have  anxiety  over  any  kind  of  regulation.  Mr.  Oleari  stated  that  they  are  working  towards 
making  sure  that  all  voices  are  heard,  including  business  people  and  City  departments. 
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It  was  stated  that  there  is  fear  and  competition  between  departments  when  there  should 
be  communication,  integration,  cooperation  and  collaboration.  Director  Blumenfeld 
cautioned  about  using  the  Precautionary  Principle  to  try  to  solve  all  City  problems. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Berman  spoke  in  support  of  a  checklist  about  process  and  as  a 
tool  for  educating  people  on  what  they  can  do  to  meet  the  objectives  of  the 
Precautionary  Principle. 

Mr.  Gendel  stated  that  the  way  you  help  people  succeed  should  be  an  important 
element.  It  was  recommended  that  a  team  be  set  up  to  provide  department  training  and 
develop  sustainable  relationships  so  those  trained  can  take  over  the  training  over  time. 
Also  recommended  was  that  quality  should  be  included  into  a  checklist.  Director 
Blumenfeld  recommended  a  quality  assurance  sign  off  process.  Mr.  Gendel  stated  that 
department  turnover  has  effects  and  stressed  the  importance  of  sustainability. 
Commissioner  Wald  recommended  helping  departments  succeed  by  selecting  the  most 
amenable  departments  to  the  process  and  asking  them  to  dedicate  a  project  as  an 
experiment.  They  can  then  discuss  their  successes  with  other  departments.  Director 
Blumenfeld  suggested  an  incentive  mechanism  for  good  behavior  and  success. 

Public  Comment:  Unidentified  Speaker  stated  that  she  used  to  be  the  Deputy  Director 
for  Sustainability  for  New  Jersey  state  and  recommended  that  departments  be  reached 
out  to,  to  educate  them  about  the  Precautionary  Principle,  learn  more  about  what  they 
do,  and  ask  them  to  incorporate  an  idea  for  sustainability  into  their  upcoming  projects. 
Commissioner  Gravanis  asked  for  examples  of  something  that  has  happened  and  has 
been  applied  that  could  be  relayed  to  other  people.  Commissioner  Wald  stated  that 
purchasing  alternatives  is  an  example  of  a  project  that  has  already  been  done.  Ms. 
Raphael  stated  that  the  Report  would  outline  specific  examples  that  have  been  adopted. 

Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss  suggested  that  an  interdepartmental  and  advocates  group  be  set 
up  to  share  experiences  and  discuss  upcoming  projects.  Dr.  Chris  Geiger  stated  that  a 
Mayor's  Directive  was  published  that  requested  that  all  departments  appoint  a  Green. 
Purchasing  Coordinator. 

Ms.  Clary  asked  when  the  Final  Report  would  be  ready  and  if  there  would  be  an 
opportunity  for  public  review.  Ms.  Raphael  advised  that  the  Report  would  have  to  be 
approved  by  the  Commission  on  November  15,  a  Final  Report  would  be  posted  on  the 
Department's  website,  and  an  email  will  be  sent  out  to  interested  parties.  Ms.  Clary  also 
advised  that  the  Policy  Committee  website  should  be  updated  to  include  current 
members.  Ms.  Raphael  advised  that  additional  attachment  letters  can  be  forwarded 
along  with  the  Report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  can  be  forwarded  to  the 
Commission  Secretary  for  inclusion. 

Commissioner  Wald  recommended  that  within  the  Challenges  Section  (1)  challenges 
within  the  department,  e.g.  staffing  requirements  be  included  and  (2)  to  recommend  that 
there  be  periodic  Report  updates.  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss  suggested  that  this  report  and 
purchasing  reporting  be  joined  so  they  are  happening  at  the  same  time.  Ms.  Raphael 
stated  that  purchasing  reporting  is  done  on  an  annual  basis.  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss 
discussed  the  work  that  has  been  put  into  the  Ordinance  and  accomplishments  since  its 
inception.

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  in  order  to  operationalize  what  it  means  to  implement  the 
Urban  Environmental  Accord  on  organic  food  priorities,  the  Department  looked  at  whom 
the  target  markets  would  be  and  how  it  could  be  done.  Target  markets  include: 

•  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

o    Hospitals:  the  Department  of  Public  Health  is  providing  the  lead  on  working 
with  hospitals. 

o    Public  Schools:  Department  is  meeting  with  Ms.  Margaret  Brodkin  and  a 
parent  volunteer  that  has  been  working  with  the  School  District  to  advocate 
for  a  nutrition  food  policy.  The  Department's  School  Education  Program  has 
a  pre-existing  relationship  with  teachers.  Current  issues  revolve  around 
agriculture  and  climate  impacts. 

o    City-sponsored  Events:  State  law  requires  the  Department  to  have 

recycling  plans  for  City-related  large  events.  A  requirement  could  be  added 
that  a  permit  will  not  be  issued  for  an  event  unless  local  organic/local  food  is 
provided. 

o    Citywide  Food  Contracts:  Contracts  for  bread  and  milk  are  already  local, 
but  there  is  potential  to  increase  organically  certified  products. 

•  Commercial 

o    Private  Hospitals:  Ms.  Anya  Fernald  who  spoke  at  the  September  1 1  Policy 
Committee  is  working  with  Kaiser  who  is  already  involved.  A  grant  has  been 
received  to  work  with  hospitals.  A  good  relationship  is  in  place  with  the  26 
hospitals. 

o    Private  Schools:  Department  is  also  working  with  private  schools  on  other 
issues. 

o    Concessions  on  City  Property:  The  City  has  contracts  with 
concessionaires  and  could  require  them  to  participate. 

o    Restaurants/Food-Oriented  Businesses:  Meeting  was  held  with  a  group 
that  will  be  producing  a  report  that  rates  restaurants  on  their  locality  and 
organic  food  they  serve.  Restaurants  are  brought  in  by  congratulating  them 
for  doing  the  right  thing,  encouraging  others,  and  providing  incentives.

•    General  Public 

o    Farmers  Markets:  The  Environmental  Justice  Program  is  involved  in  the 
Bayview  Hunters  Point  Farmers  Market. 

o    Community  Supported  Agriculture:  A  means  for  local  residents  to  be 
delivered  local,  seasonal  and  organic  food. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Department  would  like  to  do  a  joint  proposal  with  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  for  the  Columbia  Foundation  to  work  out  the  critical  path  to 
meet  objectives.  Efforts  would  include  determining  what  legislative  barriers  and 
opportunities  exist  in  all  these  different  areas,  meeting  with  all  food  distributors,  thinking 
of  linkages  between  local  food  distributors  and  City  agencies,  and  working  out  what  the 
opportunities  are  based  on  that  assessment.  The  next  step  would  then  be  to  apply  for  a 
grant  and  work  with  the  Commission  to  initiate  whatever  legislative  changes  are 
necessary. 

Dr.  Chris  Geiger  stated  that  the  interagency  working  group  on  sustainable  foods  and 
Department  staff  have  been  working  on  this  thought  process.  It  was  advised  that  the 
Green  Business  Checklist  already  includes  an  item  on  sustainable  foods,  but  it  is  a 
matter  of  making  it  more  operational.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  he  is  working  on 
establishing  a  relationship  with  the  Yellow  Pages  to  place  green  stars  next  to  green 
businesses.  It  was  advised  that  the  City  Food  Council  has  done  a  lot  and  the 
Department  would  like  to  integrate  efforts. 

Ms.  Brice  Tencer  introduced  herself  and  described  her  background  doing  legislative 
work  in  sustainable  agriculture.  Ms.  Tencer  started  with  the  Department  two  months  ago 
to  do  toxics  outreach.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  the  Outreach  program  area  was 
reorganized  to  include  program  area  specific  outreach  staff,  e.g.  Recycling  Outreach, 
Toxics  Outreach. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Leah  Rimkus,  San  Francisco  Food  Systems  Project,  spoke  in 
support  of  an  interagency  partnership  and  opening  up  to  areas  that  include  City 
contracts  and  concessionaires.  It  was  stated  that  the  School  District  is  now  working  with 
a  local  farm  transitioning  to  organics  in  order  to  supply  the  schools  with  14,000  apples. 

Ms.  Raphael  stated  that  Whole  Foods  has  signs  that  say  what  is  California  grown  and 
suggested  that  Safeway  do  the  same. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Wuerfel  inquired  as  to  the  definition  of  organic.  Director 
Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Department  is  using  (United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture)  USDA,  seasonal,  and  250  miles  as  a  basis  for  labeling  a  food  local.  Dr. 
Geiger  stated  that  the  interagency  working  group  is  working  on  pinning  down  the 
elements  of  the  definition.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  priority  should  be  in 
purchasing  local  foods.  Dr.  Geiger  suggested  that  the  Commission  hold  a  discussion 
with  the  Health  Commission  on  these  topics.  Ms.  Wuerfel  asked  if  you  have  the  ability  to 
expand  the  locality  when  foods  are  out  of  season.  Director  Blumenfeld  responded  no. 
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Public  Comment:  Mr.  Stefan  Lynch,  San  Francisco  Food  Systems,  stated  that  he  had 
worked  on  a  similar  policy  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  that  had  passed  around 
sustainable  foods.  It  was  recommended  that  the  definition  be  flexible  around  institutions 
and  jails  that  are  not  set  up  to  do  cooking  and  only  assemble  foods.  Ms.  Wuerfel  stated 
that  in  reference  to  hospitals,  there  are  people  that  have  specific  nutritional  needs  and 
have  allergies  and  would  need  to  select  from  certain  food  groups  that  are  only  available 
outside  of  the  local  area  during  a  certain  season.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the 
Commission  is  pursuing  that  20%  of  the  food  that  is  provided  to  these  institutions  in 
seven  years  be  local  and  organic,  leaving  80%  open. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Alicia  Culver,  EnviroSpec,  stated  that  distributors  seem  to  not  be 
open  to  or  connecting  with  the  effort.  It  was  recommended  that  a  focus  be  placed  on 
working  on  getting  them  to  change,  hiring  distributors  that  sell  organic  food,  and 
implementing  a  local  distribution  effort  within  a  competitive  bidding  process.  It  was 
stated  that  a  conversation  should  be  held  with  City  agencies  to  see  what  the 
opportunities  are,  surveying  which  distributors  are  available,  and  what  they  can  offer. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  after  the  September  1 1  meeting  and  discussion  with  Ms. 
Fernald,  it  was  determined  that  the  Department  does  not  want  to  reinvent  the  distribution 
food  wheel  and  stated  that  the  City  is  not  that  well  placed  to  initiate  and  link  different 
farms  with  different  needs.  Mr.  Lynch  stated  that  there  are  fabulous  distributors  within 
the  City  and  recommended  CAFE  as  a  great  option.  Commissioner  Gravanis  discussed 
the  article  regarding  a  local  distributor  in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  area  that  is 
providing  produce  to  a  community  that  would  otherwise  not  have  any. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  discussed  a  member  of  the  public's  concern  with  food  sold  in 
the  parks,  especially  at  Golden  Gate  Park  special  events.  It  was  suggested  that  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department's  contracts  and  leases  be  researched.  Director 
Blumenfeld  advised  creating  an  Ordinance  to  include  bidding  conditions  in  contracts 
specific  to  concessions.  Commissioner  Gravanis  asked  who  initiates  the  contracts  for 
City  Hall  concessionaires. 

Mr.  Lynch  discussed  San  Francisco  Food  System's  interface  with  the  Mayor's  Shape  Up 
campaign  in  San  Francisco.  It  was  advised  that  the  group  consists  of  a  coalition  of 
many  groups  in  San  Francisco  that  is  concerned  with  public  health  in  the  Bay  Area.

Deputy  City  Attorney  Catharine  Barnes  discussed  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No. 
502-06  urging  all  Boards,  Commissions,  and  Advisory  Bodies  created  by  statute  to  adopt 
a  policy  regarding  attendance  and  to  submit  any  policy  they  adopt  by  December  1,  2006. 
Subsequently,  the  Mayor  issued  a  directive  to  Commission  Secretaries  pertaining  to 
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Charter  Commissions  or  Commissions  that  he  appoints  members  to,  that  they  adopt  a 
policy  and  make  annual  attendance  reports  to  the  Mayor's  Office.  The  City  Attorney's 
Office  has  since  created  a  sample  attendance  policy  that  meets  both  the  Resolution  and 
Mayor's  Directive  requirements.  The  Commission  should  decide  whether  to  include 
Committee  attendance,  as  it  is  not  addressed  in  the  sample  policy. 

Chair  Wald  asked  if  there  are  any  laws  that  are  applicable  to  Commission  attendance. 
Deputy  City  Attorney  Barnes  stated  that  the  Mayor  is  the  appointing  authority  for 
Environment  Commissioners  and  Commissioners  serve  for  a  specific  term.  The  intent  is 
that  Commissioners  meet  certain  understood  commitments  of  the  position.  The  sample 
attendance  policy  requires  that  a  report  be  made  after  three  consecutive  non-excused 
meetings.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Barnes  suggested  that  the  Commission's  policy  state 
what  the  existing  bylaws  say  regarding  attendance  requirements  and  to  include 
language  from  the  existing  sample. 

Upon  Motion  by  Member  Gravanis  and  second  by  Chair  Wald,  it  was  recommended  that 
a  policy  be  created  and  forwarded  to  the  full  Commission  for  adoption  as  follows:  (1)  a 
reference  to  the  Commission's  Bylaw's  attendance;  (2)  add  the  City  Attorney's  sample 
language,  and  (3)  include  the  Commission  on  the  Environment's  standing  committees. 
(Absent:  Commissioner  King)

4.  INFORMATIONAL  REPORT:  Implementation  of  the  Precautionary  Principle-Three  Year 
Review  (Explanatory  Document:  Precautionary  Principle  Three  Year  Report  Draft  (html) 

http://web1.sfqov.orq/site/uploadedfiles/sfenviron^ 
ort.pdf.)

SPEAKER:  Debbie  Raphael,  Toxics  Reduction  Program  Manager 

Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA) 
passed  its  term  sheet,  which  included  many  references  to  the  San  Francisco 
Precautionary  Principle.  Ms.  Debbie  Raphael  reported  that  the  Precautionary  Principle 
Ordinance  (Chapter  1  of  the  Environment  Code)  requires  that  no  later  than  three  years 
from  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance  and  after  a  public  hearing,  the  Commission  on 
the  Environment  shall  submit  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  effectiveness  of 
the  Precautionary  Principle  Policy.  A  draft  report  was  distributed  in  Committee  meeting. 
Ms.  Rafael  discussed  elements  of  the  Draft  Report  that  includes: 

•  The  report  provides  a  summary  of  the  definition  of  the  Precautionary  Principle 
Ordinance  and  discusses  implementation  in  the  City  over  the  course  of  three 
years. 

•  Section  A  reports  on  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance.  A  more  detailed 
report  will  be  prepared. 

•  Section  B  reports  on  how  the  Department  used  the  idea  of  a  Precautionary 
Purchasing  Ordinance  and  an  Alternatives  Assessment  approach  in  the  issue  of 
pesticide  registration. 

•  Section  C  reports  on  San  Francisco  Foundation  Grant  Support  to  community 
partners  to  move  the  Precautionary  Principle  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the 
Department. 

•  Section  G — Ms.  Raphael  asked  for  input  on  Challenges  and  Next  Steps  for 
inclusion  in  the  Report. 

Ms.  Joan  Reinhardt  Reiss,  Bay  Area  Working  Group  (BAWG)  reported  that  BAWG  has 
been  involved  in  passage  of  both  the  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance  and  the 
Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance  and  have  now  taken  on  a  new  challenge  to 
inculcate  the  culture  of  precaution  throughout  a  bureaucracy  and  a  system.  Ms. 
Reinhardt  Reiss  stated  that  San  Francisco  is  the  best  place  to  fake  on  this  effort 
because  of  its  progressive  thinking.  It  was  stated  that  with  grants  awarded  by  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation,  the  Bay  Area  Working  Group  and  the  Neighborhood  Assemblies 
Network,  a  project  is  being  embarked  on  that  involves  broad  community,  agency,  and 
City  department  input  using  a  World  Cafe  approach.  The  goal  is  to  look  at  which 
community  problems  would  be  most  amenable  to  a  precautionary  approach  and  to  look 
at  the  culture  of  precaution  without  incorporating  legislation. 

Mr.  Kenoli  Oleari,  Neighborhood  Assemblies  Network  (NAN)  stated  that  Precautionary 
Purchasing  Ordinance  Actions  Nos.  2-5  are  requirements  that  call  for  other  aspects  of 
public  participation  and  decision  making  which  include  a  right  to  know,  alternatives 
assessment,  full  cost  accounting,  and  participatory  decision  making  and  are  often 
overlooked.  Mr.  Oleari  discussed  NAN's  work  with  the  BAWG  and  the  Department  of 
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the  Environment  to  bring  together  San  Francisco  citizens  to  review  and  make  decisions 
about  those  issues  that  incorporates  all  five  tenets  of  the  Precautionary  Principle.  NAN 
was  described  as  a  non-profit  organization  with  a  mission  to  bring  the  kind  of  skills  that 
make  it  possible  for  diverse  groups  to  come  together  and  act  effectively  with 
communities  around  the  world.  NAN  had  worked  on  World  Environment  Day  events  to 
convene  80  people  that  spoke  40  different  languages  to  talk  about  the  future  of  their 
cities  around  the  world. 

Ms.  Raphael  stated  that  one  way  of  moving  the  precautionary  idea  without  legislation  is 
with  a  focus  on  education.  It  was  indicated  that  there  could  be  future  legislation  enacted 
to  expand  the  precautionary  approach,  but  in  the  short  term  the  conceptual  framework 
has  to  go  out  to  other  City  departments  and  the  community.  The  San  Francisco 
Foundation  Grant  is  asking  other  departments  to  work  together  and  learn  about  what  a 
precautionary  approach  might  involve  and  to  think  about  problems  they  know  about  that 
need  solving  and  might  benefit  from  this  approach. 

Mr.  Neil  Gendel  stated  that  the  Healthy  Children  Organizing  Project  is  a  member  of  the 
BAWG  and  its  work  is  focused  in  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Gendel  distributed  documentation 
outlining  the  recent  precautionary  actions  influenced  by  San  Francisco's  Environmental 
Code  Precautionary  Principle  (Items  1-4)

A  discussion  was  held  on  SFUSD's  compliance  problems  with  the  Precautionary 
Principle,  current  status  of  work  being  done,  and  recommendations  for  a  plan  for 
success. 

1 .  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (SFUSD) 

•  Environmentally  Preferable  Janitorial  Purchases 

•  Adopted  High  Performance  Renovation  Design  Standards  but  few 
renovations  at  this  point  are  focused  on  improving  the  school  environment 
and  are  mostly  focused  on  ADA  compliance. 

•  Adopted  Integrated  Pest  Management  Plan  but  having  trouble 
implementing 

•  Plan  to  prevent  exposure  to  lead  hazards,  improve  IAQ  in  schools. 

2.  Ordinance  prohibiting  sales  of  toys/child  care  articles  containing  BPA/phthalates 
to  children  under  the  age  of  3  (San  Francisco,  Chronicle  October  26,  2006-"City 
Sued  over  Ban  on  Children's  Products  using  Suspect  Chemicals"). 

3.  ATF  Environmental  Committee:  Healthy  Private  Homes  Initiative-guidelines  to 
follow. 

4.  Initiative  helping  low-income  caregivers  to  learn  how  to  clean  homes  the  non- 
toxic way. 

Ms.  Raphael  stated  that  several  City  Department  partners  have  made  use  of  a 
precautionary  principle  approach,  e.g.  the  Department  of  Public  Health  letter  in  reference 
to  applying  the  precautionary  principle  to  look  for  potential  for  harm  when  cause  cannot 
be  proven  in  reference  to  cruise  ship  terminals. 
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Public  Comment:  Mr.  Rich  Berman,  San  Francisco  Port,  stated  that  the  Port  has 
environmental  issues  and  is  aware  of  the  Precautionary  Principle,  but  that  a  greater 
appreciation  and  implementation  is  necessary. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  agreed  with  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss  that  service  contract  RFP's 
should  include  precautionary  measures  without  the  requirement  for  legislation  and 
inquired  as  to  the  legality  of  doing  so.  Dr.  Chris  Geiger,  City  Toxic  Reduction 
Coordinator  reported  that  there  is  nothing  preventing  Departments  from  putting  language 
in  RFPs,  and  what  is  needed  is  for  Department  staff  to  discuss  this  issue  with  them. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Department  has  originated  a  food  policy  that 
prevents  anyone  who  does  contracts  with  or  receives  grants  from  the  Department  from 
purchasing  bottled  water,  soda,  and  is  required  to  buy  local  organic  non-meat  foods. 
Commissioner  Gravanis  stated  that  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  could  urge 
departments  to  voluntarily  adopt  the  food  policy  or  a  similar  policy,  e.g.  City  Hall  and 
Public  Library  concessionaires  that  are  selling  food  items  on  City  property,  that  are  using 
drinks  with  high  fructose  corn  syrup,  using  Styrofoam,  and  other  products  that  are 
unhealthy.  Chair  Wald  stated  that  a  combination  of  encouragement  by  the  Commission, 
the  Department,  BAWG  and  NAN's  new  avenues  of  public  participation  are  creative 
ways  of  applying  external  pressure  to  the  various  departments  to  apply  the 
Precautionary  Principle. 

Ms.  Raphael  reported  that  the  San  Francisco  Foundation  Grant  would  help  in  hiring  staff 
and  providing  external  partners  in  relaying  the  message  effectively.  It  was 
recommended  that  joint  public  hearings  be  held  with  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  the  Health  Commission,  or  other  Commissions  in  order  for  the  Commission 
to  be  more  involved.  Chair  Wald  recommended  that  the  Commission  issue  a  Resolution 
commending  departments  of  noteworthy  actions. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Luriiia  Harris  inquired  if  there  was  a  local  government  central 
agency  that  purchases  products  that  all  Departments  use  and  recommended  consulting 
with  this  department  first.  Ms.  Raphael  stated  that  the  Purchasing  Department  was 
included  when  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance  was  passed  and  recommended 
awarding  Ms.  Naomi  Little  of  the  Purchasing  Department  with  recognition  for  her  efforts. 
Director  Blumenfeld  recommended  (1)  discussing  a  recognition  process  with  the 
Department's  Outreach  area;  (2)  developing  a  Precautionary  Principle  Checklist  of 
different  options  that  would  meet  requirements;  and  (3)  that  the  Mayor  requested  that 
City  departments  complete  a  Precautionary  Checklist  through  a  program  called  SF  Stat. 

Ms.  Jennifer  Clary,  Clean  Water  Fund  stated  that  she  has  created  a  table  for  a  water 
plan  for  the  Environmental  Justice  program  area  and  recommended  using  the  word 
template  instead  of  checklist.  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss  stated  that  a  checklist  means  you  are 
done  and  is  not  in  the  culture  of  precaution.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  a  checklist  is 
a  tool  in  educating  people  and  call  for  action,  not  a  finite  goal,  but  a  starting  point.  Ms. 
Clary  recommended  that  this  issue  be  brainstormed  by  NAN  and  BAWG. 

Mr.  Oleari  advised  that  through  outreach  efforts,  it  was  determined  that  people  in  the  city 
have  anxiety  over  any  kind  of  regulation.  Mr.  Oleari  stated  that  they  are  working  towards 
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making  sure  that  all  voices  are  heard,  including  business  people  and  City  departments. 
It  was  stated  that  there  is  fear  and  competition  between  departments  when  there  should 
be  communication,  integration,  cooperation  and  collaboration.  Director  Blumenfeld 
cautioned  about  using  the  Precautionary  Principle  to  try  to  solve  all  City  problems. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Berman  spoke  in  support  of  a  checklist  about  process  and  as  a 
tool  for  educating  people  on  what  they  can  do  to  meet  the  objectives  of  the 
Precautionary  Principle. 

Mr.  Gendel  stated  that  the  way  you  help  people  succeed  should  be  an  important 
element.  It  was  recommended  that  a  team  be  set  up  to  "provide  department  training  and 
develop  sustainable  relationships  so  those  trained  can  take  over  the  training  over  time. 
Also  recommended  was  that  quality  should  be  included  into  a  checklist.  Director 
Blumenfeld  recommended  a  quality  assurance  sign  off  process.  Mr.  Gendel  stated  that 
department  turnover  has  effects  and  stressed  the  importance  of  sustainability. 
Commissioner  Wald  recommended  helping  departments  succeed  by  selecting  the  most 
amenable  departments  to  the  process  and  asking  them  to  dedicate  a  project  as  an 
experiment.  They  can  then  discuss  their  successes  with  other  departments.  Director 
Blumenfeld  suggested  an  incentive  mechanism  for  good  behavior  and  success. 

Public  Comment:  Unidentified  Speaker  stated  that  she  used  to  be  the  Deputy  Director 
for  Sustainability  for  New  Jersey  state  and  recommended  that  departments  be  reached 
out  to,  to  educate  them  about  the  Precautionary  Principle,  learn  more  about  what  they 
do,  and  ask  them  to  incorporate  an  idea  for  sustainability  into  their  upcoming  projects. 
Commissioner  Gravanis  asked  for  examples  of  something  that  has  happened  and  has 
been  applied  that  could  be  relayed  to  other  people.  Commissioner  Wald  stated  that 
purchasing  alternatives  is  an  example  of  a  project  that  has  already  been  done.  Ms. 
Raphael  stated  that  the  Report  would  outline  specific  examples  that  have  been  adopted. 

Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss  suggested  that  an  interdepartmental  and  advocates  group  be  set 
up  to  share  experiences  and  discuss  upcoming  projects.  Dr.  Chris  Geiger  stated  that  a 
Mayor's  Directive  was  published  that  requested  that  all  departments  appoint  a  Green 
Purchasing  Coordinator. 

Ms.  Clary  asked  when  the  Final  Report  would  be  ready  and  if  there  would  be  an 
opportunity  for  public  review.  Ms.  Raphael  advised  that  the  Report  would  have  to  be 
approved  by  the  Commission  on  November  15,  a  Final  Report  would  be  posted  on  the 
Department's  website,  and  an  email  will  be  sent  out  to  interested  parties.  Ms.  Clary  also 
advised  that  the  Policy  Committee  website  should  be  updated  to  include  current 
members.  Ms.  Raphael  advised  that  additional  attachment  letters  can  be  forwarded 
along  with  the  Report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  can  be  forwarded  to  the 
Commission  Secretary  for  inclusion. 

Commissioner  Wald  recommended  that  within  the  Challenges  Section  (1)  challenges 
within  the  department,  e.g.  staffing  requirements  be  included  and  (2)  to  recommend  that 
there  be  periodic  Report  updates.  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss  suggested  that  this  report  and 
purchasing  reporting  be  joined  so  they  are  happening  at  the  same  time.  Ms.  Raphael 
stated  that  purchasing  reporting  is  done  on  an  annual  basis.  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss 
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discussed  the  work  that  has  been  put  into  the  Ordinance  and  accomplishments  since  its 
inception.

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  in  order  to  operationalize  what  it  means  to  implement  the 
Urban  Environmental  Accord  on  organic  food  priorities,  the  Department  looked  at  whom 
the  target  markets  would  be  and  how  it  could  be  done.  Target  markets  include: 

•  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

o    Hospitals:  the  Department  of  Public  Health  is  providing  the  lead  on  working 
with  hospitals. 

o    Public  Schools:  Department  is  meeting  with  Ms.  Margaret  Brodkin  and  a 
parent  volunteer  that  has  been  working  with  the  School  District  to  advocate 
for  a  nutrition  food  policy.  The  Department's  School  Education  Program  has 
a  pre-existing  relationship  with  teachers.  Current  issues  revolve  around 
agriculture  and  climate  impacts. 

o    City-sponsored  Events:  State  law  requires  the  Department  to  have 

recycling  plans  for  City-related  large  events.  A  requirement  could  be  added 
that  a  permit  will  not  be  issued  for  an  event  unless  local  organic/local  food  is 
provided. 

o    Citywide  Food  Contracts:  Contracts  for  bread  and  milk  are  already  local, 
but  there  is  potential  to  increase  organically  certified  products. 

•  Commercial 

o    Private  Hospitals:  Ms.  Anya  Fernald  who  spoke  at  the  September  1 1  Policy 
Committee  is  working  with  Kaiser  who  is  already  involved.  A  grant  has  been 
received  to  work  with  hospitals.  A  good  relationship  is  in  place  with  the  26 
hospitals. 

o    Private  Schools:  Department  is  also  working  with  private  schools  on  other 
issues. 

o    Concessions  on  City  Property:  The  City  has  contracts  with 
concessionaires  and  could  require  them  to  participate. 

o    Restaurants/Food-Oriented  Businesses:  Meeting  was  held  with  a  group 
that  will  be  producing  a  report  that  rates  restaurants  on  their  locality  and 
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organic  food  they  serve.  Restaurants  are  brought  in  by  congratulating  them 
for  doing  the  right  thing,  encouraging  others,  and  providing  incentives. 

•    General  Public 

o    Farmers  Markets:  The  Environmental  Justice  Program  is  involved  in  the 
Bayview  Hunters  Point  Farmers  Market. 

o    Community  Supported  Agriculture:  A  means  for  local  residents  to  be 
delivered  local,  seasonal  and  organic  food. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Department  would  like  to  do  a  joint  proposal  with  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  for  the  Columbia  Foundation  to  work  out  the  critical  path  to 
meet  objectives.  Efforts  would  include  determining  what  legislative  barriers  and 
opportunities  exist  in  all  these  different  areas,  meeting  with  all  food  distributors,  thinking 
of  linkages  between  local  food  distributors  and  City  agencies,  and  working  out  what  the 
opportunities  are  based  on  that  assessment.  The  next  step  would  then  be  to  apply  for  a 
grant  and  work  with  the  Commission  to  initiate  whatever  legislative  changes  are 
necessary. 

Dr.  Chris  Geiger  stated  that  the  interagency  working  group  on  sustainable  foods  and 
Department  staff  have  been  working  on  this  thought  process.  It  was  advised  that  the 
Green  Business  Checklist  already  includes  an  item  on  sustainable  foods,  but  it  is  a 
matter  of  making  it  more  operational.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  he  is  working  on 
establishing  a  relationship  with  the  Yellow  Pages  to  place  green  stars  next  to  green 
businesses.  It  was  advised  that  the  City  Food  Council  has  done  a  lot  and  the 
Department  would  like  to  integrate  efforts. 

Ms.  Brice  Tencer  introduced  herself  and  described  her  background  doing  legislative 
work  in  sustainable  agriculture.  Ms.  Tencer  started  with  the  Department  two  months  ago 
to  do  toxics  outreach.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  the  Outreach  program  area  was 
reorganized  to  include  program  area  specific  outreach  staff,  e.g.  Recycling  Outreach, 
Toxics  Outreach. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Leah  Rimkus,  San  Francisco  Food  Systems  Project,  spoke  in 
support  of  an  interagency  partnership  and  opening  up  to  areas  that  include  City 
contracts  and  concessionaires.  It  was  stated  that  the  School  District  is  now  working  with 
a  local  farm  transitioning  to  organics  in  order  to  supply  the  schools  with  14,000  apples. 

Ms.  Raphael  stated  that  Whole  Foods  has  signs  that  say  what  is  California  grown  and 
suggested  that  Safeway  do  the  same. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Wuerfel  inquired  as  to  the  definition  of  organic.  Director 
Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Department  is  using  (United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture)  USDA,  seasonal,  and  250  miles  as  a  basis  for  labeling  a  food  local.  Dr. 
Geiger  stated  that  the  interagency  working  group  is  working  on  pinning  down  the 
elements  of  the  definition.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  priority  should  be  in 
purchasing  local  foods.  Dr.  Geiger  suggested  that  the  Commission  hold  a  discussion 
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with  the  Health  Commission  on  these  topics.  Ms.  Wuerfel  asked  if  you  have  the  ability  to 
expand  the  locality  when  foods  are  out  of  season.  Director  Blumenfeld  responded  no. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Stefan  Lynch,  San  Francisco  Food  Systems,  stated  that  he  had 
worked  on  a  similar  policy  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  that  had  passed  around 
sustainable  foods.  It  was  recommended  that  the  definition  be  flexible  around  institutions 
and  jails  that  are  not  set  up  to  do  cooking  and  only  assemble  foods.  Ms.  Wuerfel  stated 
that  in  reference  to  hospitals,  there  are  people  that  have  specific  nutritional  needs  and 
have  allergies  and  would  need  to  select  from  certain  food  groups  that  are  only  available 
outside  of  the  local  area  during  a  certain  season.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the 
Commission  is  pursuing  that  20%  of  the  food  that  is  provided  to  these  institutions  in 
seven  years  be  local  and  organic,  leaving  80%  open. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Alicia  Culver,  EnviroSpec,  stated  that  distributors  seem  to  not  be 
open  to  or  connecting  with  the  effort.  It  was  recommended  that  a  focus  be  placed  on 
working  on  getting  them  to  change,  hiring  distributors  that  sell  organic  food,  and 
implementing  a  local  distribution  effort  within  a  competitive  bidding  process.  It  was 
stated  that  a  conversation  should  be  held  with  City  agencies  to  see  what  the 
opportunities  are,  surveying  which  distributors  are  available,  and  what  they  can  offer. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  after  the  September  1 1  meeting  and  discussion  with  Ms. 
Fernald,  it  was  determined  that  the  Department  does  not  want  to  reinvent  the  distribution 
food  wheel  and  stated  that  the  City  is  not  that  well  placed  to  initiate  and  link  different 
farms  with  different  needs.  Mr.  Lynch  stated  that  there  are  fabulous  distributors  within 
the  City  and  recommended  CAFF  as  a  great  option.  Commissioner  Gravanis  discussed 
the  article  regarding  a  local  distributor  in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  area  that  is 
providing  produce  to  a  community  that  would  otherwise  not  have  any. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  discussed  a  member  of  the  public's  concern  with  food  sold  in 
the  parks,  especially  at  Golden  Gate  Park  special  events.  It  was  suggested  that  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department's  contracts  and  leases  be  researched.  Director 
Blumenfeld  advised  creating  an  Ordinance  to  include  bidding  conditions  in  contracts 
specific  to  concessions.  Commissioner  Gravanis  asked  who  initiates  the  contracts  for 
City  Hall  concessionaires. 

Mr.  Lynch  discussed  San  Francisco  Food  System's  interface  with  the  Mayor's  Shape  Up 
campaign  in  San  Francisco.  It  was  advised  that  the  group  consists  of  a  coalition  of 
many  groups  in  San  Francisco  that  is  concerned  with  public  health  in  the  Bay  Area.

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Deputy  City  Attorney  Catharine  Barnes  discussed  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No. 
502-06  urging  all  Boards,  Commissions,  and  Advisory  Bodies  created  by  statute  to  adopt 
a  policy  regarding  attendance  and  to  submit  any  policy  they  adopt  by  December  1,  2006. 
Subsequently,  the  Mayor  issued  a  directive  to  Commission  Secretaries  pertaining  to 
Charter  Commissions  or  Commissions  that  he  appoints  members  to,  that  they  adopt  a 
policy  and  make  annual  attendance  reports  to  the  Mayor's  Office.  The  City  Attorney's 
Office  has  since  created  a  sample  attendance  policy  that  meets  both  the  Resolution  and 
Mayor's  Directive  requirements.  The  Commission  should  decide  whether  to  include 
Committee  attendance,  as  it  is  not  addressed  in  the  sample  policy. 

Chair  Wald  asked  if  there  are  any  laws  that  are  applicable  to  Commission  attendance. 
Deputy  City  Attorney  Barnes  stated  that  the  Mayor  is  the  appointing  authority  for 
Environment  Commissioners  and  Commissioners  serve  for  a  specific  term.  The  intent  is 
that  Commissioners  meet  certain  understood  commitments  of  the  position.  The  sample 
attendance  policy  requires  that  a  report  be  made  after  three  consecutive  non-excused 
meetings.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Barnes  suggested  that  the  Commission's  policy  state 
what  the  existing  bylaws  say  regarding  attendance  requirements  and  to  include 
language  from  the  existing  sample. 

Upon  Motion  by  Member  Gravanis  and  second  by  Chair  Wald,  it  was  recommended  that 
a  policy  be  created  and  forwarded  to  the  full  Commission  for  adoption  as  follows:  (1)  a 
reference  to  the  Commission's  Bylaw's  attendance;  (2)  add  the  City  Attorney's  sample 
language,  and  (3)  include  the  Commission  on  the  Environment's  standing  committees.

Commissioner  Gravanis  reported  that  the  Policy  Committee  discussed  Urban  Accord 
Action  12:  Urban  Nature,  at  their  January  and  June  2006  meetings.  At  the  June 
meeting,  Urban  Accord  12  was  selected  as  one  of  the  three  priority  accords  to  address 
for  2006.  It  was  stated  that  the  Policy  Committee  would  be  focusing  on  developing 
specific  action  steps  within  the  next  year  in  order  to  move  further  in  implementing  Accord 
12. 

Mr.  Josiah  Clark  discussed  his  background  as  a  native  San  Franciscan  and  his 
experience  with  habitat  restoration  and  exploration,  which  led  him  to  community  and 
habitat  stewardship.  Mr.  Clark  described  his  work  with  organizations  and  on  projects 
throughout  the  Bay  Area  advocating  for  habitat  needs,  addressing  specific  conservation 
efforts  in  the  Bay  Area,  serving  underserved  youth,  and  leading  environmental  education 
field  trips  locally  and  abroad.  Mr.  Clark  has  written  a  draft  report  for  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  called  "Enhancing  Wildlife  Habitats."  A  discussion  was  held  on  the 
favorable  forces  that  nature  in  the  city  creates,  e.g.  reducing  crime,  and  the  opportunity 
to  bring  more  nature  in  the  city  as  an  excellent  way  to  serve  the  San  Francisco 
community.  The  importance  of  preserving  diversity  among  species  for  future 
sustainability  was  stressed. 

Mr.  Clark  discussed  four  preliminary  ideas  developed  by  members  of  the  Nature  in  the 
City  Steering  Committee  and  conservation  colleagues  to  implement  Urban  Accord  12 
that  include: 

•  Habitat  Values  Mapping  and  Habitat  Goals  Project — Acquire  funding  through 
legislation  for  a  comprehensive  mapping  project  to  create  a  GIS  inventory  of  all 
open  spaces  and  potential  wildlife/biodiversity  corridors  in  San  Francisco  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  citywide  restoration  and  conservation  objectives.  Mr.  Clark 
discussed  outlining  San  Francisco  areas  that  have  the  most  potential  for 
increasing  the  native  and  naturalized  plant  community.  This  effort  would  require 
input  from  San  Francisco  citizens  and  current  stewards  to  assign  values  to  City 
blocks  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  more  productive  habitat.  It  was  stated  that 
creating  more  productive  habitats  is  currently  underway  in  City  parks  and 
through  existing  projects. 

•  Residential  (Backyard  Habitat  Conservation  Program) — Legislation  to 
establish  a  residential  habitat  conservation  and  certification  program  to 
encourage  homeowners  and  renters  to  increase  the  habitat  values  of  their 
backyards,  front  yards  or  setbacks,  roofs,  and  sidewalks.  Mr.  Clark  stressed  the 
importance  of  open  space  planting  areas  and  preventing  paving  or  mulching  of 
gardens.  A  discussion  was  held  on  instituting  programs  where  backyards  could 
be  turned  into  nurseries  and  wildlife  habitats.  Photographs  of  City  stewardship 
projects  as  well  as  degraded  low  value  systems  that  could  potentially  be  turned 
into  productive  wildlife  systems  were  shown.  Providing  habitat  improvement 
incentives  to  increase  green  space  and  the  availability  of  appropriate  vegetation 
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was  recommended.  Mr.  Clark  described  a  current  project  in  the  Bayview 
neighborhood  where  residents  turned  open  space  into  a  productive  planting 
area. 

•  Biodiversity  Management  Mandate  for  all  City  Departments.  Legislation  to 
require  all  City  departments  that  manage  land  and  water  to  integrate  biodiversity 
conservation  and  natural  resource  management  best  practices  into  their 
operations  and  capital  projects.  Mr.  Clark  discussed  developing  partnerships 
with  City  departments,  Schools,  City  residents,  and  Communities  to  develop 
natural  resources  that  exist  in  San  Francisco  in  order  to  enrich  City 
neighborhoods  and  meet  objectives  of  the  Sustainability  Plan. 

•  Local  Indigenous  Biodiversity  Public  Education  and  Celebration  Campaign. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Department  of  the  Environment  be  responsible  for 
implementing  a  citywide  biodiversity  publicity  campaign  articulating  the 
significance  of  shared  ecological  heritage. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  inquired  as  to  what  role  the  Department  of  the  Environment 
could  assume  to  encourage  a  residential  planting  program.  Mr.  Clark  suggested  the 
Department  play  a  networking  role  by  (1)  providing  habitat  improvement  incentives  to 
participating  residents,  e.g.  a  certification  program;  (2)  developing  a  website  for 
residents  to  access  examples  of  a  virtual  habitat  garden  and  listing  locations  for 
acquiring  recommended  plants;  (3)  influencing  schools  to  grow  plants  as  part  of  an 
environmental  classroom  or  project;  and  (4)  creating  a  Department  of  the  Environment 
position  to  provide  education  and  outreach  to  teach  residents  how  to  improve  habitats 
through  propagating  affordable  native  plants. 

Commissioner  King  commended  Mr.  Clark's  work  and  described  his  son's  interest  in 
planting  as  a  result  of  his  school's  garden  project.  A  recommendation  was  made  that 
the  Commission  publicly  award  residents  for  participating  by  issuing  proclamations.  The 
need  to  work  on  acquiring  funding  was  also  suggested. 

Director  Blumenfeld  inquired  as  to  whom  would  be  implementing  the  four  ideas 
contained  in  the  memo.  Mr.  Clark  suggested  that  the  City  be  responsible  and  that  ideas 
that  can  be  implemented  immediately  be  a  priority.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the 
City  does  not  have  assigned  staff  to  implement  the  recommendations  at  this  time.  Mr. 
Clark  recommended  that  priority  be  given  for  native  plants  to  be  grown  by  nurseries  for 
people's  gardens  and  suggested  that  City  agencies  find  land  for  private  non-profit 
organizations  that  are  interested  in  starting  native  plant  nurseries. 

Director  Blumenfeld  asked  if  there  was  a  City  model  of  a  residential  habitat  garden  that 
was  done  well.  Mr.  Clark  recommended  Seattle,  but  did  not  know  of  a  City  that  is 
specifically  growing  and  distributing  native  plants.  Mr.  Clark  suggested  that  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  issue  grants  to  be  administered  through  groups  such  as 
Nature  in  the  City,  Habitat  Potential,  etc.  for  nurseries  to  grow  native  plants. 
Commissioner  King  discussed  an  individual  who  received  a  grant  to  create  a  nursery  in 
Candlestick  Point  and  suggested  that  their  grant  source  be  researched. 
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Public  Comment:  Mr.  Jake  Sigg  recommended  that  the  Department's  website  list  ideas 
and  potential  suppliers  that  could  increase  the  habitat  value  of  backyards.  It  was  stated 
that  there  is  a  lot  of  demand  but  no  one  to  satisfy  the  demand  at  this  time. 
Commissioner  King  discussed  organizations  such  as  SLUG  and  St.  Mary's  Farm  that 
could  be  asked  to  provide  input  into  this  subject.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  each 
year  and  in  January  2007,  three  new  accords  would  be  selected  to  work  on  and  that  it 
was  important  to  select  items  that  can  be  implemented  through  a  staff  level.  The  public 
was  asked  for  implementation  recommendations. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  discussed  previous  meeting  public  requests  for 
term  definitions  contained  in  Urban  Accord  12,  e.g.  "unsustainable  development", 
"corridor",  how  big  is  a  corridor,  what  is  it  connecting,  who  are  we  making  a  corridor  for? 
Ms.  Wuerfel  recommended  that  the  Committee  make  clear  its  action  steps  to  implement 
this  Accord  as  written  and  start  with  definitions.   Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the 
Accords  were  written  by  Non-Profit  organizations  and  Mayors  for  World  Environment 
Day  and  do  not  specifically  pertain  to  all  cities  in  the  same  way. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Linda  Shaffer  advised  of  a  native  plant  garden  nursery  in  San 
Luis  Obispo  that  the  community  utilizes. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Linda  Yacabuchi  requested  definitions  of  "critical  habitat", 
"unsustainable  development",  and  "types  of  corridors".  Commissioner  King  agreed  that 
translations  should  be  clearly  defined  and  stated  that  he  found  that  in  certain  instances, 
definitions  may  also  be  subjective  and  left  to  the  individual's  interpretation. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  suggested  that  implementation  start  with  small-scale  work  on 
the  rear  yard  habitat  recommendation  by  having  the  Commission  on  the  Environment 
use  a  similar  certification  and  award  process  of  the  National  Wildlife  Federation.  The 
process  can  then  be  escalated  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  pass  a  Resolution 
adopting  an  award  and  certification  program.  Commissioner  Gravanis  advised  of  work 
that  has  been  done,  e.g.  the  Audubon  Society  and  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
have  produced  a  brochure  and  the  Public  Utilities  Water  Conservation  staffs 
recommendations  for  recommending  appropriate  plants  for  San  Francisco.   It  was 
recommended  that  the  Golden  Gate  Park  City  Nursery  could  be  propagating  plants  not 
only  for  Recreation  and  Park  gardeners  but  for  other  department  gardeners. 
Commissioner  Gravanis  discussed  a  project  at  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  that  is  going  to 
be  a  pilot  LEED  certified  building,  but  the  landscaping  has  no  potential  for  wildlife. 

Commissioner  King  recommended  that  future  developments  include  a  requirement  for 
more  nature  and  green  space. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  components  of  a  backyard  program  should  be 
decided  on  and  outreach  be  implemented  so  the  community  knows  it  exists.  Mr.  Clark 
suggested  that  land  be  acquired  for  nurseries  to  plant  native  plants  as  a  priority. 
Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  he  did  not  feel  that  this  request  would  be  feasible  at  this 
time  and  recommended  deciding  on  other  components  of  this  program  that  could  be 
implemented. 
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Public  Comment:  Ms.  Carolyn  Blair,  San  Francisco  Tree  Council,  asked  if  Urban  Accord 
12  pertains  to  trees  and  what  the  Commission  would  do  to  protect  existing  trees  from 
future  development.  It  was  recommended  that  diagonal  parking  be  implemented  and  that 
street  trees  be  placed  in  between  parked  cars  for  developments  such  as  Treasure 
Island.  Ms.  Blair  indicated  that  examples  can  be  seen  in  Novato  and  Sacramento  and 
complimented  this  greening  effort.  Commissioner  Gravanis  advised  that  Urban  Accord 
1 1  pertains  to  the  Urban  Forest.  Ms.  Blair  spoke  in  support  of  a  backyard  program  as 
written  in  the  Nature  in  the  City  memo.  A  request  was  also  made  for  the  Commission  to 
consider  the  preservation  of  large  mature  trees  in  San  Francisco. 

5.  DISCUSSION:  Department  of  the  Environment  Strategic  Plan  for  2007-2009 
(Explanatory  Document:  Strategic  Plan  2007-09  Draft  November  13,  2006

SPONSOR/SPEAKER:  Jared  Blumenfeld,  Director 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  three  years  ago,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  required  that 
the  Department  submit  a  Strategic  Plan  with  their  Budget.  The  Department  has  since 
developed  a  three-year  Strategic  Plan  that  is  updated  annually.  Staff  has  spent  six 
months  reviewing  and  updating  the  elements  of  the  previous  Strategic  Plan.  It  was 
advised  that  the  November  13  Draft  does  not  incorporate  the  revisions  made  at  the 
Strategic  Planning  Retreat,  but  is  a  good  indication  of  where  the  Department  is  moving. 
It  was  stated  that  this  Strategic  Plan  is  focused  on  results  opposed  to  outcomes  and  the 
focus  is  to  replace  the  superfluous  with  what  is  meaningful  that  can  produce  results. 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  Carbon  Neutrality  Program  that  was  previously  the 
Energy  Program  and  advised  that  it  would  be  internalized  into  each  of  the  Strategic  Plan 
elements.  The  goal  is  to  reduce  1990  level  carbon  emissions  20%  by  2012  by 
internalizing  goals  into  actions  within  categories  of  energy,  transportation,  and  solid 
waste.  A  discussion  was  held  on  objectives  required  to  reduce  climate  emissions. 
Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  umbrella  of  carbon  neutrality  would  be  cross-indexed 
with  Recycling  and  Clean  Air  Transportation  goals.  It  was  advised  that  science  dictates 
that  the  goal  should  be  to  eventually  reduce  1990  level  carbon  emissions  by  50%  and 
discussed  the  extent  of  current  goals. 

A  discussion  was  held  on  the  Urban  Forest  and  Environmental  Justice  Programs  focus. 
The  direction  that  the  Department  is  moving  is  towards  specific  tangible  goals  with 
external  indicators  for  accountability.  The  Department  is  working  with  the  Mayor  on  a 
monthly  department  head  process  called  SFSTAT.  The  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Recreation  and  Park  Department,  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment  are  in  charge 
of  developing  accountability  measures  around  Clean  and  Green,  e.g.  number  of  trees 
planted,  maintained,  etc.  on  a  monthly  basis.  Climate  change  has  specific  indicators  so 
the  Department  worked  with  MUNI  to  develop  an  indicator  of  number  of  fast  passes  sold 
on  a  monthly  basis  in  order  to  increase  participation. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  complimented  the  staff  work  on  the  Strategic  Plan  and  inquired 
as  to  how  measurements  were  reached.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  averages  are 
used  for  measurements  of  vehicle  miles  traveled  and  trips  taken.  It  was  advised  that 
San  Francisco  is  the  first  city  in  the  nation  to  register  its  emissions  with  the  California 
Climate  Registry. 
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Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  the  next  Strategic  Plan  document  would  be  focused  on 
Toxics  Reduction,  Outreach,  and  Environmental  Education. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  inquired  as  to  whether  the  Toxics  Reduction  section  would 
include  wastewater  management  and  biological  diversity.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated 
that  the  Strategic  Plan  is  a  document  that  is  used  to  develop  the  Department's  work  plan 
and  internalized  into  the  performance  review.  At  this  time,  funding  is  not  available  for  a 
staff  person  to  work  on  wastewater  or  biodiversity  so  is  not  included  as  part  of  the 
Strategic  Plan. 

Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  an  updated  version  of  the  Strategic  Plan  would  be 
brought  to  the  Commission  as  part  of  the  Department's  budget  packet  at  their  January 
2007  meeting. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Carolyn  Blair  (1)  recommended  that  the  City  utilize  more  electric 
vehicles,  (2)  inquired  what  percentage  of  planting  of  large  trees  is  being  done  and  stated 
that  it  would  contribute  to  sequestering  of  carbons;  (3)  suggested  additional  bike  network 
lanes;  and  (4)  recommended  eliminating  waste  by  using  recycled  tires  for  uplifting 
concrete  and  trees.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  Page  12,  Objective  E  states, 
"promote  clean  fuel  in  vehicles  reducing  C02  emissions  by  86,000  tons  per  year"  is  just 
for  City  fleets.  If  the  entire  City  emissions  were  deleted,  that  would  reduce  the  goal  from 
20%  to  18%,  so  it  is  only  about  a  2%  difference.  Carbon  sequestration  from  trees  and 
vegetation  is  about  .05%  of  the  total  carbon  goal.  The  Department  works  with  the  Bike 
Coalition  and  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  closely  and  has  received  funding  to 
do  a  web  based  bike-mapping  route.  There  is  a  huge  amount  of  tires  that  can  be 
recycled.  The  obstacle  is  for  the  Planning  Department  and  DPW  to  agree  to  the 
engineering  standards.  Ms.  Blair  asked  what  the  largest  amount  of  carbon  emissions  is. 
Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  49%  of  carbon  emissions  relates  to  transit.

Commissioner  King  requested  that 
Redevelopment  Agency  representatives  be  invited  to  a  future  meeting  to  discuss 
integrating  development  policies  so  that  redevelopment  communities  such  as  Bayview 
and  South  of  Market  can  receive  the  benefit  of  these  policies.  The  November  28 
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Commission  agenda  items  were  discussed  that  included  the  Precautionary  Principle 
Three-Year  Review  Report,  two  agenda  items  regarding  Treasure  Island,  and 
BAYCAMP  report  on  air  monitoring  in  the  Bayview  District.  Commissioner  King 
indicated  that  he  was  participating  in  both  the  Policy  and  Operations  Committee  and 
would  be  considering  resigning  from  one  of  the  Committees.

Mr.  Clark  suggested  the 
Department  play  a  networking  role  by  (1)  providing  habitat  improvement  incentives  to 
participating  residents,  e.g.  a  certification  program;  (2)  developing  a  website  for 
residents  to  access  examples  of  a  virtual  habitat  garden  and  listing  locations  for 
acquiring  recommended  plants;  (3)  influencing  schools  to  grow  plants  as  part  of  an 
environmental  classroom  or  project;  and  (4)  creating  a  Department  of  the  Environment 
position  to  provide  education  and  outreach  to  teach  residents  how  to  improve  habitats 
through  propagating  affordable  native  plants. 

Commissioner  King  commended  Mr.  Clark's  work  and  described  his  son's  interest  in 
planting  as  a  result  of  his  school's  garden  project.  A  recommendation  was  made  that 
the  Commission  publicly  award  residents  for  participating  by  issuing  proclamations.  The 
need  to  work  on  acquiring  funding  was  also  suggested. 

Director  Blumenfeld  inquired  as  to  whom  would  be  implementing  the  four  ideas 
contained  in  the  memo.  Mr.  Clark  suggested  that  the  City  be  responsible  and  that  ideas 
that  can  be  implemented  immediately  be  a  priority.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the 
City  does  not  nave  assigned  staff  to  implement  the  recommendations  at  this  time.  Mr. 
Clark  recommended  that  priority  be  given  for  native  plants  to  be  grown  by  nurseries  for 
people's  gardens  and  suggested  that  City  agencies  find  land  for  private  non-profit 
organizations  that  are  interested  in  starting  native  plant  nurseries. 

Director  Blumenfeld  asked  if  there  was  a  City  model  of  a  residential  habitat  garden  that 
was  done  well.  Mr.  Clark  recommended  Seattle,  but  did  not  know  of  a  City  that  is 
specifically  growing  and  distributing  native  plants.  Mr.  Clark  suggested  that  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  issue  grants  to  be  administered  through  groups  such  as 
Nature  in  the  City,  Habitat  Potential,  etc.  for  nurseries  to  grow  native  plants. 
Commissioner  King  discussed  an  individual  who  received  a  grant  to  create  a  nursery  in 
Candlestick  Point  and  suggested  that  their  grant  source  be  researched. 
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Public  Comment:  Mr.  Jake  Sigg  recommended  that  the  Department's  website  list  ideas 
and  potential  suppliers  that  could  increase  the  habitat  value  of  backyards.  It  was  stated 
that  there  is  a  lot  of  demand  but  no  one  to  satisfy  the  demand  at  this  time. 
Commissioner  King  discussed  organizations  such  as  SLUG  and  St.  Mary's  Farm  that 
could  be  asked  to  provide  input  into  this  subject.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  each 
year  and  in  January  2007,  three  new  accords  would  be  selected  to  work  on  and  that  it 
was  important  to  select  items  that  can  be  implemented  through  a  staff  level.  The  public 
was  asked  for  implementation  recommendations. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  discussed  previous  meeting  public  requests  for 
term  definitions  contained  in  Urban  Accord  12,  e.g.  "unsustainable  development", 
"corridor",  how  big  is  a  corridor,  what  is  it  connecting,  who  are  we  making  a  corridor  for? 
Ms.  Wuerfel  recommended  that  the  Committee  make  clear  its  action  steps  to  implement 
this  Accord  as  written  and  start  with  definitions.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the 
Accords  were  written  by  Non-Profit  organizations  and  Mayors  for  World  Environment 
Day  and  do  not  specifically  pertain  to  all  cities  in  the  same  way. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Linda  Shaffer  advised  of  a  native  plant  garden  nursery  in  San 
Luis  Obispo  that  the  community  utilizes. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Linda  Yacabuchi  requested  definitions  of  "critical  habitat", 
"unsustainable  development",  and  "types  of  corridors".  Commissioner  King  agreed  that 
translations  should  be  clearly  defined  and  stated  that  he  found  that  in  certain  instances, 
definitions  may  also  be  subjective  and  left  to  the  individual's  interpretation. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  suggested  that  implementation  start  with  small-scale  work  on 
the  rear  yard  habitat  recommendation  by  having  the  Commission  on  the  Environment 
use  a  similar  certification  and  award  process  of  the  National  Wildlife  Federation.  The 
process  can  then  be  escalated  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  pass  a  Resolution 
adopting  an  award  and  certification  program.  Commissioner  Gravanis  advised  of  work 
that  has  been  done,  e.g.  the  Audubon  Society  and  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
have  produced  a  brochure  and  the  Public  Utilities  Water  Conservation  staffs 
recommendations  for  recommending  appropriate  plants  for  San  Francisco.   It  was 
recommended  that  the  Golden  Gate  Park  City  Nursery  could  be  propagating  plants  not 
only  for  Recreation  and  Park  gardeners  but  for  other  department  gardeners. 
Commissioner  Gravanis  discussed  a  project  at  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  that  is  going  to 
be  a  pilot  LEED  certified  building,  but  the  landscaping  has  no  potential  for  wildlife. 

Commissioner  King  recommended  that  future  developments  include  a  requirement  for 
more  nature  and  green  space. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  components  of  a  backyard  program  should  be 
decided  on  and  outreach  be  implemented  so  the  community  knows  it  exists.  Mr.  Clark 
suggested  that  land  be  acquired  for  nurseries  to  plant  native  plants  as  a  priority. 
Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  he  did  not  feel  that  this  request  would  be  feasible  at  this 
time  and  recommended  deciding  on  other  components  of  this  program  that  could  be 
implemented. 
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Public  Comment:  Ms.  Carolyn  Blair,  San  Francisco  Tree  Council,  asked  if  Urban  Accord 
12  pertains  to  trees  and  what  the  Commission  would  do  to  protect  existing  trees  from 
future  development.  It  was  recommended  that  diagonal  parking  be  implemented  and  that 
street  trees  be  placed  in  between  parked  cars  for  developments  such  as  Treasure 
Island.  Ms.  Blair  indicated  that  examples  can  be  seen  in  Novato  and  Sacramento  and 
complimented  this  greening  effort.  Commissioner  Gravanis  advised  that  Urban  Accord 
1 1  pertains  to  the  Urban  Forest.  Ms.  Blair  spoke  in  support  of  a  backyard  program  as 
written  in  the  Nature  in  the  City  memo.  A  request  was  also  made  for  the  Commission  to 
consider  the  preservation  of  large  mature  trees  in  San  Francisco. 

5.  DISCUSSION:  Department  of  the  Environment  Strategic  Plan  for  2007-2009 
(Explanatory  Document:  Strategic  Plan  2007-09  Draft  November  13,  2006

SPONSOR/SPEAKER:  Jared  Blumenfeld,  Director 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  three  years  ago,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  required  that 
the  Department  submit  a  Strategic  Plan  with  their  Budget.  The  Department  has  since 
developed  a  three-year  Strategic  Plan  that  is  updated  annually.  Staff  has  spent  six 
months  reviewing  and  updating  the  elements  of  the  previous  Strategic  Plan.  It  was 
advised  that  the  November  13  Draft  does  not  incorporate  the  revisions  made  at  the 
Strategic  Planning  Retreat,  but  is  a  good  indication  of  where  the  Department  is  moving. 
It  was  stated  that  this  Strategic  Plan  is  focused  on  results  opposed  to  outcomes  and  the 
focus  is  to  replace  the  superfluous  with  what  is  meaningful  that  can  produce  results. 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  Carbon  Neutrality  Program  that  was  previously  the 
Energy  Program  and  advised  that  it  would  be  internalized  into  each  of  the  Strategic  Plan 
elements.  The  goal  is  to  reduce  1990  level  carbon  emissions  20%  by  2012  by 
internalizing  goals  into  actions  within  categories  of  energy,  transportation,  and  solid 
waste.  A  discussion  was  held  on  objectives  required  to  reduce  climate  emissions. 
Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  umbrella  of  carbon  neutrality  would  be  cross-indexed 
with  Recycling  and  Clean  Air  Transportation  goals.  It  was  advised  that  science  dictates 
that  the  goal  should  be  to  eventually  reduce  1990  level  carbon  emissions  by  50%  and 
discussed  the  extent  of  current  goals. 

A  discussion  was  held  on  the  Urban  Forest  and  Environmental  Justice  Programs  focus. 
The  direction  that  the  Department  is  moving  is  towards  specific  tangible  goals  with 
external  indicators  for  accountability.  The  Department  is  working  with  the  Mayor  on  a 
monthly  department  head  process  called  SFSTAT.  The  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Recreation  and  Park  Department,  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment  are  in  charge 
of  developing  accountability  measures  around  Clean  and  Green,  e.g.  number  of  trees 
planted,  maintained,  etc.  on  a  monthly  basis.  Climate  change  has  specific  indicators  so 
the  Department  worked  with  MUNI  to  develop  an  indicator  of  number  of  fast  passes  sold 
on  a  monthly  basis  in  order  to  increase  participation. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  complimented  the  staff  work  on  the  Strategic  Plan  and  inquired 
as  to  how  measurements  were  reached.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  averages  are 
used  for  measurements  of  vehicle  miles  traveled  and  trips  taken.  It  was  advised  that 
San  Francisco  is  the  first  city  in  the  nation  to  register  its  emissions  with  the  California 
Climate  Registry. 
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Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  the  next  Strategic  Plan  document  would  be  focused  on 
Toxics  Reduction,  Outreach,  and  Environmental  Education. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  inquired  as  to  whether  the  Toxics  Reduction  section  would 
include  wastewater  management  and  biological  diversity.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated 
that  the  Strategic  Plan  is  a  document  that  is  used  to  develop  the  Department's  work  plan 
and  internalized  into  the  performance  review.  At  this  time,  funding  is  not  available  for  a 
staff  person  to  work  on  wastewater  or  biodiversity  so  is  not  included  as  part  of  the 
Strategic  Plan. 

Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  an  updated  version  of  the  Strategic  Plan  would  be 
brought  to  the  Commission  as  part  of  the  Department's  budget  packet  at  their  January 
2007  meeting. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Carolyn  Blair  (1)  recommended  that  the  City  utilize  more  electric 
vehicles,  (2)  inquired  what  percentage  of  planting  of  large  trees  is  being  done  and  stated 
that  it  would  contribute  to  sequestering  of  carbons;  (3)  suggested  additional  bike  network 
lanes;  and  (4)  recommended  eliminating  waste  by  using  recycled  tires  for  uplifting 
concrete  and  trees.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  Page  12,  Objective  E  states, 
"promote  clean  fuel  in  vehicles  reducing  C02  emissions  by  86,000  tons  per  year"  is  just 
for  City  fleets.  If  the  entire  City  emissions  were  deleted,  that  would  reduce  the  goal  from 
20%  to  18%,  so  it  is  only  about  a  2%  difference.  Carbon  sequestration  from  trees  and 
vegetation  is  about  .05%  of  the  total  carbon  goal.  The  Department  works  with  the  Bike 
Coalition  and  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  closely  and  has  received  funding  to 
do  a  web  based  bike-mapping  route.  There  is  a  huge  amount  of  tires  that  can  be 
recycled.  The  obstacle  is  for  the  Planning  Department  and  DPW  to  agree  to  the 
engineering  standards.  Ms.  Blair  asked  what  the  largest  amount  of  carbon  emissions  is. 
Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  49%  of  carbon  emissions  relates  to  transit.

Commissioner  King  stated  that  the  Policy  Committee  would  discuss  portions  of  the 
Strategic  Plan  in  the  future. 

7.  INFORMATION:  New  Business.  Ms.  Fish  reported  that  a  presentation  by  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  on  the  status  of  the  Wastewater 
Management  Plan  is  scheduled  for  the  December  meeting.  Commissioner  Gravanis 
asked  that  speakers  from  the  SFPUC  and  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  to  the  SFPUC 
make  a  presentation  at  the  next  meeting.  Commissioner  King  requested  that 
Redevelopment  Agency  representatives  be  invited  to  a  future  meeting  to  discuss 
integrating  development  policies  so  that  redevelopment  communities  such  as  Bayview 
and  South  of  Market  can  receive  the  benefit  of  these  policies.  The  November  28 
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Commission  agenda  items  were  discussed  that  included  the  Precautionary  Principle 
Three-Year  Review  Report,  two  agenda  items  regarding  Treasure  Island,  and 
BAYCAMP  report  on  air  monitoring  in  the  Bayview  District.  Commissioner  King 
indicated  that  he  was  participating  in  both  the  Policy  and  Operations  Committee  and 
would  be  considering  resigning  from  one  of  the  Committees. 

PUBLIC  COMMENTS:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Committee  on  matters 
that  are  within  the  Committee's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda.  There  was 
no  public  comment  at  this  time. 

ADJOURNMENT.  The  Policy  Committee  meeting  adjourned  at  6:40  p.m.
